hat Is the Opinion of Those 
Who Have Expressed Themselves 


Captain Fixes Date of Lecture at 
Montgomery at the Time of the 
Meeting of Convention—He 
Is Said To Favor Judge 

Parker. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 2/.—(Special.)— 
Though defeated in his efforts to secure 
the democratic nomination for congress 
in the sixth district, Captain Richmond 
Pearson Hobson is by no means out of 
the. running. sq far as Alabama politics 
ere concerned. He is the subject of more 
talk and speculation than, perhaps, any 
other public man in the state at this time. 
The fact that he has timed a lecture in 
Montgomery for the day before the state 
democratic convention meets is evidence 
eyough that he is going to be present at 
that assembly of the political fathers, and 
' gossip has it also that he will take a 
hand in the business of such gathering, 
possibly securing some of the, honors it 
has to bestow. 

A Remarkable Record. 

The record made by Captain Hobson in 
Wis campaign against Colonel Bankhead 
for the democratic congressional nomina- 
tion in the sixth surprised everybody. It 
must be remembered that the present 
representative has been in the position 
sixteen years, is a member of some of 
the leading committees of the house, and 
has done a great deal for his state and 
district. He is a popular man and @a 
working congressman, and has grown 
more and more valuable to his people 
every year. ; 

This being so, the race of the young 
naval man was sUch as to attract even 
national notice, and remarkable espe- 
cially when it is remembered that some 
of his theories amounted almost to fal- 
lacies and his idea of a tremendous navy 
Was in viviation of all the old time set 
notions of a rural constituency, such as 
he sought to interest. He received one 
of the largest votes polled against Bank- 
head since that gentleman has been in 
‘office and built up a personal following 
that will be hard to offset when it *s nec- 
essary to combat any of his political 
ambitions. 

His Possibie Desire. 

From what has been said recently, the 
writer is led to believe that Cuptain 
Hobson desires to be one of the sixth 
district delegates to the national con- 
vention, and will trim his sails to land 
the plum. It would seem, too, that his 
hope is not unreasonable, or out of line 
with the prospective policy of the state 
convention. Hobson is for a conserva 
tive man for the presidency, it is said, 
and would not run off after any wild 
eat foolishness, or men of well known

ity, that he refused to champion the 


cause of Mr. Hearst in the statg though 
invited do so, and would very likely 


_be for a harmonizer as a national! stand- 


ard bearer. Some have gone sg far as to 
oxpress the opinion that he would sup- 
Port the candidacy of Judge Parker, 
though nothing is known of his prefer- 
‘ance as a certaintv. 

Some very interesting possibilities pre- 
Sent themselves concerning this young 
Alabaman in a political way, and they 
Will be discussed as long as conditions 
remain as they are at this time. This 
{fs one. Suppose Senator Morgan or Sen- 
ator Pettus, both very old men, should 
die, or become in some other way in- 
capacitated to serve, and Governor Jelks 
Should appoint Bankhead to the va- 
cancy Would not this practically make 
Hobson's selection a certainty, in view 
of his good race in April? And there is 
nothing far-fetched in either of these 
Suppositions. - Both representatives in the 
national: upper house are old men, Gen- 
éral Morgan 80 this June and Senator 
Pettus 83, and Colonel Bankhead is known 
to stand very close to the chief execu- 
tive of Alabama.

There is no secret of the fact that he de- 
Sires te succeed to the place of Senator 
Morgan or that of his colleague, which- 
ever is first vacated and would bom- 
bard the governor beavily if that gen- 
tleman should have to dispose of the 
Place. Knox is strong everywhere and a 
fighter. He also knows men and is thought 
to be centering everything he controis or 
can influence on his ambition ta go to 
Washington, He and Bankhead are close 
personal friends and so far as the public. 
is informed he is friendly with the gover- 
nor, though not so much so as his friend. 
If Bankhead and Knox were to be thus 
thrown into a contest for the place, there 
is not a man in Alabama who would 
envy the governor the task he would have 
of making a choice between them. 

That Little “But.” 

But, and ths “but” is a settler, there 
wil] be none of this as long as the sen- 
ators nos in office retain their positions. 
Theirs might as well be, by law, lifetime 


jobs. for the people of Alabama will keep 


them there as long as they live, or do 
not yoluntarily ask to be relieved of the 
duties. Not in the whole state is there 
a man with the temerity to oppose either 
one of them béfore the democrats of 
Alabama, so far as has been made pub- 
lic up to this time. Senator Morgan was 
first ‘elected to the senate in the fall of 
1876, succeeding George Goldthwaite, a 


democrat, and took his seat March 5, 


1877. He was reelected in 
1894 and 1900. 
he was not only nominated by the demo- 
crats, but also by the republicans and 
pogulists. He will be 80 years of age 
June 20 next. Senator E. W. Pettus 
Was nominated by the democrats in 
1896 to succeed Senator Pugh, and elect-. 
ed hy the legislature for the term hbe- 
ginning March 4, 1897. He is today 
one of the most active men in the senate, 
full of fire as well as business and very 
influential both in service and oratory.

JAPAN FIGHTS RUSSIA 
TO OBTAIN JUSTICE

Minister Kogoro Takahira Discusses Situation in the 
Far’ East with Mr. Carpenter--Japan Not Am- 
bitious To Control China. 


(Copyright, 1904, by Frank G. Carpenter.; 
Washington, May 22.—(Special.)—I give 
you today an dnterview which I have just 
had with Kogoro Takahira, the minister 
from Japan, on ‘the situation in the Par 
Bast. Mr. Takahira fs one of the ablest 
of the diplomats at Washington. He has 
for years been connected with the for- 
eign office of Japan, and has also repre- 
sented his country as minister in Korea, 
Holland and Denmark, Italy, <Awuetria, 
Switzerland and since 1900 at Washng- 
ton. He is a @c2 & goad education, 
epeaking several langtuages, including 
English, in which our coniversation Was 
carried on. The talk took place in the 
parlors of the Japanese lezgation. My 
first questi0iT’ Was as to what Japan ex- 
pects to get trom the war with Russia. 

‘That question can be answereé in one 
word,’’ said the minister. “Japan ex- 
pects justice. Bit speaking more in de- 
tail I may say that che expects tMe war 
to result in such a determination of the 
rights of the two countries as regards 
the north Asian littoral as will secure 
her against aggression in the future.’’ 

“What do you mean by the north Asian 
jittoral?’’ I asked. 

“I mean the territories of northeastern 
Asia, and more especially those which 
border ita sea coast below Siberia; name- 
ly, Korea and Manchwuria.”’ 


Japan and China. 

“But how about China, your excellen- 
cy? Some people speak of the war as 
one for the control of Ohina. Is Japan 
ambitious to control China?’ 

“Distinctly and emphatically no!’ re- 
plied Minister Takahira. ‘Japan's atti- 
tude upon that subject was fully defined 
in the negctiations which preceded this 
war. In those negotiations she insisted 
upon a mutual engagement between her- 
self and Russia to respect the independ- 
ence and territorial integrity of the Chi- 
nese and Korean empires, and also upon 
a mutual engagement to maintain the 
principle of @qual opportunity for the 
commerce and industry of all nations in 
those countries."’ 

The Yellow Peril. 

‘(Will there ever be an alliance of Ja- 
pan and China against the world?” 

“No,” replied the minister trom Japan. 
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| be so in the age: to come. This being 
the case, there is no fear of any such 


hence no ‘yellow peril,’ as such a possible 
alliance has been called.” 


An Independent China. 

“What Japan would like to see as to 
China,” continved the minister, “is that 
she should follow in her footsteps in util- 
izing such elements of the western civil- 
ization as are suited to her needs. This 
would lead to the development of her 
great resources in industry, commerce 
and trade, and in the development Japan 
only wishes to share equally with the 
other powers. What we need most is 
that the other nations should take the 
same position toward China that the 
TInited States has so ably maintained for 
the past few years. That, more than 
anything else, would help to preserva 
peace in the Far East.” 

“Them wow stots that China should 
hold its present independent position upon 
the map of the world?’ 

“I do,” replied the Japanese minister. 
“From our ‘stancpoint the preservation 
of Chinese independence, or what has 
been well termed the ‘administrative 
entity’ of the Chinese empire, is Most de- 
sirable. That *% one of the objects for 
which Japan is contending. <A dividea 
China means peril to Japan, and I sin- 
cerely believe fnat @-suould Ne of no 
lasing advantage to any western nation. 
On ‘the other hand, and independent Chi- 
na, with ther territorial integrity unim- 
paired, must, ag her enormous resources 
are more and more developed, prove a 
fruitful field to the commerce of all na- 
tions. 


The Position of Korea. 
- “How about Korea?” I asked. 
“Speaking jenerally,” replied the Japa- 
nese minister, ‘‘ I may Say that we hope 
the same good for Korea, with the intro- 
| duction of western methods and civilizing 
influences and the peaceful development 
of its resources. At the same time the 
world recognizes the fact that the near

Every one 
knows that China is not in this condi- 
tion; and while we of Japan admire the 
Chinese people for their scholarship, com- 
mercial integrity and other high qualities 
we realize that they are not a military

foreign enterprise in any way.: I mean 
| that Japan cannot, with due regard to 
her own safety, permit any other nation 
to albsonb Korea, ’or to wse Ki@ea as & 
vantage point from which to attack the 
Japanese empire.’ 

“But even if Japan does not nominallv 
own Korea, Mr. Takahira, will she not 
eventually control it by her predomJ- 
pance of trade and her ownership of the 
railroads, much. a@s England controls 
Egypt?’ Rg 

“I think not,” replied the Japanese 
minister, ‘Japan has not sought exclu- 
sive privileges of any king whatever in 
Korea, She does not seek the exclusive 
ownership of the rallroads, The arrange- 
ments under which the Fusan railroad Is 
being built have been published, and they 
show that Korean rights are guarded in 


the minutest particulars, The arrange- 
ments are, I may say, far different from 
those under which the Eastern Siberian 
railway has been constructed. As to other 
concessions, one of the most valuable in 
Korea, the gold mines in the northern 
part of the empire, is owned by an Amer- 
ican syndicate, and there is no reason 
awhy American gnd European enterprises 
shal] not have their full share in the fu- 
cure development of Korean resources, Ja- 
pan has most certainly no desire to pre- 


vent such participation in the benefits 
which must follow the development of 
Korea.”’ 


Russia in the Far East. 

“What in your opinion, Mr. Takahira, 
does Russia want in the Far East?’ 

“That is a subject concerning which I 
must naturally speak with reserve,” re- 
plied the minister from Japan. ..e have 
shown what we thought of Russia’s de- 
signs ir the east by our present action, 
Whether those designs were the result 
of a fixed policy or the intrigues of a 
faction, as hes heen publicly Stated, is 
not for me to say, It is sufficient to 
remember ‘that Russia’s actions before 
the war plainly indicated the intention 
of permanently occupying Manchuria and 
of finally absorbing Korea, We have to 
deal with faets not theories, and after en- 
deavoring to dbtain Russia’s adhesion to 
proposals, which I think were very prop- 
erly termed moderate and unselfish, and 
having failed to obtain the assent of the 
mussian government to those proposals or 
to any other proposals likely to establish 
a firm and enduring peace in the ex- 
treme east, nothing remained but to of- 


fer forcible opposition to the completion 
of plans which not only threatened Ja-

“But can Japan raise the money to car- 
‘ry on a war like this?’’ I asked. 

“Thus far ske hag had no difficulty,’’ re- 
plied the Japanese minister. ‘‘The Gomes- 
tic loans were subscribed for at home 
five times over, and the careful estimates 


cf our financial experts indicate that ther { 


will be no difficulty in our raising funds 
enough to carry on the war for some time 
ty» come. We have no foreign debt of any 
fieat amount and so far we have made 
no effort to secure any large sum of mon- 
*y from abroad.”’ 

“But vill not the war impoverish your 
people?’”’

“put I do not think it can possibly tmpov- 
erish the nation.

I believe that Japan will 
display great recuperative power and that 
after the war is over her position will be 
much better financially than it has been 
in the past. Her opportunities for the 
unodstnucted development of her com- 
merce anf industry will thereby be great- 
ly increased. At all events it is evident 
that Japan would certainly become im- 
poverfshed if Manchuria and Korea were 
occupied by Russf4. In that case she 
would be excluded from the fields where 
her industries and commerce Should 
otherwise have the best chance for peace- 
ful development, and she would have to 
maintain a state of national defense, 
which in time could not fail to be a fatal 
drain upgn ‘her national resources.” 

Japan’s War With China. 

“What was the effect of the Chinese- 
Japanese war upon your industrial and 
fianancial condition?’ 

“The Chinese-Japanese war was follow- 
ed by a period of over-expansion, and 
that in turn by a period of depression.

The Japanese government has systemat- 
‘cally erdeavored to develop the resources 
of those countries, it has met, with fair 
success, but the clinfate in both territor- 
i@: has been an abstacle to thelr rapid 
development and that especially in For- 
mosa,. where the most desirable parts 
of the island are unhealthful, The govern- 
inent is improving sanitary conditions 
there, and in time Formosa will be a 
Gesirable piace of residence for both 
Japanese and foréigners. The same may 
be said of Yeso, which has undeveloped 
resources and which will support a 
large population. Thcre will always be 
an outlet for a certain part of our sur- 
vilus on the Asiatic continent. Many Jap- 
anese will settle in Korea and tn the 
cther adjacent regions on the same 
terms as the citizens and subjects of 
other nations, and such ¢ettlement will 
Fe to the advantage of the countries, 
inasmuch as our people are naturally 
peaceful and industrious, making excel- 
lent citizens wherever they go.” 
Formosa in 1904. 

“You speak of Formosa, Mr. Takahira,’’ 
said I. ‘‘What is the condition of that 
colony today ?’’ 

“Formosa is rapidly improving,” re- 
plied Minister Takahira. "Since it became 
a part of the Japanese empire its revenue 
has been increased by 600 per cent. It 
has been charged that our government 
has done nothing for the @evelopment of 
the islane nor for oie pert of of its 
people since it beca a part of the em- 
pire. This is not true.*In connection with 
it I cannot do better than to quote what 
the Rev. W. Campbell, a Scotch mission- 
ary, who has lived in Formosa many 
years, says. He writes that in considering 
Formosa it must be remembered that 
when the Japanese took possession of it 
in 1895 they found the people everywhere 
in arms against them, and that they had 
to fight their way from north to south 
before they couid establish a settled 
government. As soon as this was done 
they sent out surveyofs and scientists 
to report on the resources of the newly 
ceded territory. A complete census of 
the population was taken in |1897 and at 
this time 800 miles of roads were made 
and a tramway line constructed from 
Takow to Sin-tek. This was followed 
by the building of a raflway from Ke- 
lung to Takow, about half of which is 
now open for goods and passenger traf- 
fic. Three Cables were laid down con- 
neeting Formosa with Japan, China and 
the Pescadore islands, and a telegraph 
and telephone system so improved that 
immediate communication is now pos- 
sible with every important inland center. 
There are now 100 postoffices in Formo- 
sa and at the close of 1899 122 gqvern- 
ment educational institutions had been 
established, of which 113 are for natives. 
There are ten government hospitals on 
the island, where 60,000 patients are an- 
nually treated without charge; and at 
the same time free vaccinations and 
other sanitary precautions have become 
so genera] that the dangers of smallpox 
and the plague have been much re- 
duced.”’ 

Japan and the United States.

“lt, The camps comprising the Alabama 
division, United Confederate Veterans, 
are hereby cdlled to meet in reunion con- 
vention at Nashville, Tenn., June 14 165, 
16, 1904. 

“2. Bach camp of this division ts en- 
titled to one delegate for every twenty 
active members in good standing, and one 
additional for a fraction of ten members;

“Camps will not be allowed representa- 
tion unless their per capita shall have 
been paid. 

“Camps are urged to at once elect dele- 
gates and alternates to attend the re- 
union.

RECEIVER NAMED 
FOR STOCK YARDS 


1, D, Meador Appointed to 
Adjust Claims of Creditors 


Immediate Steps Will Be Taken For 
Reorganization of Union Stock 
Yards—Liabilities of $125,-' 
000 Offset. by $100,- 
000. Assets. 


An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed in the United States court yes. 
terday by the Brady Union Stock yards, 
the R. O. Campbell Coal Company, J. L. 
Dickey, Jr., and Hatcher, Lipscomb, Je- 
rome & Co. being named as the petition- 
ing creditors. These same creditors also 
filed an.amendéd petition stating that the 
Brady Union Stock yards admit their in- 
ability to pay their debts in writing and 
are willing to be adjudged as bankrupt. 
In answer to the petition filed by attor- 
neys for the petitioning creditors, Payne 
& Tye am Anderson & Anderson, 
Thomas D, Meador was appointed recety- 
er by Judge Newman and required to 
furnish a bond of $10,000, 

On the best authority it was learned 
that the petition in bankruptcy wil] sim- 
ply result in a complete reorganization 
of the company and that the big stock 
yards will be operated in the future as jin 
the past. It was also stated that imme- 
diate steps were taken to put the affairs 
of the stock yards in the best shape pos- 
sible, that all creditors will be paid and 
that in the end the shareholders will be 
the only losers. 

The news of the reorg&nization had the 
effect of immediately quieting all fears 
and those not directly interested were 
glad to knOw that the big yards which 
have come to be one of the noted en- 
terprises of Atlanta would not be lost to 
the city, but would simply be operated 
under a new management. 

More than this, the reorganization has 
been looked for fOr some time. In’ the 


| 


petition it is alleged that the stock yards 
showed itself to be insolvent when it pre- 
\ 


ferred certain of its creditors this month. 
With this end in view transfers of its 
property, the petition states, were made 
by the company on May 3, to W. R. 
Hoyt & Co.; on May 4 to Haas & Mc- 
Intyre; on May 6 to the Union Market 
Co. and on May 9 to the Beck & Gregg 
Hardware Company. 
Claims of Petioners. 

The claims of the petitioners are: The 
R. O. Campbell Coal Company, $40.38 
for coal: James L. Dickey, Jr., $142 for 
irsurance, and $682 to Hatcher, Lips- 
comb & Jerome for insurance. The total 
indebtedness of the firm, however, will 
amount to $125,000 of which the bulk 
is due the Lowry and Third national 
banks, both of these institutions being 
amply secured in the matter of these ob- 
ligations. The assets of the stock yards 
amount to $180,000. 

The present affairs of the Brady Union 
Stock yards seems to have been the re- 
sult of investing more money at the time 
of ‘organization than the capital of the 
company warranted. It was only two 
years ago that the company was organ- 
ized with Captain Thomas B, Brady and 
John Oliver as the principal owners. 

The capitalization was at first placed 
at $50,000, which was shortly afterward 
raised to $85,000. It was at this time 
that the great plant occupied by the 
company Was built and finished at what 
is estimated to be, an expense of over 
$175,000. Included in the plant was the 
erection of a hotel that alone cost $27,- 
000. In this way the most complete 
equipment possible was included in mak- 
ing of the Brady Union Stock yards the 
largest sale stables for mules and horses 
in the world, not excepting the big yards 
at St. Louis. 

While only two years old the business 
done by the yards has been enormous and 
except for the large amount of money in- 
vested in the plant in excess of the cap- 
italization, there would have beén no 
need for the steps which were taken ves- 
terday. For this same reason those in a 
position to know say that the company 
will be immediately reorganized and the 
yards placed on a first-class business 
basis. ; 

The yards are in ,themselves a good 
proposition and it is aSsured that under 
the reorganization will prove a paying’ in- 
vestment sufficient to guarantee all cred- 
itors against loss. 


Concern a Big One. 


When the concern was established It 
was expected that John Oliver would put 
in $75,000 into the company. At that time 
Mr. Oliver had made large sums of mon- 
ey in the oil business. Later he became 
invOlved in other transactions and the 
result was that the actual amount placed 
in the stock yards was $30,000. Captain 
Brady put in a similar amount and in 
this way $60,000 of the $85,000 was ac- 
counted for by these two men. 

With only this amount for a capital 
over $175,000‘°was expended In providing 
the best facilities And equipments for 


today.

The result was 
that this great expenditure had to be 
carried as a floating debt with the re- 
Sult that the load was found to be ton 
much for the present company to carry 
and the reorganization was demanded 

Attorney Jack Spalding, . of King, 
Spalding & Little, counsel for the Brady 
company, stated yesterday that the fail- 
ure of the yard was due simply to the

MILITARY TRAIN. USED

St. Petersburg, May 2i1.—The govern- 
ment today received news confirmatory 
of the fumdrs in circulation here that 
General Stoessel has made a successful 
Sortie from Port Arthur, resulting in the 


defeat of the Japanese with a loss of 


more than 1,000 killed or wounded. 
The movement was carried out by a 
¢ombination with a train bringing in 
war munitions and supplies, and Gen- 
eral Stoessel’s force, communication 
being maintained by wireless telegraphy. 

The Japanese barred the route between 
the train and General Stoessel’s force, 
whereupon the Russians attacked and 
routed the Japanese. 

After The engagement General Stoes- 
sel’s force, together with the train, re- 
turned to Port Arthur. 


CHINESE REFORM EDITORS 
SENTENCED TO HARD LABOR. 

Shanghai, May 2!.—The two remaining 
members of the staff of the Chinese re- 
fcrm neéwspaper, Supao, were sentenced 
today to two and three years of hard 
labor, respectively, dating from their ar- 
rest last year, with banishment from 
every foreign settlement ypon the ex i- 
ration of their sentence. 

In August last the tai-tai of Shang- 
hai issued warrants for the arrest of the 
editor and staff of the Chinese reform 
rewSpaper, Supao, published in Shang- 
hai. They were accused of publishing 
seditious matter. It was reported that 
the prisoners were about to he tortured, 
but through the intervention of @he Brit- 
ish minister, acting subsequently with 
the American government, this Was 
averted and the prisoners were given an 
open trial with the above result.

She had six torpedo tubes, 
her armored deck was 2 inches thick and 
She had § inches of nickel steel armor 
over htr gun positiong. The speed of 
the Bogatyr was estimated to be over 
23 knots, she could carry 1,100 tons of 
coal and her crew numbered 580 men. 


BEACHING OF CRUISER 
BELLIBVED BY RUSSIANS. 

St. Petersburg, May 2!.—In spite of the 
denials of the admiralty here, reports 
emanating from Russian sources are per- 
sistently circulating that the Russian 
protected cruiser Bogatyr is on the rocks 
near Viadivostok. 

Her exact position is not revealed and 
Rear Admiral Jessen, according to the 
reports, is making, determined efforts to 
save her with what is considered to be 
a good chance of success.

RUSSIANS COMMIT OUTRAGES 
ON KOREAN NATIVES. 

Seoul, Friday, May 20.—(Delayed in 
Transmission.)—The Japanese consul at 
Gensan reports that about 300 Russians 
ocupied Kan-Kow (Ham-Shung), 40 
miles north of Gensan, May 19, with the 
usual stories of looting and rape by the 
Cossacks. The body of 3,000 men is 
said to be following the force which 0c- 
cupied Kin-Chou. There is no telegraph 
communication north of Gensan. The 
consul there believes that part of the 
force which recently attacked Anju is 
retreating from Nin-Cheng. It is con- 
sidered possible that the Cossacks have 
had @ base at Kyong-Song for weeks 
past. 

The Gensan garrison, which consists of 
a battalion of infantry, will not take the 
‘{nitiative, but will await an attack, which 
is not expected.

Japanse Getting Ready To Land 
‘Heavy Force At Niuchwang To 
-Cooperate With Kuroki’s 
Army in Move On 
Liao-Yang. 


Tokio, May 21.—Although it has not 
been officially stated, it is known on good 
authority that the Japanese forces have 
captured Kai-Chou, driving the Russians 
back to Tashi-Chia, in the direction of 
Niuchwang, and preventing the advance 
of the Russian troops at Niuchwang in 
the direction of Kai-Chou. 

The bambardment by the Japanese of 
the vicinity of Kai-Chou recéntly was in 
preparation for the landing of forces in 
the northwest corner of the Liao-Tung 
peninsula for the purpose of capturing 
Niuchwang and cooperating with the 
other armies in the march on Liao-Yang. 

Probably a small Japanese force has 
been landed at Kin-Chou bay. Taku- 
Shan, where Japanese troops were land- 
ed-May 19, is at the mouth of Dayan 
river west of. the Yalu. 


FIGHT NORTH OF KIN-CHOU 
VICTORY FOR RUSSIANS. 


St. Petersburg, May 21.—The general 
staff has received a message.from Gen- 
eral Stoesse] giving his account of the 
fight north of Kin-Chou Monday last. 
Three Russian regiments were attacked 
by two Japanese divisions with four bat- 
teries of artillery. 

The Russians lost 160 in killed or 
wounded, including an officer killed and 
Brigadier General Nadein slightly wound- 
ed. The Japanese losses are not known, 
but it is believed they were heavy. The 
enemy’s advance on Kin-Chou was ar- 


this attack upon the Russian troops was 

arranged to take place simultaneously 
with a landing of Japanese troops in 
Kerr -bay, which was unsuccessful o®ing 
to a number of Russian mines there. 

The general staff expects to hear of an. 
Other stubborn fight at Kin-Chou. The 
landing of a Japanese iorce to flank Kin- 
Chou will be exceedingly difficult as the 
waters of Talien-Wan bay are too shal- 
low to pe:imit a debarkation of troops. 

The general staff says the whole re- 
gion northwest of Feng-Wang Cheng 
is clear of japanese and that reinforce- 
ments are daily arriving at Lia0-Yang. 
The statement from Niuchwang that there 
is telegraph communication between that 
town and Port Arthur is not believed by 
the general staff to be correct. All mes- 
sages from Port Arthur are bruught 
north by runners. 

It is learned on high authority that the 
ordér of Vice Admiral Skrydloff required 
him to report to Viceroy Alexieff and 
little surprise is expressed in view of the 
relations between the two officials at the 
fact that the instructions of the latter 
prevented Admiral Skrydloff from fal- 
lowing out the plans he had determined 
upon. 


LANDING AT TAKU-SHAN 
JAPANESE BEAT RUSSIANS. 


Tokio, May 2!.—The Japanese forces 
which landed at Taku-Shan Thursday 
surrounded and routed a force of Russian 
cavalry at 7 o’clock Friday ‘evening in 
the neighborhood of Wang-Chi-Tung, 7 
miles north of Taku han. 

The Russian force, which consisted of 
about one squadron, lost many men killed 
or wounded, as well as a captain, wh¢ 
was captured. 

The Japanese sustained no losses.

' Brooding over his utter financial ruin, 
and facing debts aggregating over $800.- 
000, Robert H. Plant this afternoon sent 
e Bullet through his brain in order that 
$750,000 of these debts might be paid. 

Took Life To Pay Debts. 

It was simply a case of a man sBiving 
his life in order that those who had 
trusted him might not suffer. 

Mr. Plant carried paid-up ftnsurance for 
over a million dollars. Of this sum, 
$750,000 was payable to his estate—that 
is, to his creditors. 

Living, Mr. Plant was worth nothiriz 
to those whom he owed. 

Dead, he was worth $750,000, 

Moralists may settle the righteousness 
of his decision, but he did decide to die 
by his own hand in order that those who 
had trusted him with their money might 
not lose. 

To a Higher Court. 

And now the dead president of those 
two dead banks will appear before the 
bar of that Omnipotent Judge, who dis- 
poses of matters for eternity, rather 
than before the judge of state and na- 
tional courts of this earth, with which 
he was threatened throughout the day 
yesterday. 

The suicide was accomplished at the 
Plant home, a few minutes before 3 
o’clock, and though no one saw the 
finger pressed against the trigger which 
produced death, the self-murder was done 
practically under the eyes of Miss M. L. 
Meier, a trained and competent nurse, 
who had been attending Banker Plant 
since he was first taken ill.

Had $1,015,888 Insurance--Only by 
Suicide Could This Become An 
Asset to Pay His Credi- 
tors--Highly Thought 
of in Atlanta.

There is no doubt in insurance and 
financial circles in Atlanta that R. H. 
Plant, the well known Macon banker, 
killed himseif so that his more tian a 
million dollars of life insurance might 
become available to pay his creditors. 

It is said to Nave been Mr. Plant’s 
ambition, in one respect, at least, to 
secure a million dollars of life insurance. 
In this he more than succeeded, for it 
was learned in Atlanta yesterday that 
the total of his life insurance was $l.- 
015,888, the various policies, the largest 
of which is $500,000 in the New York 
Life, being enumerated In the accom- 
panying table. 

The news of Mr. Plant's suicide was re- 
ceived in Atlanta yesterday with pro- 
found sorrow and deep regret. He was 
well known here in insurance and finan- 
cial. as well as social, circles, and was 
admired as a man Of ir- 
integrity and sound busi- 
sagacity. That his so0le object in 
taking his own life was the protection 
of his creditors, which could have been 
accomplished, apparently, by no other 
means, there is no doubt in the mind 
of any one here who knew him. Nor 
does any one believe that Mr. Plant took 
2 dollar of insurance with a view tu con- 
verting it to account by self-destruction, 
that, the circumstances presenting 
themselves unexpectedly, and there being 
no other way, he preferred to take this 
step for the benefit of his creditors to 
living and seeing them suffer. 

There is no policy in the entire Hst 
that is not more than a year old, so 
that all of them are now inconiesta- 
ble, and the entire »:,015,888 will be- 
cOme aveilable either for the protection 
of his creditors or for the benefit of his

Before it is known to what cxtent 
this insurance will protect his creditors,

While this may be 
true in one or two cases, it is not so in 
all, and some of them will come out al- 
most even. The policies which represent 
this insurance were not taken out recent- 
ly,

Plant In Control. 

With both banks R. H. Plant’s name 
Was prominently identified. Of the na- 
tional bank he was president, while of 
the private bank he was the sole direc- 
tor, if not owner. It was to him all ques- 
tions of more than ordinary interest were 
referred, and it was he alone who pass- 
ed upon such matters. The First na- 
tional bank was established in 1865, 
and had a capital and surplus of $265,- 
000. Of it R. H. Plant was president, 
George H. Plant was vice president, and 
R. E. Findlay was cashier. The board 
of directors carried the names of some 
of the leading and most successful busi- 
ness men, of the city, while in its busi- 
ness methods the bank has long been 
considered one of the safest and most 
cautiously conducted within the city of 
Macon. By al! it has been looked Aipon 
as sound and above the possibility of any 
disaster at any time or under any cond!- 
tions. 

The I. C. Plant’s Son bank was the 
elder of the two corporations or bodies. 
It was started In 1863 and was manipu- 
lated and directed by R. H. Plant per- 
sonally. It carried the name of the fath- 
er of the two brothers who have always 
been {dentified with Macon’s banking in- 
terests since the city began to recoup 
from the disastrous days of the war be- 
tween the states. In its management 
the people of this section of the state 
had unlimited confidence and as a result 
it was not long in building a business 
which has constantly tncreased as the 
days went by. Of it Charles D. Hurt, a 
man of excellent reputation as a finan- 
eler, was cashier. So great was the cont 
fidence of the people gencrally in the 
I c.

TO PAY-A DEBT OF $750,000

So great were the precautio Rone about 
the home hed taken to prevent even the 
possibility of anything Iike a tragical 
end, to preclude the most remote chances 
of any effort alone to inflict bodily harm 
of any kind. The nurse, who was near- 
ést him, from whom he was separated 
Dy a wall only, was not aroused by the 
discharge of the gun, but yntil she found 
the dead body, she thought that the nois= 
was made by a chair being overturned. 
The iden of the nolse being made by a 
pistol or a gun wad absolutely foreign to 
she now asserts. 

All during the morning she had been 
with Mr, Plant, the greater part of the 
time having been passed in conversation 
with him, or in an idle sitting ready te 
obey his request or to comply with any 
wish he may have made. Brighter and 
pleasanter than he had been at any time 
since the financial crash came to bow 
him down was the president. The marks 
of that trouble which has been weigh- 
ing upon his mind for months past were 
less observable. Those who have been 
about him never entertained an idea that 
President Piant contemplated an escape 
from his worldly troubles by a suicide’s 
route. His appearance, his deportment, 
his conduct, his bearing, all this morn- 
ing were calculated to remove that im- 
pression. 

for-the first time since the falluré 
came he had been in anything like his 
old time form, a form which his friends 
knew to be one of pleasantry and good 
fdilowship. The morning hours he passed 
about his room. His 
served, as was his lunch. Shortly before 2 
o’clock he laid down to take a short rest. 
His attendant was with him and his rest 
appeared pleasant and helpful. 

How He Took His Life. 

A few minutes before 3 o’cléck he arose 
and, taking his dressing gown, expressed 
a desire to go to his bath room. He was 
given what assistance the attendant could 
give and started from his room into the 
bath room, which connected with his bed- 
room by a door. At the door to the bath 
room President Plant turned to his at- 
tendant and, pointing to a window in that 
room, remarked: “Please close or have 


that window closed.” 

As the attendant entered the bath room 
President Plant turned to his room. Then 
# second later he passed through the 
door, passing his attendant. who was 
coming from the bath room. As he en- 
tered the bath room he closed the door. 

Another door leads from the bath room 
to the rear porch. It appears that after 


cutting off communication between the 
bath room and the room in which he had 


Jeft the nurse, he opened the door leading 
upon the rear porch. Then taking a posi- 
tion in the door he placed, so it appears, 
a 38 Smith & Wesson against his right 
temple and pulled the trigger. The leaden 
messenger of death plowed its way right 
into the head and on through, finding an 
exit on the left side only: a short mark 
from the corresponding point on the side 
it penetrated. So great was the force of 
the charge and so strong its velocity that 
the bullet sped on through space until it 
reached the wall in the bath room into 
which it embedded itself sufficiently to re- 
quire a digging to extract it. 

It was a minute later his body was 
found on the porch, resting aimost across 
the doorway, by the attendant 

After he had entered tha bath room 
he opened the door leading to the porch. 

Banker Piant had placed the muzzle of 
his 38-caliber Smith & Wésson near his 
right temple and pulled the trigger. ‘lhe 
bal] crashed through skin, bone and brain 
end came out on into the wall, as hag 
been told, | 

In the doorway, leading from the bed 
room into the hallway, stood that at- 
tendant, who has been faithful, watchful 
and careful] for weeks. She hear€ a 
noise, as she now describes it, but to it 
she gave no attention, thinking some one 
in that section of the house had over- 
turned a chair. 


Attendant Finds Dead Body.

Misg Meler steped from the rear door 
upon thé porch. As she opened the door 
ehe observed a body .prone upon the 
floor. It was resting upon the door-¥" 
way—a portion in the bath room, and 
a portion on the porch. At a glance 
she knew what it meant. The form 
brought to mind instantly the noise she 
had heard. 

Quickly the alarm was given. Almost 
&s quickly members of the family un- 
der the roof were brought about the pros- 
trate. form. Then anh alarm was sent 
cut and other members of the family 
were brought in. Physicians were callea, 
though it wag apparent to all that a phy- 
gician was not -necessary. A glance 
only was necessary to carry a conviction 
of death to the one looking on. 

The body was upon its left side. The 
right hand was hidden under the body 
as though it was upon that member he 
fell. About the head was a pool of 
blood; and that pool congealing, a4 
those present looked at it. To all who 
were there it was easily apparent that 
the banker was dead, and that his death 
had been accomplished by the use of a 
pistol. 


Certified it Was Suicide. 
With his dressing gown drawn closely 
about him, he was removed to his room 


ana there it was that the physicians who 
came in looked upon the face which 


they had known so long and so well. 
There was the lifeless form, and within 
a few seconds a death certificate was 
ready—the lines indicating that the death 
had been wrought by the banker's 
hands; that it was a case of suicide. 

The intelligence spread with the rapid- 
ity of a swiftly moving cyclone and with- 
in a few minutes the telephones in every 
newspaper office in Macon were in con- 
stant use. There was no information to 
give out other than that Banker Plant 
had killed himself. 


The Coroner’s Inquest. 
Before the coroner there were but two 


witnésSes. Miss Meier, the nurse, told 


all ghe knew. She told of her attention 
as an attendant upon the banker. She 
described his last day of life as she had 
seen it. She told of his conduct and his 
deportment from the time he arose from 
his ¥€0 this morning. She recounted his 
temperament and ‘this mood and, in a 
manner somewhat graphic, she told of 
the last hours of the man who has given 
his Jife, in order that his life insurance 
money may become quickly available to 
those who have lost money by the clos- 
ing of his houses. 

The story was short, and it was quickly 
told. It was simply a repetition of Mr. 
Plant’s request to go to the bath room; 
his return and then again his entry to 
that bath room; of the report which the 
attendant thought was the overturning 
of a chair; then the finding of the body 
on the porch. : 

The other witness, Dr. Winchester, 
described the nature of the woynd and 
stated that Banker Plant was dead when 
he reached the bedside. The wound, he 
asserted, was ong that would produce 
almost instant death at any time and 
under any condition, or under any cir- 
cumstances. It was a wound of that 
character which was instantly vital. 

The coroner’s jury made the death one 
of suicide. There were not many words 
in it. There were just enough to say 
to the public that R. H. Plant had taken 
his own life by his own hands. 

The coroner was at once summoned and 
upon the testimony of the nurse and of a 
physiclan a verdict of death by his own 
hands was rendered. 

Mr. Plant leaves a wife and nine chil- 
dren. Wallace FE. McCaw, president of the 
McCaw Manufacturing Company, and M. 
Felton Hatchér,/a prominent attorney, 
are his sons in law. The maiden name of 
Mrs. Plant was Ross. 

George H. Plant, vice president of the 
First National, is a brother.

for himself. He was a native of Macon, 
where he was born fifty-six years ago, 
and Gurimg the war between the states he 
was a cadet at the Georgia Military 
academy at Marietta, and went from that 
echool into the army, where he served 
until-the end of the war. The war over, 
Robert H. Plant returned to Macon and 
went into the banking business with his 
father, I. C. Plant, by whom the private 
bank whose doors failed to open Monday 
morning, was founded. It was in 1868 


that R. H. Plant became a member of 


the firm, the firm name then becoming I. 
C. Plant & Son, bankers. Under that 
style the bank continued until 1893, when 
the father died. R, H. Plant succeeded 
him, and from that day up to the day of 
its démise, the batik was known as I. C. 
Plant’s Son. About that time he became 
president of the national bank, he and his 
brother, George Plant, owning a con- 
trolling interest in that financla] institu- 
tion. Always full of energy, always cau- 
tious and careful, he was building a busl- 
ness, which it was generally thuught, 
even up to the failure Monday, was laying 
up @ great fortune for the Plant name. 

Broad, expansive and far reaching, 
Mr. Plant Sranched ouf into life in- 
surance and for years was manager of 
the New York Life Insurance Company 
for Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, South 
Carolina and Alabama. He took natur- 
ally and kMfidly to that line of work and 
succeeded in constructing a business. It 
was a business which was considered a 
fortune within itself and many there 
were who coveted it so large were his 
renewals. A few months ago he s0ld these 
renewals to the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company, that corporation having 
made many unsuccessful efforts to buy 
him out. Various sums have béen sug- 
gested as the amount the life insurance 
company gave Mr, Plant for his rene 
als, but no one except Mr. Plant himseif 
and the company with which he traded 
have ever Known what the figures were. 
They have been ptaced at all the way 
from $750,000 to over a million. 

The banks and the life insurance did not 
consume all of Mr. Plant’s time and 
he became interested in other lines. He 
was one of the largest holders in the 
McCaw ManufactuNing Company, makers 
of cotton seed oii prdducts. His money 
found its way into the Acme Brewing 
Company, as well as into other indus- 
tries in the central city, as well .as in 
other portions of the state. He was of a 
retired disposition, was always gentle, 
pleasant and affable. He was a great 
loyer of flowers and an admirer of fine 
horses, always preferring a good strain 
of blood to an ordinary hack. His farm, 
Idle Hour, near the city, is one of the 
finest and best equipped in the south, and 
there some of the most promising equines 
of the state have been foaled and rear- 
ed and trained to do good work on the 
track. He knew a good horse when he 
saw it, and a horse was one of his prides. 
A track, said to be second to none in 
the state, was constructeq on the place 


and there some promising é@trides have

ised. Tt was considered a certainty that 
the national bank would make some kind 
of showing, and it was upon a tiptoe of 
expectancy the public was throughout 
the morning hours. 

Ai noon nothing had came to the 
anxious, waiting many. But almost at 
the minute the sun had passed its zenith, 
a story was current that the arrest of 
persoms who had Been connected with 
the banks had been ordered. These 
rumors, when traced, led toward the 
United States building at this point, but 
at that building every one denied any 
knowledge of afiy such instruction. Then 
the national bank examiner, still at work 
in the First. national, was appealed to 
for information, but he knew nothing. 
At least, there was not time for him 
to discuss or debate that section or feat- 
ure of the story. Now it is current that 
in some way this rumor, a fragment of 
it, or an exaggerated form of it, got 
to Mr. Plant. Ainmd that gun play was 
the result. 

That the Plant family was at one tims 
apprehensive of a tragic end is practi- 
cally an assured fact. A member of the 
family will converse with one who men- 
tions the failures [n any way—an out- 
sider will Be folerated in search for in- 
formation of any kind. Yet it is known 
that every precaution has been taken 
to prevent the very thing that hag hap- 
pened. 

It is known, beyond all question, that 
a ciose watch has been maintained over 
Mr. Plant since the failures were: an- 
nounced. His apartments have been 
closely searched and his home deposi- 
tories of private papers and other mat- 
ters have been gone through in a search 
for anything that might produce death. 
It is said, and while the truthfulness of 
the declaration cannot be verified, it Is 
not given a denial, that he had learned 
that his friends were apprehensive of 
something of.the character, and that, in 
a laughing manner, he asserted that no 
one need fear anything of that kind, 


Think He Heard Rumors. 

Tonight there is talk out that Banker 
Plant, in some way, learned that there 
was not only a possibility of his arrest, 
and the arrest of others who had a con- 
nection with the bank, but that at least 
one, if not two, arrests were among the 
probabilities. Just how the information, 
rumor, intelligence, call it what you like, 
reached him, when the members of the 
famiiy were guarding him against out- 
side talk as well as against any harm he 
might do himself, cannot be said. There 
are those in Macon who are new will- 
ing to so assert most emphatically that 
it was that line of information or talk 
which caused Banker Plant to kill him- 
self, 

Those knowing the Plants best say that 
no one of that name could face an offi- 
cer with a warrant, the guide post of 
which pointed towards a county jail. It 
is these friends who are now emphatic 
in their declarations that Plant hearG 
these stories and then, thinking that the 
straw was up, blew out his brains. But 
where did he get his weapon? That is 
a question which is being asked more 
than any other. 

It is beyond all doubt that every ef. 
fort to keep death from him had been 
exercised, The pistol was a Smith & 
Wesson, 38-caliber. It was a hammerless 
and is apparently a new one. Some- 
where he had that pistol hidden in his 
room? How he obtained possession of {t, 
and when; no one can surmise.

were he dead than they did while he was 
in life? All through life he was kind 
and generous, and ever ready to give a 
helping hand. When he was behind a 
pile of national bank bills he was ever 
ready to help.

But tonight. Its all different. Tonight 
Bob Plant is not abused. Words of re- 
gret, stories of his kindness and of aid 
to others, are being told. Now Bob Plant 
is looked upon as a man of whose ——- 
ship any town should-be proud.

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BRITISH EMPIRE IS URGED 
TO GROW ITS OWN COTTON 


When the. British empire is capable of 
becoming -the first cotton-growing do- 
ghinion in the world, why should Lanca- 
shhire continue its precarious and dan- 
gerous dependence upon foreign sources 
of supply? asks The London Telegraph. 
Why should not every effort be made to 
emancipate the ilvelihood of millions of 
our people from the disastrous power of 
transatlantic speculation, and to place 
one of the greatest industries of the coun- 
try in independent control of its raw ma- 
terlal? These are questions which have 
only to be proposed in order to suggest 
their own answer in the mind of any 
practical imperialist. They were raised 
to some purpose in the house of commons 
jast night, when Mr. John Rutherford’s 
motion urging the active cooperation of 
the state for the encouragement of cot- 
ton production under the flag was sup- 
ported in a sympathetic speech by the 
colonial secretary, and accepted without a 
division. The issue is one of vital im- 
portance to the County Palatine. The 
bitter experience of the last few months 
has converted even the former tabernacle 
of lalssez-faire to the view that govern- 
ment must be an intelligent and creative 
influence in. promoting the commercial 
interests of an emprie which depends on 
trade. Whether England will think to- 
morrow what Léneashire thinks today is 
an issue that. we shall not attempt to 


argue here, though we have a shrewd 
suspicion that the ultimate working out 
of events will be a remarkable vindica- 
tion of a sound political proverb. The 
views to which employers and workme,p 
alike have been driven in the home of 
“anti-political’’ economy are in the mean- 
time of quite sufficient Interest in them- 
selves. Manchester, at no very distant 
date, was ‘“cobdenopolis,” as well as 
“cottonopolis.”” It may remain either 
or the other. It cannot contintfe to b 
both. Lancashire has learned that fr 
imports alone are not necessarily Brn 
imports. 
piles is apt to prove a dear luxury in) 
the long run, unless accompanied by the * 
deveiopment of our own resources. in 
this respect the results of Mr. Daniel’ 
Sully’s cotton corner have been a con- 
vincing object lesson in practical econom- 
ics, and the lession is not likely to be 
forgotten. For what has been the es- 
sence of our experience in this matter? 
A group of American financiers, ‘like 
gods together, careless of mankind,’ 
make an agreement over a dinner table 
to attempt a great deal in cotton. They 
carry out their plans upon the New York 
exchange, and succeed for a long time 
in manipulating the market. They are 
not hostile to Lancashire, its mills, and 
its millions.

all that, passionlessly bent upon tHe pur- 
sult of their own game. Yet to the County 
Palatine their manoeuvres amount to the 
worst industrial disaster of its kind that 
has fallen upon this country since the 
cotton famine during the American civil] 
war. The supplies were partially cut off 
as thé means of driving up the price 
of the material against the manufac- 
turer. Mill after mill was closed. Oper- 
atives were thrown out of employment. 
The loss in wages alone thas amounted to 
some miliions. When work was resumed 
short time was still necesary, and al- 
though the cotton corner has collapsed, 
the trade is far from having wholly re- 
covered from the crisis. In one word, 
the entire industria] mechanism of. Lan- 
cashire thas been thrown out of gear by a 
combination of private persons abroad 
formed for the purpose of preventing our 
free imports from being frecly imported 
t the natural price. No country can 
esire a repetition of such an experience 
s this. But mere Cobdenism can, of 
course, do nothing to prevent guch a repe- 
titton. Laissez-faire actually ° invites it. 
The state is asked, and rightly asked, 
to interfere in the interests of a large 
body of its citizens and for tte safe- 
guarding of a chief source of #s manu- 
facturing wealth and power. Had Cob- 
den himself been alive he would undoubt- 
ediy have supported the demand; and 
members, recalling Lord Beaconsfield’s 
famous passage of obituary eloquence, 
might have imagined the shade of Cob- 
den brooding over the debate, and re- 
flEecting upon the changes of the times, 

There is, indeed, no mystery as to the 
Mature of the existing situation, as to 
the causes which have produced It, or as 
to the direction in which remedy is to 
be found. All economic questions de- 
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pend, at bottom, upon supply an = 
mand, Those who can snutren ihe meee 
tion of these two factors in any given 
commercial problem will need little ase 
sistance from the fourteen professors. 
What has happened is that in respect 
Of a great industry based, like al] our 
principal manufactures, upon cheap raw 
material, we have allowed the demand 
for raw cotton to outrun the supply, so 
that the development of the manufacture 
throughout the world and the increased 
Competition for the crude product have 
raised the market against Lancashire. 
The situation wags an ideal one when the 
Southern states were the center of the 
raw production, and were bound to ex- 
port the vast bulk of their crop to Lan- 
cashire, which possessed almost a mo- 
nopoly of the manufacture. But in re- 
cent decades competition upon a vast 
scale has arisen upon the Continent, and 
in tiv United States itself. In the 
world at large during the last genera- 
tion cotton spinning has inccreased five- 
fold. The Continent as a whole now 
takes first place in the annual consunip- 
tion of raw eotton. America, where the 
extraordinary growth of the manufacture 
has been one of the most striking indus- 
trial developments of “the land of un- 
limited possibilities’ in recent years, now 
takes second place. 

Lancashire, which a single generation 
ago used a far greater weight of cotton 
than all the rest of the world put to- 
gether, now comes third. Free imports 
alone give her no advantage whatever, 
and and the idea which prevails to the 
contrary is an extremely ill-informed im- 
pression. No foreign country puts a tax 
upon raw cotton. French and German 
manufacturers enjoy the free import of 
the raw material just as we do—the gen- 
eral freedom of al] raw material being 
the foundation of their economic systema, 
But they are buying cheaper and cheaper 
by comparison with ourselves, because 
they buy wpon a larger and larger scale. 
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COST OF LIVING HAS RISEN 
THROUGH PAST TEN YEARS 


Washington, May 2i.—(Special.)—How 
greatly the cost of living has increased 
in the last tén years is strikingly demon- 
strated in a bulletin just issued from the 
department of commerce and labor by 
Colonel] Carroll D. Wright, commission- 
er of the bureau of labor. The bulletin 
shows the cost of living in 1903 and for 
thirteen years preceding. 

Wholesale figures are used by Colonel 
Wright in his comparisons and in his 
explanation for using them as a basis 
for his results, the commissioner says: 
“Wholesale prices have invariably been 
used for the purpose of showing changes 
in the general price level. They are 
more sensitive than retail prices, and 
more quick to reftect changes in condi- 
tions. Retaij prices usually follow the 
wholesale, but not generally in the same 
proportion. The margin between them 
in the case of some commodities is 80 
great that slight changes in the whole- 
sale price do not offset the retail. 
Changés in. the wholesale price which 
last for a short time do not usually re- 
sult in corresponding changes in the re- 
tail prices.”’ 

The method used by Colonel Wright 
in making his report is the same pur- 
sued by leading statisticians the world 


Jover, and in comparing the prices for 


1903 with former years he reduces the 
price for the preceding thirteen years to 
an average price for that period. 

The average prices of all commodities 
were higher in 1!903 than. at any time 
since and includizrg !900. Farm prod- 
ucts reached the lowest average in 1896, 
and the highest m 1902. Cloths and 
clothing were lowest in 1897 and highest 
in 1890. Fuel and lighting were lowest 
in 1894, and highest in 1903. Metals 
and implements «ere lowest in !898, 
and highest in 1900. Lumber ‘and build- 
ing materials were lowest tn 1897, and 
highest in 1903.

READ BISHOP'S 
LETTER TODAY 


Announcement of Change in 
Music in Catholic 
Churches, 


In the Catholic church of Atlanta wilf 
be read today the letter of Bishop Ben- 
jamin J. Keiley, of the diocese of Geor- 
gia, in which he directs that the use of 
female voices in church ehoirs be dis- 
continued after January !, 1905. 

The letter is the result of a mortu 
propri issued by Pope Pius X last No- 
vember on the subject of church music. 
Later the sacred congregation of rites is- 
sued a decree in which it was stated that 
the pope's letter is to be obeyed in Cath- 
Olice churches throughout the world. 

The matter of the change in church 
music in the Catholic churches is of con- 
siderable interest. In Atlanta the Cath- 
olic churches are noted for the excellence 
of their musical programmes and _ the 
choirs are composed of artists of well 
known ability. 

Following is the Jetter sent to each 
chureh in thie diocese of Georgia, and 
Which will be read today: 

“Rev. Dear Sir: On the 22d day of 
November last our most holy father, 
Pope Pius X, issued a mortu proprio on 
the subject of church music. 

“On the 8th day of January of this 
present yeey, in order to remove all pos- 
sibility of doubt on the matter, the sa- 
cred congregation of rites, at the in- 
stance of his holiness, published a de- 
cree in which it Is explicitly stated that 
the holy father’s letter is to be every- 
where received and dbeyed. 

“As obedient sons of mother church 
only one course is left us. We carnot 
pretend that the words of the holy father 
Were not intended for us: nor can we 
blind ourselves to the very obvious fact 
that there is great need in the United 
States for a reform in church music. It 
is not the time to speak of difficulties 
in the way of executing the pope’s order. 
It is his to command; ours to obey. 
Hence, as in duty bound, we call your 
attention to this precept which binds all 
in conscience. 

“t. Chureh music forms a portion of 
the liturgy and should have in view the 
same end, the glory of God and the sanc- 
tification and edification of the faith- 
ful. Hence, everything profane in mat- 
ter and form should be excluded. 

“2 ‘The highest degree of perfection 
in church music is the Gregorian chant. 
Hence, the more closely the music ap- 
proaches to the model, the more sacred 
and liturgical it is. 
admirable if the faithful took a more 
active part by congregational singing. 
Side by side with this music is the Pales- 
trina style, which shares in Rome a place 
with Gregorian. 

Latin Proper Language. 


“3. Since Latin is the proper church 
language, no other is permitted in sol- 
emn liturgical functions. It is not pef- 
mitted to alter or confuse the order of 
the text rendered in music, though it is 
permitted in a solemn mass to sing some 
Motette to the blessed sacrament after 
the benedictus; as well as after the of- 
fertory to sing in the brief time words 
approved by the chureh. The text must 
be sung without alteration or inversion, 
without undue repetition, without break- 
ing syllables and in an intelNgible man- 
ner. 

‘4 There should be unity of compo- 
sition proper to the text in the various 
parts of the mass. The ‘Kyrie,’ ‘Glo- 
ria.’ ‘Credo,’ etc., should not be so com- 
posed that each forms a separate compo- 
sition which can be easily detached and 
another substituted in its stead. The 
Psalms of vespers should be in chant, 
though on a great festival it is permitted 
to alternate with verse composed in a 
proper way. 

“8 As the greater part of the liturgical 
chant belongs to the choir, they take the 
place of the ecclesiastical choir, hence it 
follows that women, as being incapable of 
taking part in the ecclesiastical choir, 
cannot be admitted to a place in the 
choir. Only men or boys of Known pro- 
bity of life and piety should belong to 
the choir. It would be fitting that they 
wear cassock and surplice while singing, 
and that the gallery be not too much ex- 
posed to the view of the public, but have 
a screen or grating. 

“6 The organ may be used, though 
vocal music is the proper music of the 
church. No. other instrument can be 
used without the permission of the or- 
dinary. The chant should not be preced- 
ed by long preludes, nor interrupted by 
intermezZZos. Bands in churches are 
strictly forbidden. 


Altar Service First. 


“7 Jt is not permitted to keep the 
priest waiting at the altar for a length 
of time, not permitted by the Rubrics. 
The sanctus must end before the eleva- 
tion. It is a grave abuse when the ser- 
vice of the altar is made to appear sec- 
ondary to and in a manner subservient 
to the music, for the music is merely 
a part of the liturgy and its humble 
handmaid.

But for the Guns of United States

we had done once and for all with the 
outer world. 

But let us trace Japan’s connnéction 
with the world of the white man from the 
béginning. — ; 

First Invasion by Whites. 

In 1543 the first white men entered 
these islands, shipwrecked Portuguese. 
They carried powder, and rifles and re- 
lying upon these weapons, forced their 
trade uponeus, They also brought us the 
Friars. The latter succeeded in convert- 
ing a number of small princes, who in 
their turn coerced their subjects to em- 
brace the new religion. Finally the Sho- 
gun, that is the actual ruler of the an- 
cient empire, the shogun himself became 
a Christian and instituted persecutions 
against the followers of Burrha. That 
unworthy yellow man died in the year 
1587; his successor was of a different 
mind. Calling the monkg together, he 
questioned them as follows: 

“What right have you to preach re- 
ligion, a purely spiritual and individual 
matter, under pain of sufferings and 
death? 

“What right have you to make wer on 
other religious and particularly their in- 
terpreters, our native priests?’ 

“What religion ts that which empowers 
its priests to steal men and carry them 
across waters slaves?” 

The monks failed to answer these ques- 
tions satisfactorily and the shogun ban- 
ished them from the Japanese hemisphere 
forthwith. This, our first connection with 
the white man, had lasted forty years, 
and left a bad taste a the mouth. Six 
hundred thousand Japs had been con- 
verted to Christianity, and it was charged 
that many of them had conspired with 
the Spaniards, who at that time were 
masters in the Philippines, to turn Japan 
over to their rule. The conspiracy led to 
the persecution of Christian Japs; in 1608 
Christian worship was prohibited. There 
Were some martyrs, and the Christian 
belief wags eradicated. 

Followed for Japan a period of splendid 
isolation. For nearly three hundred years 
our country remained hermetically closed 
against white influence. Only certain 
Dutch traders were allowed to visit our 
shores at stated intervals, and at certain 
points. By these means the foreign world 
acquired our chief products—porcelain, 
bronzes. fans and lackered ware. 

During the period when no foreigner’s 
foot trod her shores Japan was eminent- 
ly prosperous. There was no more beau- 
tiful, no more fertile land under the sun 
and no happier people. 

Interference from United States. 

This exceptional state continued until 
1853, when President Fillmore sent Com- 
modore Perry with a squadron of four 
vessels’ to the mikado, demanding con- 
sent to the negotiation of a treaty of 
friendship and commerce between the 
two governments. The arrival of the 
yankee squadron precipitated a revolu- 
tion, and after a show of force, the 
American demands had to be complied 
with. Immediately afterwards the white 
men began to overrun our harbor towns, 
creating bad feeling everywhere. . After 
a few years, hatred of the foreigners had 
so increased that a number of merchants 
were slain—just as Chinese and Italians 
are occasionally murdered in American 
cities today. Our puniphment was swift 
and terrible. American, ., British and

order and began to bombard our defense- 
lows cities. Pulaces, pagodas, temples, 
Pillarhalls, the proudest monuments of 
Japanese Architecture, were turned to 
rubdbish within a few hours. And to cap 
the climax, we had to pay 76,000,000 
francs indemnity. (Up to then, the yel- 
low world owed not a copper to the 
‘white man.) | 


Beginning To Learn. 

Tt waa the third lesson the whites gave 
tis—unasked, by the way. And our wise 
men began arguing: 

“Wonderful people, these Americans 
and Buropéans. A handful of them 
gathers within a few miles from our 
whores, wrecks our most precious monu- 
ments and works of architecture, kills 
yellow men by the hundreds—al!l without 
endangering their own skin—and hands 
us a stunning bill. We must acquire the 
art of bombarding as a source of self- 
preservation.” 

Accordingly we learned the language of 
cannons, and mraszered other traits and 
vices of the white man. And while de- 


We concluded that we must learn every- 
thing calculated to make whites superior 
to Japs in brute force—and I dare say 
we learned it. 

We took over from the white man his 
political apparatus, his industrial and 
agricultural methods, his commercial 
usages even. But, mind, we never had 
the slightest desire to assimilate with 
the white man; our idea was to become 
hig equal in strength, to set up,»under his 
instruction, an impregnable defensive, no 
more, no less. 

At the same time we retained of our 
national civilization ewerything worth 
retainable, customs and ethics, our art, 
amusements, moral laws and religious 
belief. 

Gur constitution ts framed after the 
Prussian pattern; it seemed the most 
promising to us, but our administration 
is ‘French—we found that every. Euro- 
pean, not a Frenehmen, envies the 
French their administration. 
our’ -army, too; was organized‘ on ‘fhe 
French plan, but when Field Marshal 
Yamagata returned from the Franco- 
German war, he persuaded the mikado 
to adopt the Prussian system, drill and 
all. We continued investigating and 
adopting the best—hence our navy is con- 
structed after the British plans. 

The United States furnisheqd us with 
models for factories and machinery. Our 
banking system is American, so are our 
railways and. trolley lines. Like the 
United States we pay subsidies to ship- 
Ping companies, and hire out our Nia- 
garas to the highest bidder. 

We adopted the American school sys- 
tem, and like the yankees teach our boys 
plenty of mathematics, natural Sgences, 
chemistry and’ mechanism, but little 
Philosophy. Our colleges have great 
parks like those of America, and our 
college boys have occasion to practice 
the things taught them. 


What We Did Not Adopt. 


But we did not adopt American sky- 
Scrapers and French flats. Therein, as 
in other things, we remained superior 
to. our teachers. We retained our small 
houses, the floors cdvered with -white 
mats, our scant furnishings, the little 
tables where pretty girls serve tea in 
diminutive cups. And we stuck to our 
national dish—rice. Our high officials 
have rooms doné in western fashion. to 
receive foreigners, but when the for- 
eigners are gone, the yellow man quickly 
drops the swallow tail for his national 
gown. All our social ceremonies we re- 
tained, our ideas on family life and 
matrimony. To be always joyous is one 
of our foremost social duties, now as 
always. We never show a sour face. 
In. Japan no one thinks of the two-chil- 
dren-system, nor of women running com- 
petition to men. 

For nearly fifty years American and 
European missionaries have had all the 
liberty they asked for in Japan, but of 
forty-five P samyen of yellow men and 
yellow wonrien, less than ninety thousand 
adopted Christianity. Ask any honest 
missionary, Catholic, Protestant, Pres- 
byterian, he will tell you that the Jap 
Christians .are unworthy of the name. 

They are, indeed, Why? Because 
Buddhaism harmonizes better with the 
teachings of modern science, Buddhaism 
which, in the main, is the religion of 
charity and humanity. Why we are so 
Self-satisfied with respect to religious 
matters? The Christians taught us. 

Reflect, nineteen centuries passed be- 
fore the Christians abolished slavery, 
and today, 2,000 years after the death 
of the Nazarene, nearly every Christian 
nation is spending, on the average, twice 
as much for war preparedness, for acts of 
destruction, than for the uplifting of hu- 
manity, including schooling. From this 
general rule, the United States of Amer- 
ica are the sole honorable exception, bur, 
then, in the United States religion is a 
matter of private concern. 

If you want us Japanese to becomes 
Christians, Wemonstrate that your re- 
ligion keeps what it promises. The 
founder of Christianity decreed that men 
Should love one another. What showing 
has love and brotherhood in aristocrati- 
cally governed countries? Turn to Rus- 
Sia, whose religious pretensions exceea 
those of all other lands. In that Chris- 
tian state, two hundred millions of men, 
women and children depend upon the 
g00d will of a single person, master of 
his subjects’ lives and fortunes. 

There is small incentive for Japs to 
become Christians. ° Among seVveraj hun- 
dred millions of Christians one, Tolstoi, 
preaches true Christianity and for that 
crime he was put without the pale of 
the church. He practices what he 
preaches, but how many are there like 
him? There are even few books ih Eng- 
lish, French, German or any other Chris- 
tian language preaching true Chris- 
tlanity. 


Christian Morality. 


As pointed out, we yellow men had the 
heartiest desire to adopt institutions that 
tended to make Christian countries great, 
yet we utterly failed to discover superior 
morality either in your commercial 
usages, industrial development, your 
army and navy, or even in your form oft 
government. If we must have torpedoes 
and submarine boats, Krupp canons ana 
dynamite, factories for consumptives, 
child labor and aicoholism, what is the 
use of getting excited about such trifles 
as our polyg habits and geishas? 

Let us be frank, brutally frank, white 
man! Wherever you encountered a col- 
ored race, you made war on it, plunder- 
ed it, cheated it, destroyed it. Where 
are the original inhabitants of ‘America? 
There are not enough Jeft to people ua 
German principality. You went to Africa 
and enslaved the blacks. They were 
finally émancipated, it is true, but at 
the cost of a war leaving two millions of 
white lives on battle field and hospital 
cot. 

Iet’s understand each other, white 
man: these things and more like them 
are not calculated to inspire the yellow 
race with confidence in your integrity or 
your religion. Ycu taught us that the 
white man is strong, but we fail to see 
that his strength is» wedded to kindness, 
In religion we found you wanting, but 
as for diabodlica] cunning we had no fault 


vouring foreign dishes, our appetite grew.

revolution of 1868? To be frank, it was 
not inaugurated to win the white man’s 
admiration and sympathy. We_-revolted 
for our own good and—to keep the white 
peri] at a distance as long as possible. 

Oid Japan is dead; to insure the new 
Japan’s integrity we adopted certain for- 
eign usages, vices and infamies, 
fail us in the present struggle. that does 
not say that we will be content to retro- 
grade, that we will take upon ourselves a 
yoke we never bore—that yoke of servi- 
tude:* - 

Japs Know How To Die. 

Remember, the Jap is not an indvid- 
ualist; sé@lfishness is not the alpha and 
omega of life with him. His aim is the 
greatness of the fatherland, the welfare 
of the people, of which he forms but an 
infinitisinval part. For his people’s wel- 
fare he can die as well as live. To illus- 
trate, let me quote one of our native 
chronices. 

Once upon a time the regent, Kotsuke. 
was his name, was insulted by one of his 
barons, Takumi. He sentenced him to 
death by harikari, confiscated his for- 
tunes and chattels and destroyed his 
strongholds. Then Takumi’s vassals went 
into the mountain fastnesses and swore 
te revenge their dead master. 

Ten years they prepared for the great 
work until finally .wey felt s.rong enough 
to carry out their promise. During a 
dark night they overran the regent’s pal- 
ace and commanded him to kill: himself 
as a punishment for the wrong inflicted 
upon the haron But Kotsuke had grown 
old and weary and had neither the physica] 
nor moral strength to comply with the 
difficult task of cenmitting garikari. 

Thereupon the conspirators, forty-seven 
men, killed him and cut off his head. 
This they carried in solemn procession 
to Takumi’s grave and deposited it there, 
to make it. known to eu imeu that the 
baron’s death had been properly’ re- 
venged.

When the forty-seven 
conspirators had made good their vow, 
they sat down on their leader’s grave and 
committed. karikari themselves, every 
mother’s son of them disemboweled him- 
self slowly and faithfully. 

Of such stuff are the little yellow men 
who borrowed weapons from the white 
man to ward of the white peril. 


LACK OF RAIN HURTS CROPS. 


Complaint of Planters In Georgia and 
South Carolina. 


Augusta, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)— 
There is very serious complaint around 
Augusta in both Georgia and South Car- 
Olina. over the lack of rain. The crops 
are coming to be fast dried up and in 
many cases there is no cotton above 
the ground at all. There is a great deal 
of the seed planted, but it is coming up 
so slowly and the stands are lookgmg so 
parched that many believe a short crop 
is bound to result. This is true all over 
the district. 

The drought is felt also by those who 
are accustomed tg use the Savannah 
river. This noble stream has seldom or 
never been as low in May as it is at 
present. At 6 o'clock last evening it 
registered at the lower bridge only 6 
feet || inches, and with its shifting sands 
is searcely navigable. Even now the 
Katie lies on a bar about 10 miles down 
stream, and is being lightened to get it 
to the city. Even when there is a rain 
up the country it is sg slight or falls on 
such dry territory that little or none of 
it reaches the city and waters below.

As was stated 
in this correspondence some time ago, the 
matter of the capitai stock will be thor- 
oughly looked into. It has been cnarged, 
and the committeemen say they have 
proof to establish the case, that oniy {0 
per cent, $2,000, of the whole $20,000 
has ever been paid in by the stockholders, 
who first subscribed to the stock. The 
remaining 90 per cent of the stock it is 
believed was paid by using the- expense 
money of the concern. 

The committee wil recommend to the 
bondholders that a suit be instituted 
against the stockholders fur the other 
$18,000 that they have not actually paid 
into the company. 

Here will arise a iegat question. . In 
many cases the stock is not now owned 
by the people wNo originally subscribed 
it and In some instances it has passed 
through several hands into the posses- 
sfon of those who own it now.

Atlanta, May 2!.—The dry weathet, ac- 
companied by cold winds, is greatly re- 
tarding the progress of végetables and 
fruit throughout’ this section. Local 
berries are very small and inferior, con- 
sequently bringing low prices: in fact.

berries. 

Peaches are plentiful, and of poor qual- 
éty, which is bringing unsatisfactory re- 
sults, the early varieties from Georgia 
being very small, of poor color and hard.

Melons as yet are moving slowly, and 
will show but little !f any reaction until 
the weather gets hot.

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@ockefellers Not in Morgan’s Latest 


| New York, May 21.—(Special.)—The fact 
stood out strikingly this week that lea«- 
ing financial igterests were not acting in 
unison as they have frequently done in 
previous years, but each one wass pur- 
suing his own course and looking strictly 
after his own affairs. What little there 
was of the stock market was purely of 
Standard Oi] manipulation. J: Pierpont 
Morgan was not in ft. His favorite is- 
Sues drifted about like corks on the 
water. The most singular incident of the 
week was the decline in Erie, a typical 
Morgan issué, to the lowest price in 
more mins years. It marked the 
passing of the control from Morgan and 
His associates to the Harriman people 
who, though not holding anything like 
enough stock to carry an election, have 
made it clear to Messre. Morgan and Hill 
‘that they (Harriman and associates) in- 
‘tend to dominate this company and are 
‘propared, if necessary, to go into the 
market and make good their claims. It 
was recently noted thet Harriman, who 
fs a spokesman for the Rockefellers, 
made known his intention in regard to 
‘Northern Pacific in a like business way. 
Meanwhile, the question as to whether 
Harriman shall receive back his original 
Northern Pacific stock from the North- 
ern Securities Company !s being fought 
,out in the courts. When that struggle 
‘fe over, whether decided in his favor or 
not, Harriman and his associates intend. 
‘ff their present programme ig carried 
‘out, to control Northern Pacific, even If 
‘they have to go into the open market 
to secure it.. But there will never be 
another corner. Morgan has got done 
fighting and those who know Hill well 
gay he has had enoughh. 


Rockefellers Not in Syndicate. 

Though it has been common knowl- 
e@dze in the financial district that the 
Rockefellers have given Mr. Morgan the 
cold shoulder for some time past, it was 
mot generally known that the former 
have not been subscribers to the last 
underwriting syndicates which Mr. Mor- 
@an organized. They therefore escaned 
the losses of the United States Steel 
preferred stock conversion plan, which 
members were cailed on this week to 
settle by sending in their checks for the 
final payment on the bonds, incident to 
the delivery of these securities coming 
to them, which aggregated more than 
850,000,000. The losses were estimated 
mt upward of i/ percent. One man 
Dgured out his “minus eeccount’” at 16 
ed cent. What the losses of. the In- 

onal Mercantile Marine underwrit- 

Ing syndicate will be are yet to be seen, 
but there seems no escaping the con- 
clusion that they will be large since few 
of the bonds have as yet been sold. Va- 
rious members have been much ifinconve 
nienced {n the matter of their personal 
affairs because of having funds tie? up 
In this scheme. Had Mr. Morgan's syn- 
Hicate operations stopped with the dis- 
tribution of cash profits of some $46,- 
000,000 from the’ organization of the 
Bteel Trust, and divided the remaining 
$4,000,000 of unsold preferred stock 
among the members, everybody would 
have been happy and _ that financier 
would have maintained a strong hold on 
the affections of the financial communi- 
ty. But many of those huge profits have 
gince been sunk in other Morgan schemes. 

The Standard Oi! coteries foresaw 
trouble and kept out. They began to 
lighten their holdings of securities two 
\years ago, and while others suffered 
‘hardships from underwriting schemes, 
‘they steered clear of most of them. To 
‘Be sure, they had a large interest in the 
‘flotation of the $75,000,000 of new Penn- 
Gylvania stock, but this was not a new 
4ndustria] combination and there was 
practically no risk involved. The syndi- 
cate managers reported that all of the 
mew-etock was taken by shareholders, If 
this was truc, there was nothing for the 
syndicate members to do but to draw 
‘their commission of 2% per cent for the 
underwriting, less a few mecessary ex- 

e@pes. The Rockefeller operations have 
Sortie the last year or so been confined 
to flotations of temporary notes and 
transactions on which there was no risk, 
but in which there was always a good 
sommission. 

Cause of Gold Overflow. 

Wall street has been so dazed by the 
buge volume of gold exports that it 1s 
In doubt how soon the movement will 
case @w. Good authorities think the out- 
fiow is nearly over, but the same peo- 
le were not long ago estimating ship- 
ments of only $35,000,000 altogether. 
"Thus far more than $55,000,000 has gone 
@nd the limit is now raised to $75.000.- 
000. Jacob H. Schiff’s admission that all 
of the money received from the sale of 
$25,000,000 Japanese 6s fn this country 
would be remitted to Europe, makes it 
clear that there !s a strdng pressure for 
gold on the other side. Indirectly, Rus- 
gia’s $60,000,000 war loan is the cuuse of 
our heavy export of gold. France took 
the largest part of the Russian bonds 
and cajled in many of her credits from 
London. Rather than stand such a drain 
London gave orders to draw on New 
York. It is probable that bankers will 
goon resort to the old expedient of selling 
their sterling bills against commercial 
Hills. which they expect to come in ifn 
volume early in the autumn. These 
sterling bills usually run for ninety days 
and they can be extended at maturity 
if desired. 

Money Stagnation. 

It ie a mystery to many people why 
money rates have not materially hard- 
ened, with such an outflow of funds to 
Wurope. The explanation Is simple. 
There ie a hoard of idie money here 
which has temporarily been withdrawn 
from business channels, while a_ vaet 
amount which goes Into stocks, for mar- 
gin purposes, during times of activity in 
the market, is now unemployed because 
there is very little speculation, Brokers 
who borrowed $3,000,000 two or three 
yeara ugo need only $1,000,000 or $2,- 
000,000 now. Necessarily. the banks must 
put out their funds for what they will 
bring. Last autumn the loca] banks had 
nearly “half of their money out In call 
loans, the remainder being out on time 
end invested in commercial paper, In 
or€er to be prepared for contingencies 
and to meet demands upon: them for 
crop moving and mercantile requirements 
they alwaye leave a large proportion of 
their funds on Qqaill, so that they may 


J 


get hold of it as tuney need it. i Phe-staz- | 
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nation in Wall street largely accounts 
for the low call rate, and in a measure 
also for the nominay time rate, since 
brokers use little time money now where 
they used to carry a great deal. Kvery- 
body is asking how long this ease of 
money will continue. The rate got up to 
2% per cent early in the week, but it 
dropped back below 2 again and most of 
the funds*needed were put out at 2 or 
under, With a constantly depleting sur- 
plus reserve it is natura] to assume that 
call money will before long get up to 3 


or 4 per cent and hold around that level 


for some time. What it will be during 
the crop moving period is pure guess. 
Leading bankers think modney will be 
fairly easy until the end of the year and 
there. is really no ground for uneasiness, 

There was a widely circulated report 
tuis week that New York bankers are 
borrowing all the money they can in the 
west—preparing for some future emer- 
gency. This seéms unlikely, in view of 
the «circumstances related above. Cor- 
poration thorrowing has gone beyond all 
limits which “were conceivable two years 
ago, and unquestionably they have got 
all they are entitled to on temporary 
notes. This way of dignifying floating 
debts now seems to be on the wane, and 
some of the leading companies have Deen 
trying the market for bonds. That the $§.- 
992,000 4 per cent Burlington bonds 
should have brought 102 1-2 and all of 
them been disposed of in half a day, is re- 
asguring. The success of the New York 
Central 4 per cent debentures, and placing 
of a considerable block of them abroad 
is also sifinicant. 

Future of Steel Uncertain. 

The business situation shows signs of 
further rest, notably in the steel trade. 
In view of this fact, it may be some 
weeks before railroad earnings recover 
much. Prices of pig iron and steel billets 
have been shaded with the falling off !n 
demand, and it would not be surprising if 
supplies grow somewhat larger as demand 
recedes, if precedent? counts for anything. 
It will be interesting to watch the effect 
of this on the stock market. Wall street 
was about readv to believe this week 
that United States Steel issues were again 
on pottom and have discounted any mid- 
summer dullness which we are lItkely to 
see. Still, there is the uncertainty about 
the next dividend on the preferred stock. 
As the time for acting on it approaches, 
the bears may be depended on to resume 
the attack. Will Steel preferred stop at 
50 or go below it? Wall street is divided 
on this point. A week ago, as prices were 
breaking, most persons were willing to 
believe most anything, but this week the 
tone has been distinctly better. The sink- 
ing fund bonds held remarkably well af- 
ter Morgan distributed the enormous 
block left over to the underwriting syndi- 
cate members. Wihy was thee not a 
rush to sell? 

‘They yield nearly 7 per cent on the in- 
vestment,” said one, “and I know of 
nothing better to put my money into un- 
der the ciroumstances. If the United 
States Steel Corporation cannot keep up 
interest on these bonds, IT don’t believe I 
care for any railroad stocks.” 

There is much cogency in this argu- 
ment. 

Wall street hears reports that an im- 
portant railroad dea] is under way, in 
which the Chicago, Milwaukeg and St. 
Paul and perhaps Chicago and North- 
western may play an important part. 
Most persons are sceptical about believ- 
ing that any more combinations may oc- 
cur, but the story is given for what it is 
worth. Jt is based on the notion that 
both of the companies mentioned want 
to get an outlet to the Pacific coast and 
théreby make preparation for the future. 


| It is asserted that either or both of these 


companies have been acquiring a large 
interest In Union Pacific stock; that they 
were the real buyers when Unlon Pacific 
began to rise at such’a remarkable rate 
on March !4 It was reported that in 
order to obtain the necessary money to 
get a foothold in Union Pucific, the St. 
Paul company had been selling a part of 
its $25,000,000 treasury stock in the open 
market. This was Supposed to account 
for the heaviness of St. Paul shares. 
There was no confirmation of this theory, 
but it furnished a good subject fo talk 
about. It igs certainly plausible. A no- 
tion hag been entertained for some time 
that both the St. Pajul and Northwestern 
companies would extend their Mnes to the 
coast unless they could make a satisfac- 
tory alliance with one of the existing 
transcontinental railroads. But perhaps 
a better plan would be to buy an inter- 
est in a Pacific railroad. This would not 
be contrary to the law, because those 
mentioned could hardly be construed a4 
parallel lines. In any event, it is not the 
intention, apparently, to buy @ majority 
of Union Pacific stack,

CORN—Receipts were a little larger 
and promise to increase with primary re- 
ceipts for week 1,506,000; shipments 
2.701,000. Trade was rather light, with 
the ctowd bearish. Commisison houses 
did put little, but prices were bid up in 
sympathy with wheat, with the clos- 
ing fairly strong.

Realty. again 
showed evidences of manipulation, and 
new high prices were made, with Indi- 
cations of further improvement next 
year, AS we have had an extremely 
dull market, with steady sagging prices, 
it may be that we will experience a bet- 
ter market.

Day’s Gains Placed Average for Week 
on Side of Gains. 


PRICES LIFTED SMARTLY. 


Bank Statement Proved Agreeable 
Surprise and Impelled Lively 
Buying Movement, Closing 
the Market Strong at 
the Top Level. 


New York, May 21.—The last hour of 
the week’s trading in stocks proved to 
be the most animated and the strongest 
of the whole week. The day’s moderate 
gains were sufficient to declde the aver- 
age of the week's movement on the side 
of gains. The bank statement proved an 
agreeable surprise and impelled the lively 
buying movement which lifted prices 
smartly. The movement was sudden and 
had not spread far in the list when the 
end of the session put an end to it. The 
closing was strong and at the top level. 
Rather spasmodic movements in one or 
two stocks indicated some distress on the 
part of surprised shorts. An inkling of 
the heavy reduction in the loan item got 
abroad before the publication of the bank 
statement and started the buying move- 
ment. The loan reduction is pretty clear- 
ly due to the resort to the exchange 
market to the selling of Iahg bills, the 
proceeds of which have been lent here, 
presumably displacing loans with the 
banks. The process involves borrowing 
in London to meet the sterling bills 
when they mature there. It is evident 
therefore that the export of gold is no 
longer profitable as a simple exchange 
operation, and the early termination of 
the outward movement of gold is be- 
lieved to be thus foreshadowed. The 
limitation of the cash decrease of the 
banks to $7,085,300 in the week of the 
record exports of $15,500,000 in gold is 
convincing evidence of the effective off- 
setting factors to that drain which are in 
operation, The net result is to leave the

Comment On Bank Statement. 


New York, May 2!1.—Tih - 
nancier this week says: eisai medals 

“The most notable feature of the offi- 
cial statement of the Néaw York asso- 
clated banks last week was the large 
liquidation, indeed, the greatest for the 
year, in loans, which together with the 
loss of caSh, caused such a reduction in 
the general deposits and consequently in 


the reserve requirements as to bring about 


a small inerease in the surplus reserve. 
The loans decreased $22,375,100, prob- 
ably the result of the cancellation of 
loans of government deposits and also 
the repayment of some of the recent syn- 
dicate borrowjngs. The holdings of pub- 
lic funds were reduced $6,098,400 during 
the week, making the reduction in the 
fortnight $29,283,000. This, it may be 
noted, is somewhat in excess of the 
amount of the surrenders to the treas- 
ury of the funds which were accumu- 
lated in the special depositories prepara- 
tory to the Panama payment, the ex- 
cess representing surrenders under the 
second call of the treasury for public 
deposits. The cash holdings of the banks 
decreased $7,085,300 net, reflecfing the 
total of the average amount of gold with- 
drawn for export to Burope during the 
bank week. The average gain resulting 
from the payment on Friday of the $9,- 
000,000 treasury warrants to the fiscal 
agents of the republic of Panama was 
small, it counting for only about one and 
a half millions, so as to have little influ- 
ence except that it caused the cash item 
to be made up On rising averages. Gen- 
eral deposits decreased $29,049,300, which 
amount is $411,100 less than the sum of 
the decrease in loans and of the net loss 
of cash; therefore the statement showed 
a good balance. The required reserve of 
25 per cent of general deposits decreased 
$7,262,325, deducting from which the net 
loss of cash left $77,025 as the increase 
in surplus reserve to $13,002,275. Com- 
puted upon the basis of deposits, less 
those of $26,841,000 of public funds, the 
surplus ts $19,714,625. The daily aver- 
age of bank clearings during the week 
was $203,000,000, or $9,000,000 greater 
than in the previous week. ‘Tine clear- 
ings on Saturday, reflecting Friday’s bus- 
iness, were $191,269,109, or below the 
weekly average. The indications seem to 
point to the speedy ending of gold ex- 
ports on Panama account, it Deing esti- 
mated that about $39,000,000 of this 
money has not been transmitted. The 
reduction in the rates of exchange will 
prevent the profitable export of the metal 
for these purposes and the drain of gold 
from the banks for shipment to “europe, 
which has been continuous during the 
last seven weeks, will probably cease in 
the current week. Hence, go far as local 
bank conditions are concerned, there ap- 
pears to be MMftle reason for looking for 
exceptionally firm money rates. Com- 
parisons of loans showed that eight 
banks reduced this item by $18,700,000 
net. Cash holdings of three banks de- 
creased $4,800,000 net.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 2!.—The lstless drift 
of prices of stocks is the index of the 
fermless state of speculative sentiment 
over the outlook for values. Very few 
stocks have moved a point away from 
last week’s closing level either way, and 
the dealings have fallen to a volume not 
exceeding the average market of the 
day’s before the great multiplication of 
issues now listed on_the stock exchange. 
The uncertainties of the future cloud, the 
judgement and paralyzed activity in deal- 
ing in securities. Decreasing trade ac- 
tivity, declining ratlroad. earnings, the 
impaired prospects for the wheat crop, 
the languid course of the iron and steel 
trade and the conservatism normal to a 
presidential election year, are all ele- 
mefits in the ‘halt. The unprecedented 
outflow of gold also is a prime factor 
in the hesitation of the markets, al- 
though no decisive effect has yet been 
produced in the money market, through 
which the results from the depletion of 
gold reserves would first operate, The 
outhlow of gold may, in fact, be abunt- 
dantly accounted for by special causes— 
primarily the Panama canal payment and 
American Subacription to the Japanese 
and Russian loans. It is now freely 
conceded that the proceeds of these sub, 
scriptions will be remitted in full ta Lon 
don. These three items would call for 
about $80,000,000 in the English mar. 
ket. At the same time éevere declines 
in the valne of exports of grain. and cot- 
ton for severa> months reduced the avail- 
able suyply of commercial exchange, 


‘outward flow of gold. 


throwing the remtters back on the neces- 
sity of exporting gold.. The declining 
demand for curpency has been another 
factor toward lightening tye effect of the 
gold exports. Currency has’ flowed in 
a constant stream toward the reserve 
centers, and has been «an offset each 
week to the decrease in reserves of ten 
New York banks by reason of the gold 
outflow. 

It seems probably therefore ‘tnat the 
net results of the, g0ld export movement 
will prove Small. But the magnitude of 
the operations has necessitated some 
large readjustments, @nd some unsetile- 
ment in the process, and to thig has 
been due the disquieting effect on sen- 
timent. It #6 believed that the injection 
of additional bank notes into the cur- 
rency at this time will tend to assist the 
The facility of 
the outflow and the little effect on the 
money market, although it relieves fears 
of stringency Of money, is evidence of 
the sluggish demand for money and the 
decline in business activity. Railroad 
traffic officials are generally agreed that 
the outlook for a revival o« traffic is 
not bright before the fall, and reports 
have been received of extensive plans 
for retrenchment by the railroads to off- 
set the losSes in gross earnings. Re- 
ports of railroad earnings as they come 
to hand fully bear out the opinions ex- 
pressed of the. declining tendency of 
earnings, and the effect hag been de- 
pressing on railroad stocks, especially 
those whose dividends seam to have:-their 
integrity threatened by the heavy de- 
clines in earnings. Advices from the iron 
and: steel trade agree in antitipating a 
quiet seasOn in the trade. ‘rhe United 
States Steel stocks have received some 
Support, but discouraging reports from 
the trade and rumors of future projects 
of opposition by former interests thrown 
out by e combination keep the under- 
tone unsettled. The tieup of the lake 
carrying industry by the strike is an un- 
favorable factor in buSiness, and the 
traffic thus diverted has aroused dis- 
putes amongst the lower ratés that are 
evidence of the pressure for traffic. The 
crop news of the week has failed to 
afford any support for stocks,

Inte farming is much more 
profitable th half attention to a large 
area. The Axisting condition in the south 

t we do not have asanfficient 
Jand TO double our crops, but that labor 
eonditions are yearly growing worse. We 
can, in a large degree, neutralize the 
labor question by farming better. It is 
certainly much easier to attend to one 
acre than to two, while the one acre can 
be made to double tthe profits of the two. 
We are too apt to stake our future on 
one crop, gwhich, failing, bankrupts the 
farmer afid transfers the farm to the 
supply man, Nearly everything a farmer 
and his family need ought and can be 
grown on his farm. Too little attention 
is paid to growing ready money crops, 
Sheep, lambs, calves, pigs, chickens, eggs, 
hutter, etc., which are always market- 
able for ready cash. Nearly every coun- 
ty seat. except Atlanta in the state has 
@ market and every farmer in every 
county has a ready means of making 
himself independent of mortgages and 
liens and put the proceeds of ‘his staple 
crop into bank or tmy a farm for his son. 
Strange anomaly in our section that fair 
farming ‘will take from an acre in profit 
more than the acre will bring in open 
market. In fact, our farms are entirely 
too large; théy ought to De cut up and 
properly cultivated. The state and every 
town is interested vitally in bringing In 
more people. Every citizen is interested 
in promoting his profit. Big farming 
does not mean big farms, but rather 
small farms of big productiveness. It 
solves the-tabor question and promotes 


the profits: Eugene Andérson, secretary | 


of the Macon chamver of commMerce, re- 
cently said: 

“Wihen I see the great mass of people 
in New York, thousands of whom either 
appear to be idle or to be working at 
wages which will not permit them to live 
as white men should live, I cannot but 
fee] the wish that thousands of .them 
would come to Georgia and make the 
32,000,000 af acces of idle-land as pro- 
ductive ag it can be made.

Radium conttueg 10 ‘waftle the world. 
Sir William Ramsay, the great English 
ecientist, has been studying it closely, 
and his experiments show—what other 
ecientists have also discovered—that ra- 
dium slowly changes to helium and some 
other substances which have not yet been 
enalyzed. Ramsay calculates the life of 
radium as not more than 1,200 years. 
He thinks radium comes from uranium, 
though that is a puzzling problem be- 


cause the atomic weight of radium is so 
much greater than that of uranium. The 
mystery deepens. 

‘At the monthly meeting of the Rontgen 
Society in London an exhibition was 
given ofthe recent discoveries of the 
uses to whoh the X-rays can be put. 
There was one Hew resonator for thigh- 
frequency treatment which is fitted with 
a spiral which looks like.a spider's web. 
Any one with a severe headache can be 
immediately cured by the blue rays from 
this. Oak can be seasoned by the X-rays 
and pearls kept from losing their color. 

In only two years in the history of the 
United States has as much as 10 per 
cent of the corn crop beén exported; out 
of the crop of 1897, 11.14 per cent. was 
shipped abroad, and out of the 1899 crop 
10.30 per cent. 

In the nine months ended March 3l, 
1904, there were exported from the United 
States 410,816 head of cattle, as éom- 
pared with 249,493 head during the same 
period in 1902-1903. 

Exports of corn from the United States 
during the first nine months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year were 49,593,599 bushels, 
against 52,656,018 bushels for the same 
period @ year ago.

Cutting Trees for Electricity. 
(From United States Consul General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 

It is reported in the German press that 
successful experiments have been made 
in various forests of France in cutting 
trees by means of electricity... A platinum 
wire is heated to a white heat by an elec- 
tric current and used like a saw. In this 
manner the tree ig felled much easier 
and quicker than in the old way; no-~eaw- 
dust ig. produced, and the slight carbdon- 
ization caugged by the hot wire acts ag a 
preservative of the wood. The new 
method is said to require only one-eighth 
of the time consumed by the old sawing 
process. 


Electricity Thawing Out Frozen 
Water Pipes. 
(From Cassier’s Magazine.) 


Thawing out frozen water service pipes 
by electricity became popfffir in many 
a household during the past severe win- 
ter, so that what was formerly a rela- 
*velvy costly and exceedingly slow and 
an all-around inconvenient process, in- 
volving the digging up of streets and 
the building of fires in the excavations, 
resolved itself into an interesting elec- 
trical experiment—cheap, quick and 
thoroughly efficient. Briefly, the method 
has been to complete an electric circuit 
through the frozen water service pipe by 
attaching one wire of the circuit to the 
street hydrant and the ether to a faucet 
in the building. The iron pipes being 
much better electrical conductors than 
the frozen earth, the electric current fol- 
lowed the pipes and heated them suffi- 
ciently to melt the ice in a. comparatively 
short time. In cases where street hy- 
drants were not conveniently located, the 
circuits were completed by connecting up 
pipe outlets in twe adjoining houses; 
but in the case of isolated buildings 
there remained no other way of getting 
one of the terminals than by digging 
down at some point in the street, or 
outside the building, to reach the pipe. 
Even in this extremity, however, there 
was not that trouble 
attended the old wood or coal fire meth- 
od, while there was greater certainty of 
action.

In some instances port- 
able generating sets were employed, con- 
sisting of steam or gas engine driven gen- 
erators, with their accessories, and in 
still other cases storage battery outfits, 
moved about from place to place on wag- 
gons, were used for the work. In at least 
one instance, it is interesting to note, the 
best part of a day was wasted in the at- 
tempt to thaw out electrically what seem- 


,;ed to be an unusually refractory pipe, 
| before it was, learned that earthenware 


water. Mains—non-conductors of eleé- 
tricity—were used. in that particular 
place. That is the only case in which the 
electric process is known to have been a 
failure. 


Ice-Making Machine. 
(From United States Consul Van Buren, 
Nice, France.) 

A new ice-making machine constructed 
entirely of metal, consisting of two parts, 
very simple and compact, has been in- 
troduced here. One part, hermetically 
closed, contains the mechanism and the 
other is the ice producer. 

The apparatus may be made of any 
dimension. The smallest size made here 
is one of 30 by 50 centimeters (11% 
inches by | foot 7% inches). This may 
produce 2 kilograms (4.4 pounds) per 
hour, and is worked by a motor of one- 
eighth horse-power or by hand. The 
ice is produced in blocks, the first block 
in a very few minutes after the machine 
is pugin motion. T.ue largest model here 
is | by 1.5 meters (39.37 by 59.05 inches), 
and with a 4-horse power motor pro- 
duces 220 pounds of ice per hour. 

It should be noted that the principal 
feature of this machine is that the ice is 
produced without the aid of any ingre- 
dients or preparatives of any kind.

(From United States. Consul Mahin, Not- 
Stiagham, * England.) , 
An invention that is claimed and our- 
rently believed to give. absolute safety 
toil lamps is being ‘applied to practical 


uSes jn this cowntry,. The device consists 
of a circular metal box, “the. size vary- 
ing according to the candlepower re- 
quired. In‘the box isa deposit of salt, 
over which is a layer of cottoh waste 
specially prepared. Running through the 
cotton packing ts an asbestos wick, woven 
by hand, which projects through an dper- 
ture, and which is practically indestruet- 
ble and requires only occasional atten- 
tion. By immersing the box in petroleum 
or paraffin the cotton waste absorbs the 
requisite quantity of oi] in a few min- 
utes through small lateral interstices, 
That accomplished, and the metal being 
dried externally, the application of a light 
to the asbestos wick produces a bright, 
steady white light, the candlepower being

Simultaneous Telegraphing and Tel- 


ephoning. 
(From United States Consul-General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 

The Electrotechnical Review (No. 4, 
vol, 21), of Frantfort, contains an article 
written by the inventors—Professor Brune 
and Engineer Turchi—describing a new 
system of telegraphing and telephoning 
over the same wire, which has been pat- 
ented in the principal countries. 

Tae essential part of the invention con- 


graph wires can be made to serve for 
telegraphing and telephoning through the 
insertion of a ‘‘diffefential spool.” 

After a series of experiments, of which 
those over the Rome-Florence line, a dis- 
tance of 185 miles, were the most import- 
ant, the Turin-Vercelli line ‘nas been 
equipped for regular service, 

The chief advantage in adopting the 
new system is that the adjustment of the 
differentia] spool] to the existing tele- 
graph system is inexpensive. In the near 
future experiments will be made in Lon- 
don. The official adoption of the sys- 
tem for Portugal is reported to be de- 
termined upon; an English company is at 
present building a widely distributed tel- 
ephone system in tnat country, work on 
which has been stopped temporarily in 
oratr to await the results of the experi- 
ments at London and eevntually to use 
the existing telegraph system for simul- 
taneous telegraphing and telephoning. 

The inventors claim the following ad- 
vantages:

2. Telegrapa systems of the most di- 
verse kinds—also those which work with 
rapid and synchronic apparatus—can be

BRITISH BOY OF FIFTEEN 
WHO KILLED HIS MOTHER

London, May 2!.—It is 
opinion that few more extraordinary 
crimes have octtirred in this country 
than that committed by Frank Rodgers, 


the general 
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FRANK RODGERS, 
Fifteen-Year-Old Boy Who. at the 
Instigation of Voices, Shot His 
Mother. 
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-of whom the whole kingdom is talking. 


Rodgers is, of course, the 15-year-old 
boy who murdered his mother’ in the 
little town of Meldreth, Cambridgeshire. 
Apart from its ghastly sensationalism 
the story presents many unusual feat- 
ures. Between the boy and his mother 
a strong attachment existed which was 
so marked that in the family he was 
known as ‘“‘Mother’s Boy.’ Some three 
months before he killed her, at the iIm- 
minent risk of his own life, he saved 
her from being run over by an express 
train. No quarrel between them, no out- 
burst of passion, preceded the fatal deed. 
The bovy’s statement that he shot her 
because he heard a voice commanding 
him to do so, and had no recollection 
of the firing of the pistol, imparts to 
the case a strong element of psychbdlogical 
interest. At the preliminary examination 
at which the lad was remanded for trial, 
the remarkable spectacle was presented 
of the widowed father, who ig a solicitor, 
appearing in court to defend -the son 
who is accused of matricide. The boy’s 
uncle, who is also a lawyer, was asso- 
ciated with him. 

Mrs. Rodgers, who appears in other 
respects to have been an amiable woman, 
was a victim of intemperance. She was 
under the influence of drink when, as 
she was crossing between the two plat- 
at the local station one day an 
train came thundering down

“She seemed to be dazed,’”’ said a spéec- 
tator, ‘“‘and it appeared for a moment 
as though she was certainly doomed, 
but, Frank, who was some distance away, 
rusheqa forward on the track, and at the 
risk of his own life, grasped his mothé¢r 
in his arms and swung her bodily of 
the line just as the train dashed by. The 
lad showed great pluck and presence of 
mind, but when I expressed my admira- 
tion of what he had done, he simply 
remarked that it was nothing, no more 
than anybody would have done under 
the circumstances, and appeared quite 
unconcerned.’ 

That feeling has characterized the boy's 
attitude since the tragedy in which he 
played such a dire part. After killing 
his mother he carried his lIfttle sister, 
Queenie, to whom he was devoted, to a 
nearby inn, and said coolly to the land- 
lady: “Please take care of her tonight. 


There has been a little upset at home. 


I have shot mother.’’ In prison he has 
spent most of the time reading. When 
he was being driven from the jail to 
the court house he calmly read a news,- 
He seems to have no realization 
of the terrible crime that he has com- 
mitted. As when he saved his mother’s 
life, so when he’ slew her apparently he

Some of the witnesses testified that 
he brooded much over his mother’s in- 
temperance. To an acquaintance he re- 
marked that he hated the thought of 
liquor, pathetically adding, “See what !t 
has done in our house.” One day at 
breakfast—his mother had been intox!- 
cated the day before—he told the family 
that he had dreamed during the night 
that he had strangled her. 

It was the influence of his mother’s 
example and upbringing on his little sis- 
ter that gave him most concern, al- 
though,. according to the evidence, Mrs. 
Rodgers had never il-treated the child. 
After shooting the mother he told his 
eldest sister that he had done it “for 
Queenie’s sake.’’ The mother had given 
way to drink that day and after supper 
the family had left her sitting in an arm 
chair In the breakfast room, half asleep. 
It was then that Frank went upstairs, 
got a revolyer belonging to his elder 
brother and returning with it shot her. 

The most remarkable evidence was that 
given by Dr. Octavius Ennion, the family 
physician, who was summoned to the 
house !mmediately after Mrs. Rodgers 
liad been shot. To him the boy volun- 
teered the statement that he had heard 
voices urging him to murder his mother. 

“On the night I shot my mother,” 
Frank told him, 
supper. Afterwards I went upstairs and 
got the revolver and went down to the 
breakfast room. I felt an almost ir- 
resistible impulse .to shoot mother. I 
refrained, however, and went out. The 
impulse came again and.I went back 
into the house. 

“A voice distinctly 
‘Do it. and do it quickly.’ I 
member firing or pointing the pistol, but 
I remember hearing a muffled report and 
then I stumbled against the door. That 
is all I know about it.’’ 

He also told the doctor that for two 
or three months he had been constantly 
haunted by the feeling that his mother 
was close behind him and that when "e 
turned his head he saw an apparition 
of her which slowly vanished. 

Insanity .will undoubtedly be the de- 
fense at the trial, which will be strength- 
ened by the fact that a brother of the 
dead woman was confined in an asylum. 
Her own failing may be attributed to 
heredity, for her father, it has been 
stated, was a man of intemperate habits. 
The boy is of rather more than average 
intelligence, and much bigger than most 
boys of his age, his recent growth hav- 
ing been unusually rapid.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 2!.—When the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Iipiscopal church finished its third week's 
labors at noon today and adjourned un- 
til next Monday, it had elected eight bisth- 
Ops, the number recommended by the 
episcopacy committee and disposed of the 
majority of the subjects that have come 
up for consideration. 

Ten days more remain in which to com- 
plete the business of the conference. Sub- 
jects yet to be passed upon are the elec- 
tion of four additional missionary bish- 
ops, the result of the first ballot for 
which will be announced Monday morn- 
Ing, the election of general conference 
officers for the next quadrennium and ac- 
tion upon important problems of denom- 
inational and general interest as follows: 

Amusement, divorce, consolidation of 
book concerns, temperance, relation of 
capital and labor and polygamy. 

Dr. J. R. Day, chancellor of Syracuse, 
N. Y., university, was the eighth and 
last bishop chosen. His election was ef- 
fected on the fourteenth ballot. On the 
twelfth ballot Dr. R. J. Ceok, of Ten- 
nessee, Dr. Day’s competitor, withdrew 
from the race, and from that time on Dr. 
Day increased his lead, and finally was 
elected on the fourteenth ballot by a vote 
of 474 of the 696 ballots cast. 

The complete list of bishops chosen in 
the order of election follows: 

Joseph Fx Berry, Chicago; Henry F. 
Spellmeyer, Newark, N. J.; William F. 
McDowell, New York; James W. Bash- 
ford, Delaware, Ohio; W. A. Burt, Rome, 
Italy; Luther B. Wilson, Baltimore; 
Thomas B. Neel@y, Philadelphia; J. R. 
Day, Syracuse, N. Y. 

With the exception of Bishops Berry, 

Burt and Neely, the newly elected mem- 
bers of’ the Episcopal board are young 
men, ranging between the ages of 42 and 
48 years. 

The conference finally disposed of the 
question as to whether the Methodist 
church would return to the rule of lim- 
iting the tenure of pastorship by adopt- 
ing resolutions that no change be made 
in the rule adopted four years ago, which 
provides for an unlimited tenure.

NISARD QUITS 
ETERNAL CITY 


French Minister to Vatican 
Recalled, 


Act of Vatican in Making Protest at 
Visit of President ‘Loubet To 
Rome Causes Rupture of 
Diplomatic Re- Ps 

lations. 


Paris, May 2!.—The forma! announce- 
ment of the recall of M. Nisard, the 
French ambassador to the Holy See, was 
made this evening, and the following of- 
ficial statement was communicated to 
the press: 

“Ambassador Nisard is recalled and the 
secretary of the embassy will take charge 
of affairs during his absence. The am- 
bassador will leave Rome this evening.”’ 

Definite official action was not taken 
until late .n the day. Prior to this M. 
Nisard has been directed to endeavor to 
secure from the vatican authentic in- 
formation relative to the protest for- 
warded to the powers. It is understood 
that the interview between the ambas- 
sador and the papal authorities was not 
satisfactory, the latter giving fncomplete 
information in the matter and therefore 
the recall without delay was decided 
upon. 

It is learned in official quarters that 
the government’s plans, as carefully out- 
lined, do not anticipate the denunciation 
of the concordal at or any present step 
beyond the recall of M. Nisard. The 
government’s programme, it is said, in 
an authoritative quarter, is as follows: 

‘M. Nisard’s leave will: be indefinite, 
but no further steps are contemplated 
at present, unless parliament directs that 
further action be taken.

Rupture Grieves Pope Pious. 

Rome, May 2!.—M. Nisard, the French 
ambassador to the vatican, acting under 
instructions from Paris, left Rome. to- 
night for an unlimited vacation, as a 
protest against what France considers 

e indelicate attitude of the vatican in 
aonipiling two different notes concerning. 
thevisit of President Loubet to Rome. 

The’.pope is greatly worried over the 
conflict between the vatican and France. 
Today his holiness suspended al] public 
and private audiences and conferred at 
length with the papal secretary of state, 
Cardinaj Merry del Val, who repeated to 
him what He had said to M. Nisard. 

He ‘stated that France had misunder- 
stood his intention, and that he had omit- 
ted the; phrase regarding the recall of 
the nunclo from the note to France out 
of regard to that republic, while he in- 
serted in it the notes to the other gov- 
ermnments. The missing phrase empha- 
sized the determination of the papacy 
to prevent Catholic sovereigns from eom- 
ing to Rome as guests of the king of 
Italy. 

M. Nisard expressed to the cardinal his 
regret that he was unable to discuss the 
matter, the instructions from his gov- 
ernment being to heave Rome after he 
had ascertained officially the artference 
between the note to France and those to 
the other powers. 

Active inquiries are being made to find 
out how L’Humanite received the note. 
lt is generally believed that German so- 
clasts succeeded in securing the text of 
the note from the Prussian government 
and communicated it to their friendg in 
the French socialist. ranks. 

Among the cardinals there is consid- 


erable feeling against the papal secretary 
and condemnation is expressed of the 
way in which he has ‘brought about an 
almost official rupture with France, es- 
pecially as several of the cardinals prior 
to President Loubet’'s visit to King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel proposed to render possi- 
ble an interview between the president 


and the pope by sending to all the other 
powers a note stating that guch a devia- 
tion from the general rule must not be 
taken as an qbandonment of the prohibi- 
tion against Catholic rulers visiting 
Rome, explaining 
did not apply to presidents of republics, 
who are elective rulers and are obliged 
to follow the decisions of their parlia- 
ments. 

This proposition, {ft is said, was ac- 
cepted as favorable by M. Nisard.

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PIEDMONT PARK AND ANNEXATION. 
HE city council will, at its session tomorrow, consider the question of 


‘the Piedmont Park purchase, with the view of oDtaining and dedicating 
these spacious and beautiful grounds to the perpetual use of the public 


as a city park. : 


A committee of representative citizens will appear before council 
the city’s acceptance of the proposition under consideration, and it canno 
be doubted that it is in every way a most attractive plan, offering the city an, 
opportunity to esfablish a magnificent park on the north side under condi- 
tions which cannot possibiy be duplicated should this property pass into pri- 
vate hands for residence or industrial development, 

During the past fifteen years the city and county have done work in im- 


proving these grounds to the value of co 


regardless of this, the actua) market 


bly more than $100,000 and, 
value of the property approximately 


doubles the figure at which, through ‘the liberality and public spirit of many 
of the stockholders of the company, the city can now obtafn the property for 


park purposes.

repeatedly urged, it is earnestly to be hoped that, in the consideration of the 
question by council some plan will be devised by which the city will be en- 


abled to secure the property. 


Lying to the north of the Sixth street line of the city limits, and on both 
sides of Peachtree street for considerably more than a mile is a vast territory 
which, abutting or in close proximity to the Piedmont Park property has long 
been recognized.as being the most valuable and attractive residence section of 


= _ the city. From the city limits out for a log distance the streets of this ter- 


ritory are so thickly occupied with residences that.to a person who does not 
know of the line of the city limits it would be impossible to tell where the 
city proper stops and the country begins. Thé streets are compactly built and 
the residents of the section have practically every advantage offered the resi- 
dents of the great and growing city of Atlanta. ’ 

Without Atlanta this territory would be a wilderness, but with the ad- 
vantages offered by the city it becomes what is perhaps the most valuable 
residence property of the same area in the southern states. 

Several years ago a movement. was started to extend the city limits of 
Atlanta so that this section should become a part of the city. Many of the 
residents of the territory afiected favored annexation; others opposed, but by 
practically unanimous consent the opposition agreed that if the annexation 
movement were temporarily abandoned no objection would be offered to the 
proposed incorporation at « time that would enable the city to obtain the ad- 
vantage of the statistical results that would Btcrue by having his section em- 


braced in the records of the next census. 


The most active opponents of an- 


nexation agreed to this and, by common consent, the question of corporate 
extension was dropped, witli the specific understanding that the matter was 
to be taken up again in advance of the next census, and that this territory 
should then be taken into the city limits. 


In about four years congress will call for the next census and the annexa- 
tion of this territory, regardless of the Piedmont park proposition, is then as- 


sured. Every one knows that the city 


limits will, and ought to be, extended 


prior to the census of 1910 and to do this it is, of course, recognized that the 
legislative machinery looking to annexation must be put in motion a year or 


two in advance, 


In his consideration of the Piedmont park purchase the mayor of the 
city recognizing the value of the proposed acquisition from the standpoint of'a 


pwhblic enterprise, has taken 
stockholders of the company 


- position that the city is ready to meet the 
half-way, but that to do this it will be necessary 


to annex the adjoining territory in order that, from the additional taxes so de- 
rived, the city will be enabled to pay for the obligation thus assumed. The 
mayor states that the city cannot assume the payment of the purchase amourtt 
in the present state of its finances, and he believes that an increase in the 
tax rate for the purpose of obtaining this fund would be impracticable, impos- 
sible and inexpedient. The mayor, therefore, proposes that the extension of 
the city limits be coupled with the purchas® of the park, thus assuring the 
satisfactory execution of both transactions in a manner which will meet the 


overwhelming approval of the people. 


The city council favors annexation and the property owners of the terri- 
try affected have themselves agreed not to oppose it after the limited period 


of a few years. 


With this statement of the case, therefore, does it not seem reasonable and 
rational that the problem can be worked out in an entirely satisfactory man- 
fer, giving to the city the much desired extension of its limits and, at the 
same time, the rare advantages offered in a magnificent north side park? 
The mayor's position is prompted solely by his obligation asa public WNervant, 
and that it meets the approval of the taxpayers of the city we believe there can 


be no doubt. 


The mayor does not wish to stand in the way of the Piedmont Park pur- 
chase. On the other hand ho favors it, and {s prepared to do his utmost tn 
bringing the negotiations to a satisfactory conclusion if this result can be ac- 
complished in full protection to the vast municipal interests intrusted to his 


administration. 


‘What, therefore, remains to be done? 

The city wants Piedmont Patk for dedication as a permanent playground. 

The people have long since demanded the extension of the city limits, and 
the residents of the territory affected have agreed not to Oppose the proposi- 


tion after a few years. 


Perhaps in a plain, practical, business way the problem may be solved by

An uninformed outsider, judging 
this young man solely on this tell-tale 
indication, would be largely justified 
in assuming that the primary purpose 
for which his parents gave him a col- 
legiate course had been defeated. In 
other words that he had attended his 
various classes, gone through the re- 
quisite recitations and been present at 
the prescribed number of lectures 
merely as an automaton, inspired by 
a sense of compulsion and regarding 
each day’s work as a task instead of 
as a means to a definite end. For had 
his mind been developed, his percep. 
tions quickened, his faculties trained, 
his memory storeaé With useful mate- 
rial and his imagination fired, as there 
is every reason to expect they shouid 
be by several years’ contact with 
books and scholarly associations, he | 
would not now be closing his educa- 
tional phase and beginning his actual 
career in life by appealing to outside 
aid.in the manner indicated. 


A more serious and equally natural 
supposition would be that he had also 
missed those most benign influences 
of college life, which are designed by 
example rather than precept to culti- 
vate manliness and a disgust for any- 
thing resembling moral shiftiness. Oth- 
erwise, how could he be willing to ap- 
pear before a critical audience of 
friends and strangers, presenting as 
his own the ideas and language of 


another person? How could he have 
studied the lives of those sterling old

at sa 
characters in Greek and Latin history, 
or even conned the cold righteousness 
of the course in ethics, and then 
gained his own consent to make his 
first Appearance before an impartial 
jury the occasion for acting a living, 
unescapable falsehood? 

Taking the most lenfent possible 
view of the case, let us suppose that 
he had béen what is known in college 
life as a “dull plodder.” His memory 
unreliable and his mental] processes 
sluggish, he made slow progress and 
at the windup of his college career 
discovered that his studies had left 
small perceptible impress on his intel- 
lect. Would such a condition justify 
him in buying virile ideas and ring- 
ing phrases and palming them off, par. 
rot-like, as his own? Even had he been 
denied native talent or ability, would 
it not have been inflinitely more honor’ 
able and commendable for him to have 
selected his own theme and expressed 
his own individuality, even though he 
accomplished such a task haltingly and 
at the expense of great’ mental stress? 
On the other hand, conceding that this 
latter be the correct hypothesis, he 
prefers to admit his own weakness, to 
start in life depending, cravenly on 
other minds, and worst of all, to at- 
tempt deception. Every applause won 
by resorting to such a method would 
burn itself on his memory as a re-} 
proach to a dishonorable action. 

Is there any guarantee that such 
shirking of duty and willingness to 
display as his own the product of other 
minds would not follow him through 
life in all of his business and social 
relations? 

The college and the university pres- 
sent life on a mimic scale, Alike in 
both each man must stand on his own 


‘merits. As surely as he struts about 
borrowed clothing; he will eventually 
be unmasked in such manner as can- 
‘not fail to cast suspicion on all his 
previous and future achievements. 

Use your own brains! An honest, 
sincere expression of your own indi- 
viduality, even though it be unillum-. 
ined by a single shallow epigram, is 
infinitely more manly and self-helpful 
than an electrifying address set with 
jewels of rhetoric and argosies of fact, 
if it is purchased from some other 
man’s talent. It may dazzle temporari- 
ly, but it will miserably belie your un- 
assuming course through college and 
cast an ineffaceable shadow on the life 
which lies beyond the doors of the 
commencement hall...

National Bank Directors. 

Are national bank directors eligible 
to membership in the electoral col- 
lege? 

The committee which has been in- 
vestigating the question for the dem. 
ocrats of New York has decided that 
the doubt on this score is sufficient 
to warrant the removal from the tick- 
et in that state of three men who had 
been named by the Albany convention. 
That committee, it is worthy of note, 
was made up of such eminent lawyers 
as William B. Hornblower, Adrain H. 
Joline and De Lancey Nicholl. Their 
report was in these words: 


The question whether directors or offi- 
cers of national banking associations hold 
office ‘‘of trust or profit under the United 
States” is one of doubt. The fact that di- 
rectors of national] banks are required by 
the United States statutes to take an oath 
and file the same with the controller of 
the currency, and the faot that national 
banks may be made depositories of public 
moneys or financial agents of the United 
States, bring those institutions into such 
close relationship to the federal govern- 
ment that it may be claimed that direc- 
tors of such institutions come within the 
spirit, if not within the letter, of the con- 
stitutional prohibition. 

The momentous results which may flow 
fr6m a contested question of eligibility in 
a close presidential election *make it ex- 
tremely unwise to incur the risk incident 
fo the existence of any such question. Ex- 
perience has shown that the vote of a sin- 
gie elector may determine the result of a 


_presidentia] election. ' 


In the light of this finding, ft will 
be necessary for the conventions of 
jother states to exercise great care 
in their selection of electors. 

While in practice the electors play 
merely a perfunctory partin the selec- 
tion of a president, in reality the de- 
cision is in their hands, and of course 
it will not do for any state to take 
the chances indicated by this New 
York committee 

Officers of national banks who as- 
pire to the temporary prominence of 
electors should take the precaution of 
first severing their connection with 
these financial fmstitutions.

IBULLETIN ON BOLL WEEVIL ~ 
ISSUED BY UNITED STATES 


Washington, May 2!.—<(Special.)—W iie- 
spread interest whl be felt throughout 
the south in a bulletin which the de- 
partment of agriculture is soon to issue 
upon the boll weevil. So thoroughly will 
this bulletin go into the subject that 
afficials of the agricultural] department 
unhesitatingly declare that it will be one 
of the most exhaustive treatises ever pub- 
lished concerning the life of a single 
species. W. D. Hunter and E,. Hinds, 
}the gpecia] field agents of the division 
[SP entomology, who have prepared this 
Mistory of the boil weevil, have based 
their statements on observations made 
during an extended visit to Texas, where 
the boH weevil hus ravaged the cotton 
crop. After telling of the ways and 
mode of life of this insect, the writers 
take up the question of the spread of the 
weevil. 

‘“Inyestigations of the life history of 
the weevil,” it is declared in the bulle- 
tin, “have indicated that the most im- 
portant elements in limiting the spread of 
an insect—namely, winter temperatures 
and parasites—in this case offer no as- 
surance that the pest will be soon check- 
ed. For the past ten years, except where 
local unfavorable conditions have inter- 
fered, it has advanced annually a dis- 
tance of about 500 miles. The insect is 
undoubtedly changing its habits and 
adapting itself to cumutic cunaitions in 
new regions that it is invading. It is 
undoubtedly true that it has acquired an 
ability to stand more severe frost than 
occurred in the vicinity of San Antonio 
in 1895, except in a few particular re- 
gions; however, it does not seem that 
the continued spread will be as rapid as 
it has been. The country between Gon- 
zales cOunty and the Red river is prac- 
tically a continuous cotton field, and the 
prevailing winds have undoubtedly favor- 
ed the northward spread of the insect. 
Similar conditions will now favor a rapid 
extension in the Red river valley in 
Louisiana, and linewise there seems no 
doubt that the spread will be rapid in 
the Yazoo valley in Mississippi, but in 
most other sectons throughout the beit 
the cotton fields are smaller and more 
isolated than is the case in Texas: con- 
sequently it {is to be supposed that the 
spread of the pest will be retarded some- 
what. 

“During the time it has been in Texas 
there has been no tendency toward dy- 
ing Sut, @MT in south Texas the pest is 
practically ag troublesome, except in so 
far as it is affected by changes in man- 
aging the ' crop as it was in !1895. In 
| Mexico, where it has existed for a much 
longer period, it is apparently as plentiful 
as ever. Careful attention that has been 
paid to the study of parasites and dis- 
eases, as well as temperatures unfavor- 
able to the insect, has failed to reveal any 
prospect that it will ever be much less 
troublesome than now. There will never- 
theless be seasons from time to time in 
which the damage will be less than nor- 
mal. Climatic conditions will undoubtedly 
cause temporary diminution of the num- 
bers of the pest in certain locations. In 
Texas these conditions have given rise 
almost every year to the supposition on 
the part of the planters that the insects 
have died out. This was espdécially the 
case in the region between San Antonio 
and. Beeville in 1900,/and in the vicinity 
of Corpus Christi in 1903. Both these 
years followed a series of seasons in 
which there was much less than the 
normal] rainfall; consequently not only 
had a great many of the weevils been 


{ 


killed, but the number had been diminisn- 
ed by reason of the very limited extent to 
which it was possible to raise cotton. 

“Both 1900 and i903, however, were 
exceedingly favorable. for cotton. BHariy 
planting was possible and there Was an 
abundance of rain throughout the seagon, 
The crop was so far advanced by the 
time the weevils became numerous that 
a very fair yield was made, although in 
neither of the cases was any top crop 
whatever produced. Whenever a se- 
ries of ye@rs of scanty rainfall is follow- 
ed. by one of normal precipitation the 
weevil will temporarily be comparatively 
unimportant. The most disastrous séa- 
sons will be those in which the rainfall 
is excessive and planting unavoidably 
thrown late. 

“In this connection it becomes of some 
interest to speculate as to the possibility 
that the wevil may eventually be carried 
outside of the United States and gain a 
foothold in other cotton producing coun- 
tries. Tho fact that the insect is rather 
rapidly adapting itself to conditiong in 
the United States that are quite diverse 
from those of its native home, leads te 
the supposition that it would experience 
but little difficulty in adapting itself te 
Climatic conditions wherever ce@ton may 
be grown. . 

This }r@ability of the apread of the 
weevil outside of the United States ie in- 
creased by the fact that cotton geed for 
planting purposes is frequently shipped 
from the United States to various parts 
of the globe and that within the last 
few years various conditions have caused 
a special interest to be displayed in this 
matter. There is nothing whatever to 
prevent ‘weevils that may happen to be 
sacked with cotton seed from being car- 
ried long distances on shipboard, In 
the semi-dorment candition they have 
often een konwn to go longer 
Without food than !s ordinarily required 
for a freight shipment from Galveston 
to Cape Town. Although there are no 
truly cosmopolitan cotton insects, it 
seems likely that the boll weevil may 
eventually be more widely distriduted 
than any other, 

In the effort.ito check the spread of 
the boll weevil the division of entomo)- 
vzy thas conducted elaborate tests. It 
was found in the tests with sweetened 
poison that the insects would not eat 
the sweets when confined in cages and 
deprived of their natural food and under 
these conditgns many of them die of 
starvation & was also discovered that 
when confined in a cage ‘without food tne 
weevils would eat one another. It was 
also found that a species of funglus will 
Trequently destrey the pupae of the Wee- 
vil, but neother the weevils nor the Oun- 


gus have been shown to be sufficiently 
prevalent to justify the hope that they 
will to any appreciable extant destroy 
the weevils. Several insect parasites 
have been found, dut efforts to breed 
them {n large numbers have not been 
successful. 

‘*There is at yeesant,” the bulletin con- 
ttnues, “‘no promise of any cons/dérabie 
assistance in control of the weevil by 
any parasite now known. Because of 
its peculiar life history the weevil is un- 
usually exempt from the attacks of Ppar- 
asites. Wven should one be found which 
could attack the weevil at some stage it 
would probatiy still fall to De a means oT 
efficient control, because from the very 


nature of its parasitic habits tt is Bound 
to be behind the weevil, both In point of 
numbers and in the time of its activity. 
In spite of the present unpromising out- 
look far the discovery of a valuable par- 
asite every effort to find such has been 
in vain. jt is folly for the planters, how- 


lever, to neglect or delay the adoption of 
| these mothods of decreasing weevil in- 


/ jury which teve already proven to be 
| both practicabig end effective.”

DANISH PARTIES 
IN GREENLAND 


Both Scientific Expeditions 
Reported Safe and in Good 
Health, 


Copenhagen, May 2!.—The Danish scl- 
éntific expedition to Greenland under the 
leadership of Ericksen has arrived at 
the Danish colony of west Greenland, 
after much hardship and suffering. 

The expedition reports fhat it found 
the whaling ship Gjoa with Captain 
Ammundsen’s magnetic north pole ex- 
pedition on board at Dalrymple dock. All 
the members of both expeditions are 
well. 

According to a dispatch from Dundee, 
November 16, last, whalers who had just 
returned there reported that they had 
found the Danish Ericksen expedition 
on Saunders island in a pitiable desti- 
tution. Count Moltke, the commander of 
the expedition, was extremely fll. The 
explorers, it was added, were in the 
company of Esquimaux, were living in 
a tattered tent and their food was almost 
exhausted except a supply of eggs from 
the island. They had only one gun and 
had abandoned their boat and one sledge 
at the northern part of Melville bay. The 
Danes were entirely dependent on the 
Esquimaux. The whalers left with them 
supplies and materials to build a new 
boat. 

The Ammundsen expedition sailed from 
Christiana June !2, 1903. According to 
the story the first was to go to the Is- 
land on the east coast of Greenland and 
thence to proceed for Bering strait. The 
expedition was characterized by Profes- 
sor Schmidt, of Berlin, as undertaking 
the most important task in the domain 
of terrestla] magnetism. It was planned 
to take a route never before attempted.

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‘Almost Incredible Cruely of 
Sultan of Morocco Described by 
: Correspondent. 


GERMAN IS MURDERED 
FOR EXPOSING SULTA 


Cruelty of the Sultan Attributed in 
Part to Negro Blood in His 
He Has Murdered 
Bis Wives By the 
Score. 


Special Cable. 

Berlin, May 21.—A newspaper man 
foully murdered by a king, that is the 
latest from Fez, land of revolutions 
and wholesale bloodshed. 

Doctor Sigfried Genthe, the historian, 
went to Wez, the capital of Morocco, in 
January last, for the avowed purpose of 
writing the truth about sultans of that 
country. The Cologne Gazctte, the most 
powerful and richest daily newspaper 
of the continent, had offered to pay the 
doctor’s expenses, and both the news- 
paper and its correspondent thought his 
connection with the kaiser’s official ga- 
gette would tend to protect the irtrepid 
newspaper man against violence on the 
part of the Morocco authorities. 

The sultan no sooner learned of the 
doctor's arrival fn Fez, when he invited 
him to call at the palace. There the 
newspaper man was treated like a prince, 
his majesty exploiting ‘every known de- 
vice to turn the truthful reporter into 
a miserable liar and sycophant. In this 
the sultan did not succeed, as Gcnthe’s 
letters from Fez abundantly proved. 
After the appearance of his first article, 
the doctor received distinct wariing to, 
desist criticising ‘“‘his majesty and his 
majesty’s holy predecessors, all of whom 
descended from the prophet,” but true 
newspaper man that he was refused to 
be either frightened or bribed ang went 
bravely on with his investigations and 
writings, it belng his intention to furnish 
a complete history of the Moroccan 
country, which record is wanting lo the 
present day. 

Dr. Genthe’s second critical article ap- 
peared March |, and had no sooner 
reached Fez than the writer began to 
notice that he was followed on the 
streets by suspicious characters and that 
his house was under police surveiliance. 
On March 7 his third article appeared, 
the confents reaching the palace by ca- 
ble, 

* Murdered. 

On the following day Dr. Genthe 
vanished from Fez, and The Cologne 
Gazette subsequently moved heaven and 
earth’to find him.. European detectives 
worked on the case for two or three 
weeks, all--tNe evidence gathered show~ 
ing unmistaka>ly that Dr. Genthe had 
been abducted by or with the connivance 
of the Morocco authofities. 

Not until a week ago was the do%ctor’s 
dead body found—murdered on the high 
read and horribly mutilated. 

“The work of brigands,’’ says Moroc- 
co’s sultan, but foreigners at Fez knew 
better. There is not the least doubt 
that the newspaper man was kidnaped 
while yisiting the suburbs of the capital, 
wag taken to the palace, and there put to 
the torture to induce him to retract. 
Being a man of stamina and great will 
power, the doctor probably refused point 
blank, which caused his tortureis to 
increase their torment. Whether he 
died under torture or was killed out- 
rigat will probably never be known. At 
any rate, his majesty of Morocco got nd 
of a truthful biographer of himsc!f and 
his ancestors. 


Negro Blood fn Royal Blood. 

Dr, Genthe's initia] article deals prin- 
cipally with tMe present sultan’s pre- 
decessors, and, for the first timc, an- 
nounces the fact that, while the ‘descent 
of Morocco rulers from the propict is 
more than doubtful, it can not be de- 
nied that their oldest female ancestor 
Was a negro slave. 

Negro blood in the veins of the “holy 
Sherifian family’'’—absolute rulers of true 
bellevers, MOst probab.y the publication 
of this secret more than anything else 
he wrote brought about the correspond- 
ent’s sad and terible end. 


According to Dr, Genthe's investigations - 


the pré@gent sultan is descended in the 
direct line from Mulai, son of a “low 
negro slave woman,” his father’s mis- 
tress while in the captivity of,Abu Has- 


sul. 

Tt was this admixture of negro biood of 
the lowest quality that turned the sul- 
tan’s ancestors from pious Arabs into 
blood-thiraty fiends, beginning with the 
half-negro Mulai we have but a succes- 
sion of human hyenas on  Morocco's 
throne. Among twelve kings whose his- 
tory I have studied are only three not 
notorigus for bathing in the blood of their 
subjects and for enriching the annals of 
hiiman infamy by new tortures, by cruel- 
tis without number. 

The crime with which the most feroci- 
ous of Roman emperors were charged 
pale in comparison with the misdeeds of 
the Moorish sultans styling themselves

Slaying Subjects by Thousands. 

Sultan Issahil killed 4,000 of the faith- 
ful after taking Iligh, the capital of a 
neigh ng province. The inhabitants, 
thoug n-combatants, were ‘“‘slaughter- 
*d as warning,’ their only crime be- 
ng that they remained faithful to their 
own king. On still another occasion the 
randson of the prophet condemned 2,000 
‘omen and children to death for the 
Ame réason, and when he finally cap- 
tured Fez, the present capital, its crooked 
streets and lanes ran for weeks with 
blood. Everybody, young and old, was 
killed for the greater glory of the new 
master. And after al] the former inhabi- 
tants were dead, the sultan renamed the 
town “The Holy City.’ 


Cut Off Old Man’s Foot For Fun. 

Under the reign of a certain ruler ex- 
ecutiong were so numerous that crime 
languished as much outside the ‘palace 
walls as it flourished within. Theft was 
unknown and the people of Fez, thievish- 
ly inclined as they are, did not even per- 
mit themselves to pick up articles lost 
in the street so afraid were they of in- 
curring capital punishment. One day the 
grand vizier, trying to curry favor with 
the sultan, told him that he had seen a 
sack of nuts lying on the highroad un- 
disturbed for three days—such was the 
honesty of his majesty’s subjects. 

“How dost thou know that the sack 
contained nuts?’ inquired the sultan. 

“I kicked it with my foot.” 

“With what foot?’ 

“With the right foot, your majesty.’’ 

The sultan turned to his headsman: 
“Agha, besenn’”’ (master, do thy duty) 
“knock off his right foot,” he cried, and 
the grand vizier, a man of 90, was car- 
ried out in a dying condition. 

Sultan El Hassan exterminated his en- 
tire male family in oréer to secure his 
fhrone, and that being accomplished dis- 
tributed 10,000 heads among his three 
capitals, to be mounted on pikes along 
the city walls. The heads were sécured 
by mutilating the bodies of those slain in 
battle, by dispatching the wounded and by 
killing the prisoners of war.

“According to Morocco customs 
Sultan should have a wife for every day 
in the year, but few rulers of the semi- 
negro race were satisfied with that num- 
ber. The present King’s predecessor 
for instant, a man considered quite con- 
Servative and liberal minded, had fifteen 
hundred wives. Sultan Mulai Ismail re- 
joiced at one time in the possession of 
528 sons and 342 daughters. I gather

“Ismail was probably the most insatia- 
ble butcher of men that ever lived,” con- 
tinued the murdered correspondent, “Not 
sctisfied with wholesale slaughter in wan 
he regarded the "day lost in the course of 
which he had not killed at least one man 
or ohe woman with his own hand. One 
of bis commonest. amusements was to 
run through with sword or lance slavés 
in tliting: matches. ‘Et igs reported that 
ona morning he pierced the heart of 
twenty-seven prisoners of war and slaves. 
A white star was painted on the victims 
naked breast to indicate the location 
of the vital organ, and as the descendant 
of the prophet galloped past the unhappy 
men and women, he dexterously driiled 
in his lance at the point indicated. 

““*Now my lions and tigers have food 
for a few days,’ he said, laughingly, 
when he shad finished slave number 
twenty-seven. ‘Let dinner be served at 
once, the sport made me quite hun- 
gry.’ 

Murdered Women. 

“If he found little or no occasion to 
satisfy his thirst for blood outside, he 
did not hesitate to turn his harem into 
a shambles,’’ continues the merciless Dr, 
Genthe. ‘I find that he sometimes killed 
as many @s twenty of his wives in « aay 
or night, his young sons being fwrced to 
assist him. To his boys he taught the 
art of murder methodically and reported 
with satisfaction that little Sidan killed 
a 6-foot slave when scarcely 7 years old. 
Sidan might have rivaled his father in 
the destruction of human life if Ismail 
t.ad not condemned him to death ‘at the 
age of 16. The boy was burned alive, 
while his father sat in state before the 
pyre listening to his cries of agony.’’ 

Among the sultans of the iatter half 
of the century just closed, Dr. Genthe 
singled out Abderrahman as a brute of 
the first water. “Once, while in cunver- 
sation with his friend and grand vizier, a 
letter was handed him accusing that of- 
ficial of having betrayed certain state 
secrets. ‘Vile slave,’ thundered the sul- 
tan, ‘thou didst lie to me, then. Ovly 
yesterday I had assurances from thee 
to the contrary.’

London, May 21.—Folk who hold that 
money is the root of all evil may tind 
support for that belief in the isle of Tris- 
tan Da Cuhna. For though Sseventy-sev- 
en white folk inhabit this flyspeck of 
an island in the South Atlantic, there 
is no money in circulation among them 
and, significantly enoygh, there also is 
no wrong-doing of any description. Wrote 
a recent visitor to the island, ‘Money 
be useless, for there is nothing 
to buy.” And he continued, “Living in 
honesty, sobriety and harmony, free ap- 
parently from all crime, vice, dissension 
or double dealing the inhabitants of Tris- 
tan Da Quhna seem unconsciously to 
have carried out the purpose entertained 
by the original settler in 18/1, Jonathan 
Lambert, by keeping themselves ‘beyond 
the reach of chicanery and ordinary mis- 
fortune.’ They have no written laws. All 
being law-abiding they need none, each 
doing what seemeth right in his own 
eyes. They thave no jail. Crime among 
them being unknown such an institu- 
tion would be a superfiuity. They have 
no form of government an® pay no taxcs. 
They enjoy perfect independence ad 
freedom which never degenerates into 
license. The community is absolutely 
moral.” 

Just as there ate fo newspapers in 
Tristan Da Cuhna, no postoffices, no 
churches, and no gscnools, there also 
are no shops. The only time, in fact, 
when the inhabitants think of anything 
like bargaining is when they trade with 
chips passing the island. Even then, 
however, there is no competition among 
them. All provisions. or produce of any 
kind supplied to ships are regarded as the 
common property of the community, and 
the proceeds of their sale in clothing or 
stores are distributed equally among 
the several nouseholds, the blowing of 
a horn summoning a representative of 
each family to the division. To make’ 
the system work out fairly, each fam- 
Hy takes its turn in supplying what @ 
ship needs. . 3 

Tristan Da Cuhna was discovered In 
1506 by the Portuguese navigator whose 
name it bears. Great Britain took pvs- 
session of it some three hundred years 
later, and while Napoleon was imprison- 
ed on St. Helena, 1,300 milés distant, 
placed a detachment of British soldiers 
there as a sort of outpost garrison. On 
the death of Napoleon in 1821 the sol- 
diers were withdrawn, Dut a certain 
Conporal Glass with his wife and fam- 
ily and a few other men were allowed 
to remain. In [633 the population num- 
bered forty soulg and in 1852 had risen to 
85. In the course of the next two de- 
cades twenty-five left the island for 
the United States and 45 migrated to 
the cape, reducing the number of those 
remaining on the island to 36. An en- 
umeration made in 1830 showed 109 
living there and these figures have re- 
mained the high water mark of popula- 
tion. Only one case of illegitimate. birth 
hag occurred during the history of the 
settlement and this was due to the li- 
bpertinage of a sailor who sojoerned there 
a few months. There have been two Vio- 
lent deatas, put they were cases of suli- 
cide Gue to mental derangement.

HEN one hears of all the or- 

ganized charity that is being 

done by the good women of the 
country, it is eurprising that anything 
like poverty should exist and yet in 
citfes large and small one hears of it at 
all times, and facts present themselves 
to prove the necessity of still more work 
in this direction. 

In etudious observation of the organized 
charity work being done in the larger, 
mote progressive cities it is evident that 
the most successful movements are those 
in which continued work required and the 
so~called charity organizations cooperate 
with the municipal authorities in bring- 
ing about reforms or improving the con- 
ditions of the poor. An example of this 
ig in the probation system and the es- 
tablshment of juvenile courts for the 
trial of petty offenses. 

Another principle entering into the 
more intelligent charity work of the day 
end requiring active application is the 
adoption of methods that place people 
in the way of helping themselves rather 
than the actual giving of alms, the most 
afwanced institutions for ameliorating 
the conditjons of the poor being those 
wherein the object of charity in a way 
pays for what he or she gets, or in other 
words “works” it out. In this direction 
the establishment of public laundries is 
proving a successful venture, while no 
gyetem of charity work is proving more 
euccessful in the more congested com- 
munities of the Jarge cities than that of 


social settlements, a third method requir- . 


ing adtie menticipation of those fn- 
terested. 

Although Atlanta has scarcely reached 
the size when these various charities may 
all seem necessary to hear of them from 
experienced workers is inspirational, and 
cannot but bear good: fruit. 

No woman could have heard the ad- 
dress made by Mrs. Margaret Bottome, 
of New York, before the King’s Daugh- 
ters Thursday evening and failed to feel 
her personal obligation as a worker for 
humanity.

The noblest acts of charity are those 
vherein money takes no part, and if each 
end every woman, as Mrs Bottome urged, 
would feel her individual responsibility as 
a worker for the betterment of human- 
ity, the new systems whereby the more 
intelligent philanthropy is becoming a 
power, would prevail more universally, 
with according results.

“It is a belated triumph which has at 
last crowned the bright young come- 
dienne—a triumph won by patient wait- 
ing and thard work since she took her 
career in her hands three years ago and 
determined to doff the laurels of the lead- 
ing Woman for those of the star. 

‘‘Nature has bren most prodigally kind 
to the star of ‘Tit for Tat,’ and hag ef- 
dowered her with beauty, brains and: bail- 
ance—a trinity of Bs rarely bestowed on 
one woman. 

“With this equipmest for success it 
would seem that her triumph should hawe 
been swift aud sweeping, yet it lingered 
and loitered for several seasons. 

“It was during the progress of the final 
rehearsal of ‘Tit far Tat’ that I stumbled 
through the sheeted and shadowy thea- 
ter to ask Miss Tyree a few pointed ques- 
tions. 

“From the tip of the:coquettish aigrette 
that crowned her earnest little hat to the 
toe ‘of her earnest little boots an air of 
intense nervous earnestness distinguisb- 
ed Miss Tyree’s bearing. 

“It was an @arnestn®&s that comm1- 
nicated ssf not enly to the members 
of her company and to Mr. Reinau, who 
was conducting the rehearsal, Sut which 
seemed to ooze quiveringly forth from 
Miss T'yree’s very garments. 

“T.am very far from conveying a cor- 
rect impression if I give you the idea 
that the star of ‘Tit for Tet’ i«. lacking 
in repose. Her intensity !s mot the fidgety 
restlessness of uncontrolled nerves: it is 
rather the earnest intent of the artist 
who has studied an effect from every 
point of perspective: and who palpitates 
with enthusiastic interest fn the carrying 
out.of her ideas of .the amthor’s. mean- 
ing.”’

“+l had engaged the theater for ten 
weeks, and as Kirke Le Shelle was look- 
ing for a house for his production of 
“The Barl of Pawtucket,”’ I effected an 
arrangement whereby we became, for a 
time, partners in that enterprise after 
the withdrawal of “Gretna.” 

“In the Thomas play I created the 
role of Harriet Fordyce and continued 
the past until I went to Pafls to look 
over the play market there. Oh, yes’— 
(this with an air of recalling horrors 
best forgotten—‘oh, yes, “Gretna Green”’ 
was an expensive experiment. My Ssi!s- 
ter was the most lavishly generous of 
backers and unmurmuringly provided real 
mahogany furniture -of the “Gretna 
Green” period, costumes, for both men 
and women of the cast. elaborately ar- 
tistic “‘printing,’’ and all those expen- 
sive accessories that cause most theat- 
rical angels to rustle their aurlferous 
wings in restless protest. 

“In spite of the disfavor with which 
the critics viewed “Gretna Green,”’ both 
my sister and myself had—and we have 
it still—the warmest admiration for ths 
play and its fallure to win a big.success 
was a surprise and, of course, a bitter 
disappointment to us both. However, [ 
endeavored to pocket my chagrin with 
the same philosophy with which Mrs. 
O’Connor unpoeketed her extensive finan- 
celal losses, and ‘‘Gretna Green’’ was as 
I said before, withdrawn after a brief 
run. Evidently the fate of Miss Fur- 
niss* play remains a matter of surprise 
to Miss Tyree even now, for she shook 
her. head, doubfgfully and lapsed into 
regretful reverg from which she only 
emerged when I suggested that possibly 
‘a revival of the comedy. might meet with 
success. 

“Tt ig very certain that the few small 
audiences who dared venture, forth to 
see the piece in spite of the stern dis- 
praise the critics meted out to “Gretna 
Green,” wholly approved the play and 
the players—I’m not speaking of my- 
self, please, but of the company gen- 
erally.” ; ” 

“‘Do you centemplate a possible re- 
vival of ‘“‘Gretna Green?’’’ I suggested. - 

‘“‘Miss Tyree shook her head. ‘We hope 
that ‘Tit for Tat’ will be so pronounced 
a success that revivals will be impossible, 
she said, knocking the deal table beside 
her three times for luck. The little of 
pretty stage decorations that overflowed 
the property room suggested that ‘Tit 
for Tat’ called for elaborate and experi- 
sive mountings. ‘Ana is your sister 
paying for. this production, 
asked.

But I 
preferred to assume aj] the responsibill- 
ties, so I am my own angel in this pro- 
duction.’ 

“Mrs. O’Connor, who ig a remarkahly 
attractive blonde counterpart of ,Alss 
Tyree, had joined her sister by this time, 
and nodded an affectionate affirmative 
to her statement. wl 

“When Bessie saw Mme Refane in 
‘“‘Heureuse,’’’ she said, ‘she felt that 
she had found the right play and in- 
sisted on demonstrating her own judg- 
ment at her own expense.* 

“There was no mistaking the affection- 
ate pride in the glance and the tone, and 
I should have cordially detested Miss 
Tyree if her gges had not rested with 
the same sisterly softness on, her hand- 
some sister. ‘Of course,’ sald Miss Tyree,

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CHIEF BALL WINS 
BEFORE LUMPKIN 


However, Famous Case Will i 
lo Supreme Court 


Judge Lumpkin Holds That Justice 
Ormond Cannot Try Chief Ball 
for Contempt for Turning 
Prisoner Blazer Over to 
 Extraditing Officer. 


——— 


The supreme court of Georgia must 
now decide whether Justice Walter Or- 
mond shall try Chief -of Police John W. 
Ball on the charge of contempt of court. 

Judge Lumpkin, after hearing a large 
number of affidavits yesterday, ruled that 
the justice could not try the chief on 
this charge, and in conclusion entered a 
judgment making absolute the writ of 
prohibition against Justice OQnond. 

In rendering his decision Judge Lump- 
kin said: 

“It will be readily seen that if a pris- 
oner on his way to another state under 
extradition papers may be taken and 
held under every warrant issued by a 
justice of the peace, subject to all .con- 
tingencies such as continuances, commit- 
ment and the like, the extradition laws 
would prectically amount . to nothing. 
Such a state of affairs would simply 
amount to a prosecutor being able to re- 
peal the laws of congress.’’ 

There were present in the ‘court room 
the two parties to the litigation, Chief 
Bali and Justice Ormond, their attor- 
neys and a large number of policemen 
and other spectators. Chief Ball was 
represented by City Attorney Mayson and 
Assistant City Attorney Hill, while Jus- 
tice Ormond was represented by Reuben 
and Lowry Arnold and Harvey Hill. 

All testimony was by .affidavit and no 
Witnesses were placed on the stand and 
examined. Several were prepared and 
sworn in the court room, however. 
The trial of the case was taken up short- 
lv after 9 o’clock in the morning, and it 
was about 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
when Judge Lumpkin finished delivering 
his decision. 

Only one.speech was made, this being 
Attorney Reuben Arnold and dealt only 
with the issuas of fact made by the plead- 
ings and affidavits. 

No Collusion by Ormond. 

Tn handing down his decision Judge 
Lumpkin said several times that he did 
not intend by anything he said to inti- 
mate that Justice Ormond had been 
guilty of any collusion whatsoever, nor 
did he cast any reflections on the motive 
of Attorney Withers, who swore out the 
Warrant againut Harding before Justice 
Ormond. 

In the affidavits introduced practically 
the same statements were made pro and 
con as have appeared heretofore in The 
Constitution, the same charges being re- 
iterated on the one hand and denied 
vigorously on the other. Affidavits from 
both Chief Ball and Justice Ormond were 
read and filed and in addition affidavits 
from a number of attaches of Justice Or- 
mond’s court, a number of policemen, 
newspaper reporters and others. 

Copies of the papers on which Detec- 
tive Callahan was carrying Harding from 
Florida to Ohio and copies of the habeas 
corpus proceedings before Judge Cal- 
houn were introduced by Chief Ball's at- 
torneys and by Justice Ormond's attor- 
neys the warrant issued by the justice 
and an affidavit from United States Com- 
missioner Colquitt in regard to a war- 
rant issued by the latter against Hard- 
ing were introduced. 

When these affidavits had all been read 
Judge Lumpkin adjourned the court for 
fifteen minutes during which time he 
repaired to his chambers to make up his 
decision. 

On returning and calling the court to 
order once more he delivered his opin- 
ion in part as follows:

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Ohio. The governor of Ohio issued a 
requisition for his person, which was 
duly honored by the governor of Florida, 
who issued his executive warrant direct- 
ing that this man of many names be de- 
livered to the agent of the governor of 
Ohio for transportation ¢o that. state, 
The person appointed by the governor 
of Ohio as his agent in this case was one 
Callahan. 

“While in*' transit Callahan stopped for 
a brief interval in the city of Atlanta 
and deposited his prisoner in the police 
station for safe keeping, not relinquish- 
ing his authority or control over Hard- 
ing, but merely using the police station 
as a place of safe custody as a matter 
of comity common to police of all cities 
in the country. 

‘‘Before he could be carried out of At- 
lanta, Harding, Davis or Blazer, as the 
case may be, swore out a warrant against 
the extradition agent, charging him with 
kidnaping. After some delay Callahan 
was carried before Justice Ormond for a 
hearing and there it appeared that Cal- 
lahan had proper extradition papers and 
Harding was identified as the person 
named in these papers. Thereupon Judge 
Ormond dismissed the warrant. 
“A writ of habeas corpus was then 
taken out by the prisoner against both 
Callahan and Chief of Police John W. 
Ball and the prisoner was brought be- 
fore Judge Calhoun. There aé proper 
trial was held and by judgment of the 
court the prisoner was returned to the 
custody of Callahan. 

Case Is Reviewed. 
“Before the decision of the court in 
this case William H. Withers went be- 
fore Justice Ormond and swore out a 
warrant charging the prisoner, who had 
been remanded to the custaly of Calla- 
han, with being a common cheat and 
swindler. This warrant was placed in 
the hands of a deputy sheriff and upon 
the announcement of the _ decision of 
Judge Calhoun in the habeas corpus case 
an attempt was made to arrest the 
prisoner on this warrant charging cheat- 
ing and swindling. 

“Some controvery was had in regard 
to the matter and the prisoner was re- 
turned to the police station. The chief 
of police consulted the city attorney as 
to his duty in the case’ and the, result 
was that the prisoner was taken by Cal- 
lahan, as extradition agent of the state 
of Ohio. and carried on to Ohio, the 
ohief of police offering no resistance and 
allowing this to be done. 

“Before the chief of police allowed this 
to be done there occurred some discus- 
sion er communication Detween himself 
and Justice Ormond, which, according to 
the affidavit of the justice himself, was 
as follows.”’ 

Judge Lumpkin here read axtracts from 
the affidavit of Justice Ormond, after 
which he continued his decision. 

“There is very much evidence of a con- 
flicting nature ag to what the justice of 
the peace has stated in regard to what 
his intentions were. | 

“After the chief of police had allowed 
Callahan to take the prisoner and con- 
tinve on his journey: Justice Ormond, 
of bis. own notion, issued a Tule against 
the chief of police requiring him to show 
cause why he should not be attached for 
contempt. Tihereupon the chief of police 


| applied to this court for a writ of pro- 


hibition to prevent the magistrate ‘from 


proceeding further in this matter. A 


a a 


rule nisi was issued and upon a hear- 
ing @ demurrer and motion to dismiss 
was made by the respondent on the ground 
that the petition for the writ. on its face, 
set forth no case. Argument was heard 
and an earnest effort made to show that 
the chief of police had no right to allow 
the agent of the state of Ohio to proceed 
and if he had done so that he was auil- 
ty of contempt of court. Thus in the 
language of himself and counsel has 
Judge Ormond’s position been set forth.”’ 

Judge Lumpkin then read from the con- 
stitution of the Untted States and the 
revised federal statutes in regard to the 
rights of states in matters of extradi- 
tion. Continuing, he said: 

“Iextradition is largely a matter of fed- 
eral legislation, though states may pass 
additional or supplementary laws in aid 
of the federal laws on the subject, but 
not in conflict with them, and so far as 
1 know there is no law of Georgia in con- 
flict with the laws of the United States 
which provide the right of extradition 
for the different states. 


Scope of Extradition. 

“It will be readily seen that if a pris- 
oner on his way through the state may 
be taken and ‘held On every warrant 
sworn out before a justice of the peace 
the extradition laws would practically 
amount to nothing. J will not discuss 
the evidence of the prosecutor's motives 
in taking out this warrant against Hard- 
ing. Without doing s0, suffice it to say 
that when a prisoner under a reguiar 
extradition warrant, regularly issued, is 
in transit through this state no prosecu- 
tor or officer of the state has any right 
to take him away from the extradition 
agent except on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings to inquire into the legality of the 
custody. 

“Tf a prosecutor might go into several 
counties through which the prisoner 
might chance to pass or before several 
justices in the same county and have 
warrants issued upon which the prisoner 
might be taken from the custody and 
control of the extradition agent (and if 
the prosecutor could do it once he could 
do it any number of times) it would sim- 
ply amount to a prosecutor’s being able 
to repeal acts of comegress. 

‘This is true if the prosecution is iIn- 
stituted with the best intentions and mo- 
tives and is a bona fide effort to prose- 
CUte a crime If the intentions and mo- 
tives are not thus pure it can readily be 
seen how much stronger the reason is 
why this should not be allowed. I do 
not mean to intimate, however, that Jus- 
tice Ormond was guilty of any collusion, 
but if this thing could be done With colg 
busion or without collusion the extradi- 
tion laws might just as well be repealed.’ 

In concluding Judge Lumpkin entered 
the judgment making absolute the writ 
of prohibition against Justice Ormond, 

After the adjournment of court Jus- 
tice Ormond was asked what he had to 
say concerning the case and the decision, 
He replied: 

‘‘All the parts that pinched were erad- 
icated in the decision of the court and 
it was made only a question of law. 
which the judge ruled on. We ’ 
however, take the case up on a bill of 
exceptions. All the affidavits read today 
will have to be filed by the clerk Of the 
court, which will necessarily take some 
time. As soon, however, as that is fin- 
ished we will begin the preparation of our 
bi of exceptions, probably about Mon-

Hottest Day in the 
Year. 


The weather today is likely to be falr 
with stationary temperature. 

Yesterday was the hottest day of the 
present year—the hottest by 3 degrees. 
The thermometer started going up yes- 
terday afternoon and it never stopped 
until it had climbed to the 83 mark. 
As the minimum showed only 60 de- 
grees, this made an average of the 
day of more than 71 degrees, which was 
3 degrees warmer than the normal. 

While these figures are nothing in 
comparison with those of other years, the 
weather has been so much the other way 
that the warm spell came as a decided 
change from the kind of tempeartures 
that Atlanta has been enjoying for the 
past few months. 

April was within one of being the cold- 
est month on record and it has been 
pretty much the same way with the 
other months of the year, as the cOm- 
bined temperatures of the days of 1904 
show a big deficiency in temperature 
over the normal. The consequence has 
been that every one has been waiting 
for the warm weather to start in and 
yesterday the wait came to an end. 

For many of those who work in of- 
fices, yesterday was a half holiday and 
the afternoon found the streets crowded 
with sojourners on the way to Ponce 
de Leon, Grant park and other recrea- 
tion places. For practically the first 
time this year, it was possible to see 
men remove their hats and wipe the per- 
spiration from the hat bands, and there 
is no surer proof that su®imer is at 
| hand. 

The nearest approach to the maximum 
temperature of yesterday in this present 
year was on April 15 when the thermom- 
eter registered 80 degrees. Since that 
time the weather has been rather un- 
certain until May steppeu into the calen- 
dar.

The hnale was raised in 1870 on the 
plantation of C. C. Jones, about 12 miles 
from LaGrange, in Troup county, Geor- 
gia, and weighs 612 pounds, At one time 
the grower of this bale was offered 22 
cents a pound for the staple, but devfined 
it, and kept the bale through thirty 
years of cotton production. This his- 
toric cotton bale was one of four that 
Mr. Jones held over out of his crop of 
1870. The other three were disposed of 
in order to accommodate a friend who 
desired to make a loan of Mr. Jones. 
The planter devoted the proceeds of three 
bales to accommodate his friend, but re- 
served one, as he put it, “for seed.’’ It 
has never been touched since that day, 
assis testified by well known and reliable 
men, who knew the panter and who had 
geen the bale from time to time in his 
wagon loft, where it has been sheltered 
from the weather for over thirty years. 
Their testimony was made before the 
ordinary and clerk of Troup county, and

the cotton bale are entirely reliable and 
have a record for veracity. 

The accompanying photograph of the 
bale shows Mr Jones as he appeared, on 
the first day of March of this year. His 
son, who was born about two vears after 
the bale was ginned, is driving the team, 
and the bale with its double bagging, the 
extra one having been put qn to take the 
place of the former, which was fast go- 
ing to decay, is plaimly seen. Mr. Jones’ 
death occurred on March 26, only a few 
days after the photograph was taken. 

An offer was made him to send thig 
bale for exhibit to the Paris exposition, 
and he was guaranteed $1,000 for the 
cafe return of his property after the fair, 
He. did not accept .the proposal, however, 
but now the cotton will be sent by his 
children to form a part of the Georgia 
agricultural display at St. Louis. 

The development in the process of gin- 
ning and baling from the date this cotton 
Was grown in 1870 until the present time 
would present an interesting study. It 
was baled in an old-style cvtton press 
operated by a long wooden pin, to which 
a single mule was hitched. The gtaple 
is beautifully white, having been picked 
without any rain having failen upon it 
from the date the bolls opened.

xxvi, 17-30. May 29, 1904. 


The Passover. 
LL the singing blastn caravans 
had come to a halt with the high 
grace-note of the last “song of de- 

grees,” “Our feet shall stand within thy 

gates, O Jerusalem!” Green booths and 
snowy tents dotted all the valleys and 
slopes around the city, and three million 
worshipers made ready for the morrow. 

Over two hundred thousand lambs had 

been purchased and marked for sacrifice, 
and all the details of the joyous festi- 
val were being attended to. 

Jesus tarried yet in the sweet and rest- 
ful seclusion of Bethany; but His disci- 
bles knew very well that He who had 
gaid, “Thus it becometh Me to fulfill ali 
lrighteoueness,” would not ignore the 
reat Pascha. ‘The question was not if 
Hie would eat it, but where He would 
‘do so. Two of the disciples are at once 
cammissioned to make the necessary 
preparations. They are sent with sealed 
orders, no dowbt, to keep the traitor off 
their track. Not one of the remaining 
ten could possibly divine the place until 
they arrived there in the evening. A 
man. doing a woman’s work (carrying w3a- 
ter) would be novelty enough to serve 
them as a sign. Jesus bade the messen- 
gers ask for a lowly place, some hallway. 
He will. fain make the circuit. As He 
ispent His first night on earth in “a lodg- 
ing,” so He would fain spend His last 
one. He knows beforehand, however, that 
His nameless but well-to-do disciple, 
‘John Mark's father, perhaps, will give 
Him the best his stately manor affords. 

The disciples are off at once upon their 
errand. They find it as Jesus had said. 
"The proprietor of the house gladly places 
at their disposal a spacious room, cap- 
able of holding a hundred or more. But 
they will not be asked to share it with 
Other paschal parties. They shall have 
it in completest privacy. It is in the 
second story, which will add to thelr 
Seclusion. Its walls have been freshly 
whitened, and tile-floor scoured for this 
‘very occasion. The low, gayly-painted 
‘table is already in position, with the 
couches forming three sides.of a hollow 
Square about it. The hanging lamps, 
dishes, basins and water jars, al] are in 
position. The disciples view the place 
with grateful satisfaction, and then Murry 
out to make the necessary purchases— 
the wine, and cakes of unleavened bread; 
the vinegar, salt and bitter herbs, the 
nuts, raisins, apoles and almonds to make 
the compost of, reminder of the clay in 
the brickyards of Egypt; and, most im- 
portant of all, the year-old lamb. One of 
them carries the lamb on his shoulders, 
the sacrificial knife sticking in its fleece 
or tied to its horns. At 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, at sound of trumpet blast, 
with all others who had been similarly 
commissioned, they went into the inner 
court of the temple. At these blasts, 
they, .with thousands of others, struck 
the death blow to their victim while the 
priest caught the blood in a golden ves- 
Sel, and passed it up to the high altar. 
As the disciples held the lamb upon a 
etick that rested .:.pon eneir shoulders, it 
Was quickly flayed. The parts devoted 
-to God were separated; then, wrapping 
the victim in its own skin; they started 
for the hovwse where :hey wrre to cele- 
brate the feast. The carcass, trussed 
upon skewers of pomegranate in shape of 
& cross, was baked in the household 
oven.

The three first stars are 
shining now, and the silver trumpets sig- 
nal the feast to begin. Shame, shame! 
The unseemly dispute as to precedence 
breaks out once more as the disciples 
Scrambie for the most eligible places. 
Jesus rebukes them in an acted parable, 
performing for them*the menial! task of 
a scullery drudge. Now the paschal ban- 
quet begins. The ritual is used, the rub- 
rics observed. The cup is passed with 
thanksgivine. Bitter herbs, dipped in vin- 
egar, are eaten in remembrance of Egypt. 
The unleavened bread, with a bit of 
the roasted Inmb upon it, is taken ‘by 
each. Another cup is passed. There is 
the customary hand-washing. Jesus, as 
the symposiarch, discourses upon the sig- 
nificance of the feast. They break out in 
the joyous singing of the first part of the 
Hallel. (Psa. exiii-cxiv.) The third and 
last cup goes from hand to hand, and 
then they sing the second part of the 
Hallel. (Pso, exv-cxvilli.) 

At times through the feast, Jesus gives 
intimations, increasingly distinct, of His 
betrayal and betrayer. He suffers not 
His manner toward Judas te change. He 
probably let him take the chief place at 
the table. He certainly washed his feet, 
and gave him his portion with His own 
hand. But the devil was in his heart, 
and. the thirty pieces in his scrip. An 
iricubus was lifted when the apvustate left 
the table. All that remained of the pas- 
chal ritual was the. blessing of_ praise 
with which it was always closed. They 
were all expecting it. The innovation 
could not but be noticed by those who 
had followed one programme annually 
from the time when they were (0 years 
old. Instead of lifting His hand in 
e@@iction, Jesus reached over to the dish 
of unleavened bread upon the,table, and, 
taking up a piece, He rose from the mat, 
and blessed it, and, as He passed from 
one to another, He broke it, giving each 
a morsél, saying, “Take, eat; this is My 
body.” « Then He filled the cup, and, 
agaly giving thinks, and passing it from 
ohe to. another, He said, “This is My 
blood of the new covenant, which is shed 
for many for the remission of sing.’’ Then 
followed His words of institution, “This 
do im remembrance of Me.” ¢ 


The cenbiien of Judas was the only 
hgly spot in the feast of love. Jesus, 
without openly criminating him before 
the company, plainly announced that one 
of the Twelve would betray Him. He 
did this for their sakes, that they might 
know He was perfectly aware of His 
impending fate,- and, not being at all sur- 
prised, voluntarily submitted to it. He 
did it for Judas’ sake. It was His last 

appeal to the traitor. He gave Judas 

the chief place at the table, washed his 
feet, gave him his portion with his own

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IS NEW VERSION OF BIBLE 
AS POPULAR AS THE OLD

It has often been asked by students of 
the Bible, ‘Is the new version of the Bi- 
ble as popular as the old?’’ 

The Ram’s Horn. has. recently pub- 
lished the views of a great number of 


| representative people on this subject. A 


few of these we reproduce as showing 
tne general trénd of thought: 

“Are new versions of the Bible unpopu- 
lar? It must be considered that the King 
James’ version of the Bible was not the 
only one, and possibly not the very best, 
but without a doubt the most popular. 
It took better than the others and seems 
to be the hardest to let go. 

“Very few people who are used to tae 
old version care for any other, but make 
out with helps, Bible dictionaries and 
commentators. There is no material dif- 
ference in the many versions. As tu their 
teaching, they never lose its true mean- 
ing. They, however, are all versions and 
not the original. 

“It is reasonable that the oldest MSS, 
saould be the purest; for in copving there 
is great danger of erring a little every 
time, and the revisers of the revised ver- 
Sion used the most original MSS. and 
were, if anything, the best scholars. 

“A man who reads his Bible (as all per- 
sons should) at the rate of once a year, 
and reads in the different languages (dif- 
ferent versions), cannot help but consider 
a little improvement necessary. In one 
you read sometimes as to quality and in 
another as to quantity about the same 
taing, as in Ecc, xil, 3, about grinders. 
Some words, as prevent, let, and others, 
mean almost the contrary to those used 
in modern English. II Sam., viii, 13 does 
not agree with the heading of Psa. 1x. 
The age of the person spoken of is not 
the same in both passages, as shown. in 
II Kings xxvii, 8 and II Chron. xxxvi, 9. 
Sometimes it is hard to find tae meaning 
of statements, as II Sam. xv, 7. 

“How could it hurt to eorrect a mis- 
take? ‘Truth forever overcomes.”’ 

“Tam glad that your columns are open 
to the discussion of the question of the 
new version. I have hesitated to give 
expression to my views and feelings in 
regard to it, thinking that the wise heads 
who have so laboriously hunted through 
the sacred Scriptures in search of tech- 
nical or grantmatical errors might feel 
that the opinions of one old fellow who 
dareq to disagree with them were not 
worthy of notice, but since your cor- 
respondent, C. N., has opened the way 
I venture to speak my piece, 

“This pretended revised ve@rsion re- 
minds me of the up-to-date. school girl 
who reported to her mother that she 
had found an error in the Bible. ‘Kill 
it, kill it! exclaimed the mother, ‘I 
thought something was eating the leaves.’ 

“I, like your esteemed North Carolina 
correspondent, have never owned a copy 
of this new venture and probably never 
will, but from what examination I have 
made I have only discovered a labored 
attempt to find a distinction ‘without a 


‘difference, tending only to befog the mind 


of the reader and destroy the sacredness 
of the dear old Book. The attempt to 
eliminate the great and glorious name ot 
God from the text and substitute some 
other softer term seems to me to almost 
partake of sacrilege. In my Sunday 
school days we had to commit our.les- 
sons to memory, and commencing with 
the first verse of the New Testament 1 
learmed every verse to the end of The 
Acts and I am loth to accept any other 
rendering as Gospel truth. 

“The Apostle Paul says, ‘Charity suf- 
fereth long and is kind.’ The change 
of the word charity to love I do nor 
believe exvresses all that Paul meant, 
as we may have charity for the acts of 
those we do not love. Now, love is an 
affection of the mind excited by beauty 
and worth of any kind and the word 
love does not express the full meaning 


of the Apostle. There are many other 
passages of like nature so changed that 
it seems to me the full force is de- 
stroyved., 

“IT have read and studied the Word of 
God as expressed in ovr old Bible, frem 
my youth to past three score years ‘and 
ten, and it is still good enough for me. 

“IT have not much love and I fear not 
much charity for the advanced thought, 
the new theology or revised versions. The 
Koran and many other books teach goo®# 
morals, but when I want the pure gos- 
pel I am satisfied to go to the good ald 
Book. 

“ft admire the simple faith of the old 
lady who declared that if the Bible said 
Jonah swallowed the whale she would 
belleve it.’’ 

“Referring to the recent article, ‘Are 
new versions of the Bible unpopular?’ T 
wish to say that the new versions had 
done more to weaken my faith In the 
Bible before I was saved than anything 
else could possibly accomplish. In the 
first place, when I was a bov 14 years 
old, though not a Christian, I used to 
read the Bible, and became very much 
interested. I delighted to read about God 
creating the world, and leading the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt and how He 
parted the Red sea and thus made a way 
of escape for His children from the 
Egyptians. Then in the New Testament 
I read how ‘God so loved the world, that 
He gave His only begotten Son.’ to suffer 
and die on @he’cross for poor sinners, 
that they might not perish, but have 
everlasting life. 

“The first time IT read the new version 
of the Bible I wag sick at heart. I sald 
to myself, one Bible readg one way and 
the other another way. How am I to 
know whether either one js true? There- 
fore, although I continued to read the 
Bible, TI only read it the same as TI would 


any story of fiction, just to pass away’ 


the time. 

“The devil is a shrewd fellow and he is 
using professed Christians to so twist 
God's word that in a few years there will 
be very few Bibles of the King James’ 
version left. The old version 1s 
enough for me. Yours saved and sancti- 
fied. 

“In your last issue—referring to the 
question of introducing new versions of 
the Bible—you ask, ‘Shall we limit our- 
selves to the St. James’ version or ac- 
cept others?’ Your query touches the 
root of the trouble. So many people ap- 
pear to have canonized King James of 
England into Saint James, and the 
seholars that he employed to translate 
the Bible from a language that the peo- 
ple did not understand into one that they 
did seem _ to have been elevated 
into the ‘position of inspired apos- 
tles, that it is held to be 
sacrilegious to question the final per- 
fection of their work for all time. To talk 
about the ‘splendid old wotd’ is all very 
well, but let us remember that it is far 
more important for us to get at the true 
meaning of the ‘splendid old words’ of 
the original writers, who were inspired 
of the Holy Ghost, than it is to retain the 
‘splendid new words’ of some men who 
lived in I611. : 

“If we are hankering after the exact 
words of a mere translation into English, 
why not go back a little earlier than 
i611, and take some of such ‘splendid 
older words’ as these: ‘Forsothe it was 
don in the days a maundement went out 
fro Caesar August that al the wofid 
shulde be discruyed’ (Wycliffe’s version, 
St. Luke ii, 1). The people who lived in 
Wycliffe’s day understood these words, 
but the language has changed, and we 
need new er to express the same 
ideas.

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printed in his version: ‘Hit folowed in 
thoose dayes that there wente oute a 
commandment from Auguste the em- 
perour that all the woorlde shulde be 
valued.’ 

“Two hundred years. fter the! author- 
ized or King James’ version was publish- 
ed, better suited t6 the. needs of the peo- 
ple with their changed language, and 
more exact in its translation of the orig- 
inal Greek and Hebrew. 

“In 1885. after fourteen years’ patient 
work and prayer,«the flower of English 
scholarship put forth the «revised version 
in which they say what we know the 
authorized version meant, viz: ‘Be not 
anxious for the morrow,’ instead of ‘Take 
no thought for the morrow.’ ‘This is my 
blood of the new covenant,’ instead of 
‘This is my blood of the New Testament,’ 
etc. 

“When we cling to the words Of St. 
James’ version, instead of seeking the 
true meaning, let us remember that one 
of the greatest Hebrew scholars of that 
day wrote to King James that he ‘would 
rather be torn by wild horses than allow 
such a version to be imposed on the 
church,’ 

“You ask, ‘Shall we limit ourselves to 
the King James’ version, or accept oth- 
ers?’ Accept others, by all means. We 
can hardly have tog many responsible 
versions. What we need is the truest in- 
terpretation of the original texts. This 
childish clinging to outgrown forms is 
little Jess than the pagan’s devotion to 
his fetich. It is the burning of sacred 
fires on the altars of essential supersti- 
tion, prejudice, or bigotry. It is the old- 
time disastrous bondage of the letter. 

“We must have the divine revelation 
of God's nature and will, but the given 
form of it may be more or less exact. 
Unquestionably, the consecrated: learning 
of the present can give to the English 
reader a more intelligent version than 
King James’ translators. The ‘“Twenti- 
eth Century New Testament,’ for exam- 
ple, is by competent scholars and from 
the purest Greek text, and in modern lan- 
guage. Can any impartial judge give a 
good reason why tnmis should not be in 
the hands of the people? 

“<“F, C, N.’ thinks news versions are 
growing uhpopular, especially among 
ministers. I think the mén in al) denom- 
inations ,whom God ts choosing as the 
reformers and prophets of this critical 
hour, welcome tha new versions and use 
them to find Christ and further His king- 
In this age of devout science let us 
not give place for a moment. to positions 
that are no longer tenable. One thing 
is quite certain, we have the Revelation, 
divine, inspired authoritative, and we 
are not in the feast danger-of losing it."

“IT cannot ride a smali turtle. It is 
absurd to think a ten-stone turtle could 
float a ten-stone man.

But you can mount a large 
turtle, full of vitality, while it is trying 
to escape from you and prevent it ‘sound- 
ing’ or going to the bottom.’’ 

“How do you prevent it sounding?” 

“Ah, that is partly will power and 
partly a trick I have’ taught myself. 
Probably it has never been done by any- 
one before. I am having two turtles a 
month sent over.”’

I went to the 
West Indies and Nicaragua, where I saw 
the turtle, fields: then to Colombia, Mexi- 
eo, Central America, San Francisco, the 
land of the Maories, and Australda, where 
I met with confirmation of all my extra- 
ordinary’ adventures that had been so 
much disputed.”

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Verdict Against Religious Paper. 
A verdict of $24,000 was given by a 
jury in Boston last week in a libel case 
against Zion’s Herald. Rev. Dr. Schell 
some years ago, when secretary of the 
Epworth League, made a private con- 
tract to aid in selling a song book pre- 
pared for it by E. O. Excell. Dr. Schell 
was to receive | cent for each copy sold. 
When the contract was discovered great 
indignation was aroused among Metho- 
dists against Dr. Schell, who was charged 
with using his official position for im- 
proper purposes. - Zion's Herald took the 
lead in the accusations, though many 
other papers regarded Dr. Schell’s course 
as reprehensible. Dr. Schell found it 
necessary to resign his position, and 
brought suit for damages with the reé- 
sult above given. The award is said to be 
the highest ever given in a similar case, 
and has caused much surprise to Metho- 
dists and to the public generally. We 
have heard the opinion expressed that 
in such a case as thig a religious news- 
paper is regarded by the average jury 
much as a railroad corporation is re- 
garded when a suit for damage is 
brought against it for personal injuries. 
The case goes to a higher court on ex- 
ceptions as to points of law, and a mo- 
tion may be filed to set aside the verdict 
as axcessive and against the evidence. 


Russian Cruelties. 

If reports are true, barbaric cruelties 
are being inflicted in an unne@essary and 
urcustifiable manner by the Russians 
upon the natives in certain sections of 
Manchuria. These outrages, as current- 
ly reported, cannot possibly be necessary 
to the prosecution of the war with Japan. 
They are bloody and bartariq:;: and, 
should they continue, Russia will forfeit 
any right to be regarded as a civilized 
Christian nation. 


Another Leader Gone. 

The death of Mr. Henry Waterhouse 
is a great loss to the Hawaiian Islands. 
He was for many years president of the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association, and 
held many positions of trust in the re- 
ligious as well as in the political and 
business affairs of the islands. He was 
thoroughly familiar with the native 
language, in which he often preached to 
the people with force and eloquence. As 
one of the delegates to the International 
Congregational Council in Boston in 1899 
he made meny friends here and among 
representatives of our churches in Am- 
erica and elsewhere. 


Nonconformist Victories. 

Notwithstanding the effort of the 
Bisbop of London and his colleagues on 
the Episcopal bench to induce the elec- 
tors of London to return members of 
the county council favorable’ to the 
education act so reprehensible to Non- 
conformists, the recent elections have 
gone against the Moderate candidates, 
and the Progressives retain the relative 
power they had before sectarian bitter- 
ness was interjected into the municipal 
campaign by the bishops.

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Mr. Dowie in Australia. 

No man in Australia has excited so 
much hostility in so short a time as Rew. 
John Alexander Dowie. He began his 
mission in Sydney, Sunday. February 
14. He left Svdney for Melbourne on 
Thursday, after having achieved the 
most remarkable failure as a speaker 
that any public man of pretensions has 
ever accomplished in New South Wales. 
From Monday to Wednesday he did not 
finish any of his addresses because e 
could -not. Not even the prayers and th> 
Doxology were alla@ed to go uninter- 
rupted. When he wept his hearers tit- 
tered, when he snoke of his “self-sacri- 
fice’’ he was loudly jeered at. The gen- 
eral feeling of those without any per- 
sonal bias was one of amazement that 
a man with no great powers of speech 
and of personal appearance more com- 
ical than imonosing should have made 
such claims; and of still greater amaze- 
ment that so many people in America 
should have accepted them. His pro- 
phetic pretensions, his robes, his car- 
riage, his valet, his putting up at tho 
most expensive hotel in the city excited 
reprobation. From a financial point of 
view, too, the Sydney visit has been a 
great disaster to him. 


Church Property Increase. 

The unearned increment 
comes to churches which choose a site 
for property that afterward is situated 
in the heart of a business distriet is seen 
fn the increase in price of property in 
New York city, corner of Thirty-fourth 
street and Broadway. The Broadway 
tabernacle in 1857 paid $78,500 for the 
land; in 1902 the property was sold for 
$1,300,000; last week it was sold again 
for $2,000,000 approximately. 


The World’s Age. 

An expert western geologist estimates 
that the Sierra Nevada mountains are 
3,000,000 vears old. It is in light of such 
opinions as these, arrived at by patient 
study of phenomena, that much of the 
traditional belief of men respecting the 
chronology of the race set forth in 
Genesis becomes symbolical and not his- 
torical. Professors S. R. Driver and W. 
H. Bennett, in thelr handbooks on Gen- 
esis, just issued, very frankly set aside 
the historicity—in the modern sense—of 
much of Genesis. 


The Supply of Ministers. 

The disparity grows wider year by 
year between the number of ministers go- 
ing forth from our thedlogtcal seminaries 
and the increase in number of our 
churches, though that increase is far too 
smali. This slow growth is in part be. 
cause’ as a denomination we educate so 
few ministers. We learn from Secretary 
Anderson, whe compiles the year book, 
that our seven seminaries expect to 
graduate 109 students this segson, nine 
less than last year. Ten of these have 
been accepted by the American board for 
the foreign field. Not all of the ninety-

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SECOND ANNUAL Y.M.C. A. PICNIC AT TALLULAH FALLS

f One of the most enjoyable picnics ever 
hconducted by the Young Men’s Christian 
Association came to a happy and success- 
ful close on Thursday night. 

Every one in the party of seven hundred 
or eight hundred Young Men’s Christian 
Association members went with their 
lminds fully made up to have a good 
time, a real jolly good time, and without 

n exception each and every one did. 

The train was scheduled to leave the 

epot at 8 a. m. Thursday morning, but 
ithrough several unaccountable and un- 
‘avoidable happenings was delayed until 
nearly 9 a. m. 

As svon, however, as the engine did 
give a good tug at the long train of ten 
coaches, and it was evident that at last 
the party was “off,”’ a long and pro- 
tracted yell of delight swept from coach 
to coach. 

The first part of the trip—that stretch- 
ing between Atlanta and a point just this 
Side of Gainesville—was without any spe- 
cial interest or incident. But at this 
juncture. of the trip it was announced 
that the train had been literally ‘held 
up’ by The Constitution's official -pho- 
tozrapher, who. ptanted his camera in 
front ef the engine and insisted that he 
be allowed to get a picture of the train 
and crowd before they proceedeg further.

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SOMETHING OF RUSSIANS AND THEIR LOVE FOR CZAR | 


_ Mrs. Robert Emory Parks, in a Letter Ftom Russia, Tells of St. Petersburg and Moscow, Two Famous Cities 
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By: Emily #. Park. 


OTEL DE FRANCE, Petersburg, 
August 8.—Our sight-seeing today 
began with a visit to the monastery 
of Alexander Nevski, the patron saint of 


Petersburg, next to its founder, We heard 


again the marvelous singing of the Rus- 
sian choirs, and saw a most impressive 
service, conducted by the metropolitan of 
Petersburg, in special observance of the 
ezarina’s birthday. To describe the mag- 
nificence of the tomb and shrine of Nev- 
ski is beyond the power of my pen. The 
tomb of Christ—there is always one in 
every Russian church—with a picture or 
mosaic of the Savior on top of the sarco- 
phagus, which was solid silver, gilded, 
and wonderfuily wrought in figures in re- 
lief, was .in the shape of a little temple, 
with a golden roof supported by malachite 
pillars. 

I stood just behind the choir, At one 
side of the church, trying to discern 
where the singers hid their grand organ 
pipes. You could not believe that human 
voices could give forth So 
deep, so powerful, so resonant, so sweet. 
The doors of the church were thronged 
with beggars, deformed, lame and blind— 
in striking contrast to the gorgeous 
blazonry within—the only place we have 
seen many beggars in Petersburg. They 
reminded me of the poverty visible about 
the doors of Notre Dame jin Paris. Ah! 
if rubles were raimenf, diamonds, drink 
and malachite meat, these poor wretches 
could be fed and clothed. 

Near the Alexander Nevski church is 
another chapel, where the Rusa#®n no- 
bility are buried. The marble vaults, 
which we saw nowhere else, were miracles 
of beauty and costliness. 

Then we visited the imperial stables— 
the czar has 800 horses, the finest in the 
world—and saw the state carriages, 
dozens of silver, gilt and gold equipages

# upholstered in damask and velvet, and 
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studded with Siberian brilliants and all 
sorts of stones.

coaches had a panel painted by Watteau, 
which cost 60,000 rubles ($25,000) for 
the one panel. *‘Peter’s coach made 
by itself’—as the guide informed us 
in grammatical English—is ‘‘no great 
things’’ (guide dialect)—showing only that 
this industrious giant was a better ruler 
than coachmaker. That he had remark- 
able ingenuity and skill, however, vari- 
ous articles carved in ivory and wood, 
which we saw afterwards in the Hermit- 
age, amply testify. 
Czar’s Summer Home. 

We took a boat for Peterhoff, the czar's 
summer residence, at 4 o'clock, and made 
a night of it, returning to the city at 1:30 
a, m.,. as tired a crowd of “innocen™#s 
abroad” as ever you beheld. 

The occasion was the annual! illumina- 
tion of the grounds in honor of the 
czarina’s birthday—the gréat event of 
the year—when the emperor and empress 
and all the nobles go in grand procession 
before the people to “‘Mint Plaisir” to 
witness the illumination of the ships on 
the Neva, the finest pyrotechnic display 
in the world. We saw the Peterhoff 
grounds, and they were like fairy land. 
The main approach to the palace by 
marble stairs, adorned with porcelain 
figures of various colors and curious de- 
signs, the fountains playing everywhere— 
and the statuary make it look as if some 
Persian palace had risen before us by an 
enchanter’s wand. And when all was 
illuminated—well—yeu should have been 
there to see! It as no exaggeration to 
say that there w miles and miles of 
illuminations—long avenues and windings 
and vistas—each one with a different de- 
sign on the lofty frame work erected for 
the purpose. There were great golden and 
red tulips, and drooping lilies of the val- 
ley and other flowers all alight, and 
foiiage plants with great drops of dew 
hanging upon them—all there in the de- 
signs scattered on different flower beds 
and on the velvety lawns. Every tree in 
Mont Plaisir, a little pleasure house, with 
lovely grounds, seemed as if laden with 
illuminated fruit; and when colored 
lights were thrown on the feathery spray 
of the fountains, and on the gleaming 
marble statues, and when the dukes and 
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ducheSses, the lords and ladies, 
their scarlets and gold-coated footmen 
and coachmen, came riding by in car- 
riages drawn 
with flowing manegs and tails, the scene 
appeared like an enchanted vision or an 
Arabian night’s romance. 

We saw every’ grandee and grandee-ess 
in the Russian empire, and a lot of very 
fine folk they are, and a number of 
foreign potentates, including the king and 
queen of Greece; but we did not see— 
alas! that truth compels me to say it— 
fhe greatest and. best of them all—the 
good czar and his lovely wife, who, with 
their family, were in a vehicle drawn by 
twelve white horses. You should have 
seen our democratic necks twisting to 
look at the autocrats! Our democratic 
legs stood in line for two mortal hours— 
the front Hne fortunately—to witness the 
grand procession. We said: ‘There. he 
comes!’ ‘here she is!’ ‘Look, look, 
there’s the czar!’ until we had counted 
at least half a dozen emperors and em- 
presses—imaginary ones. 

We would not helieve that we were 
to be disappointed at last until we heard 
wild shouting at sOm@ distance from us, 
and the bands playing the Danish na- 
tional anthem in honor of the empress, 
The ezar’s carriage had taken a differ- 
ent course from the rest and did not 
pass our avenue, When that shout went 
up, the crowd went maa, sdidiers and 
policemen could avail nOthing—every- 
body rushed towards the cz4ar’'s carriage. 
Coaches and horses and people were min- 
gled together for several minutes in wild 
confusion. We were in imminent danger 
of being crushed by carriage wheels 
and horses’ hoofs. The ‘‘innocents’’ were 
scattered like a flock of sheep, but Mr. 
B’s long yellow cane held aloft rallied 
the frightened horses. 


People Love the Czar. 

These people love their emperor, and 
wel] they may—for he is a good man; a 
devoted husband, a kind father—a 
ruler anxious for the welfare of his 
people. He cannot reform every abuse 
in a day. The assassination of his fa- 
ther set this country back years and 
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years in the attainment of greater free- 
dom. 

I never saw a more orderly crowd than 
at Peterhoff, with the exception of the 
wild enthusiasm shown towards the em- 
peror and empress, and J] never Saw bet- 
ter understanding between police and 
people. Indeed, they were much gentler 
in their management of qa crowd than our 
police forces generally are. Even the 
women would contest a point with them, 
which centention they would take good 
naturedly. There were soldiers—splendid 
looking CoSsacks and Circassians—the 
very lithest and most supple figures I 
ever saw—Scattered among the people, 
and along the route to assist the police 
force, ‘Beside titis there was no military 
display whatever—not even one company 
together. The nobility and the emperor 
rode unattended by any military es¢cort. 
How different from the stories I had 
read! A lady who has lived in St. Pe- 
tersburg a long time, told me that he, 
the czar, was seen out constantly on 
the streets, and that she had never seen 
any noticeable guard about him unless 
On some great occasion. Four Cossack 
guards generally accompany him. 

Sunday morning~after a late break- 
fast On account of our Peterhoff experi- 
ence—weée went to service at St. Isaac— 
heard again the glorious singing, and 
stood for over two hours—everybody 
stands—listening to the service and ser- 
mon, and l0oking at the metropolitan of 
Moscow, a man beloved almost to adora- 
tion—bless the little babies—and put 
something (?) a wafer, perhaps, into 
their pretty mouths. which their mothers 
and an attendant priest prized open for 
the purpose, while the little darlings 
Shrieked aloud in..the sanctuary. No- 
body seemed to mind their cries: the 
rich ‘famens” of the choir would drown 
the noise occasionally. Then the ereat 
golden doors of the high altar, the “ikon 
altar,” which had been thrown wice— 
even women could then see into the most 
holy place—were closed. The service was 
Over. The magnificent dress of the met- 
ropolitan was removed. His crown: or 
miter wrought of gold and pearls, of 
diamonds and rubies and emeralds, was 


(him, another knelt for his 


colored silk cassock, and over this a 
long flowing mantle of blue India silk 
with silver and red stripes in a “Greek 
wall” pattern, around the bottom. Thus 
attired, this noble looking old man step- 
ped forward to the altar rail, and the 
people flocked eagerly forward to Kiss 
his hand, which he would touch to his 
own lips after each one kissed it. Some- 
times a mother came with her baby and 
the fine face smiled and the hand strok- 
ed the baby’s head. One priest kissed 
blessing. He 
never once looked if it were a mere 
fOrm. I stood very near him, and the 
eager, rapt look of the men and women 
who pressed around him, their devotion 
and earnestness, the happy expression 
with which they crossed themselves as 
they left him, was semething wonderful

Now and then 
we would cOme upon a group of peasant 
lads and lassies dancing on the velvet 
corpet nature had spread for them. 
Tyranny had not stifled the merry laugh 
nor cramped the freedom of limb. M. 
said in her quick way, *‘Why, these are 
not Tolstoi’s- peasants.’” “No, but Tol- 
Stoi'g peasants exist, and this is not all 
Russia.’’ But the experience wa'’s an 
“eye-opener’—to use expressive slang, 
On our way back to the city we called 
on a friend of Mrs. R.’s who has lived 
here six years. She showed us all over 
her pretty house—kitchen and all—and 
tcld us many things about the Russian 
people and the emperor.

amused reply. And then Mr. C— told 
us how absolutely untrammeled he had 
been in carrying on his business cnter- 
prises during a residence of fifteen 
years in Russia. 

But the police system is terrifle, he 
admitted. and the amount spent in maine 
taining it enormous. The director gen- 
eral of police is as mighty as the cZar. 

“He is not only policeman, but court, 
judge, jury, legislature and pardoning 
power.” 

There are three separate and distinct 
systems of police, each independent of 
the other, with a different chief, -but all 
are directed by the mighty Gresser. 

The first system is the ordinary patrol 

who are veteran soldiers and 
uniforms and carry sabers; the 
second is the political police, who look 
after corruption in official circles; the 
hateful third section is the spies, who 
exist in every branch of the social, polit- 
ical and commercial world, unknown, 
of course, to the world and to each other. 

oi —- ‘we forget this spy 
svstem exists. 

Mr. C— knew Mr. Kennan very well, 
had often entertained him, but did not 
think he had written with judicial fair- 
ness in his last series of articles on 
Siberian exiles. He was “‘playing to the 
galleries,’ he said—‘‘pandering to pop- 
ular sentiment.’ 

Mrs. C— told us many pretty stories of 
the beautiful family life of the czar 
and czarina. ‘The royal physician was 
also the family physician and intmate 
friend of the C—s. The devotion of the 
people to their “Little Father’ and his 
admirable wife amounts almost to adora- 
tion. 

The German language was much more 
useful when in dealing with servants 
and shop people than the French, Mrs. 
C— said, but in society French was al- 
most universally spoken. Many of the 
children of intelligent Russian families 
spoke three languages fluently and cul- 
tivated Russian women were perfectly 
conversant with current English and 
American fiction.

Major Screws was born February 25, 
1839, in Barbour county, Alabama. He 
was educated at the school in the village 
of Glennville, then Barbour, now Russell 
county, where he spent his life until he 
was |9 years of age. Janwary !, 1858, 
Major Screws came to Montgomery to 
become a student in the law Office of 
Watjs, Judge & Jackson, and in the sum- 
mer of 1859 he was admitted to the Dar. 
He entered upon the practice of his pro- 
fession with fair prospects of swecess, and 
was doing moderately well when the war 
broke out and during the next four years 
he was a soldier in the confederate army. 
He went with the first troops to Pensa- 
cola, Fla., and participated with them in 
the capture of the navy yard and forts 
except Fort Pickens. Afterwards he was 
‘hhe 
infantry ‘battalion of the Legion was 
thrown into the Fiftv-ninth and Sixtieth 
regiments. In the former he was first 
Hteutenant of company E and was with 
his command in Virginia at the Appo- 
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mattox surrender. Returning to Montgom- 
ery with the expectation of reentering the 
practice of law, Major Screws was given 
a position on the editorial staff of The 
Advertiser. He has been constantly as- 
sociated with the paper ever since, being 
part of the time g@le owner. In 1878 and 
again in 1880 Major Screws was elected 
secretary of the state of Alabama, He de- 
clined to serve longer on the completion 
of his second term, although he could 
have easily secured the nomination with- 
out opposition. Major Screws has also 
served as postmaster of Montgomery. He 
was one of the organizers of the Alabama 
Press Association and thas served as pres- 
ident of that organization., Major Screws 
is in vigorous bady and mental health. 
He still labors daily and incessantly on 
his «ditorial work, with which one-half of 
his life has been identified.

ETERNALCITY NOT FOUNDED 
BY ROMULUS AND REMUS 


The Spot in the Roman Forum 
Where the Foundation Stone of 
the Famous Statue to Domitian 
Was Discovered Recently. This 
Great Equestrian Statue Was 

ised to the Emperor in the 
First Century A. D. When the 
Foundation Stone Was Lifted. 
Several Antique Vases of Ex- 
quisite Workmanship Were Dis- 
covered Buried Beneath It. 
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TWO SCENES IN ANCIENT ROMAN FORUM? 
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One of the Prehistoric Tombs Just * 
Opened in the Roman Forum. 
The Digcovery of These Tombs 
Is of Supreme Importance, for It 
Proves Conclusively That Romu- 
lus and Remus Were Not the 
First Holders of the Site of the 
Ancient City. 
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Special Cable. 

OME, May 2!.—None of the recent 
R discoveries in the Roman Forum 

has been more tmportant than that 
of the prehistoric tombs, which proves 
conclusively that Romulus and Remus 
were by no means the first holders of the 
site of the Eternal City. 

These tombs mu:t have been outside 
the walls of the town of the people to 
whom they belonged, and for that rea- 
e0n alone it is certain that they existed 
before the huilding of the Servian wall, 
and the incorporation of the seven hills 
into one city. But apart from this the 
mode of burial, form of the tombs, vases, 
ornaments, etc., all prove itheir still great- 
er antiquity, Both cremation and inhu- 
mation have been employed in these 
tomibs, twenty-three of which have been 
opened. Eleven were of persons cre- 
mated and buried in well tombs, of which 
three weré a@ults, the rest children, 

The ashes 6 those cremated were 
placed in small tlwt-urns resembling 
the houses in which they had lived, these 
small urns were then deposited in large 
terra, cotta vases, and the whole lowered 
to tthe bottom of the well, about 3 feet 
deep, sunk for the purpose. The well 
was then filled in with the ashes of the 
funeral pyre. 

The graves dug for the reception of 
whole thodies were filled in with the earth 
out of which they had been cut, and the 
bodies were inclosed in primitive oak 
coffins, formed out of trunks of trees, in 
the shape of boats. The graves contain- 
ed vases with food for the deceased on 
his journey to the gpiritual world. The 
contents of these vases have been ana- 
lyzed, and ffonnd to have wcomsisted of 
meat, fish, milk, water, honey, beans, 

perfumes, eto In one grave eight 
vases were found;inothers vases which 
ha@ been used as drinking cups, one in 
black pottery, many of them dating from 


the Mycenean age, before tihhe eighth cen- 
tury B. C. Ome tomb was that of a 
little ‘boy, containing small brown bones, 


’ 


and part of the skull, together with car- 
bonized beans, grain and a small lance, 
probably a toy. 

Another was that of a little girl, with 
three slabs of tufa covering it inclined 
like a roof. It also comtained vases 
with remains of the funeral feast. Beads 
have also been found in the tombs, of 
blue, black and white glass, a copper 
belt, amber ornamezsits, an fvory anmliet, 
bones of a) figh icalled the cephalus or 
great mullet, grape seeds, etc., the last 
being smaller than those of our day. 

The valley chosen by the ancient dwell- 
ers on the Septimont’um as their place 
of burial was a still, marshy, tranquil 
place. No trace has heen found of any 
path leading up the hill, and yet after 
burial the rélations of the deceased used 
to return once a year on the anniversary 
of the death to the tomb, where they 
dug small pits, and poured in roast corn, 
milk, etc., but paved roads, and wheel- 
ed vehicles were probably not in exist- 
ence at such an early period. 

The cremation tombs are earlier than 
@he graves and the earliest of all ts con- 
sidered to date from 1300 B. C., the 
other are mostly of the eighth and ninth 
centuries B. C. In the fifth or sixth cen- 
turies B. C., after the?sepuleretum Was 
abandoned, primitive houses were built 
over ite site; three small tumuli, com- 
posed of the ashes of small huts ‘have 
been excavated, at a slightly higher level 
~~ that of ‘the tombs. 

nother really magnificent discovery 
has been the foundation stone of the cel- 
ebrated dynastiam statue to the Hmpe- 
ror Domitian, raised during the first cen- 
tury of our era. A great block of tufa 
was hoisted, and lying under it were 
several vases, absolutely preserved, with 
the colors as fresh as the day The vases 
were made. There fs, however. a very re- 
markable feature about the vase:, they 
are archaic, and belong to the era about 
1300 B. C., and the largest and most 
beautiful ds chipped at the mouth. 

The theory is that either they were 
precious antiques at the time of Domfi- 
tian, and for that reason used in the cor- 
ner stone, or were copies of ancient vases 


then existing. This point has not yet 
been decided, but is of immense interest.

Ber:in, May 21.—Germany’s progres- 
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sive women, whose fight for ‘‘emancipa- 
tion’ has been 
buff and disappointment have just com- 
pleted arrangements for what they be- 


lieve will be the greatest conclave of 
the fair sex the world has ever known— 


the third international congress of wo- 
men, which will be held in Berlin from 


June 12 to 18. 


it will constitute an eloquent rebyke to 
Emperor William II, whom they regard 
as the arch-enemy of women’s progress 


in the German fatherland. 

The kaiser, like German men of all 
ranks. holds fast to the German tradi- 
tion that woman’s sphere should be Iim- 
ited to the activities of the “‘hausfrau” 
and that she ‘has no right to mix her- 
self in affairs beyond the realm of the 
three German K’s—Kinder, Kuche and 
Kirche (children, kitchen and church). 
No imperial welcome, therefore, will 
await the 4,000 women from all parts 
of the world wto will attend the con- 
gress as delegates of organized woman- 
hood in all climes. Indeed, it will be 2 
miracle if the congress adjourns with- 
out adopting resolutions. strongly savor- 
ing of censure of the strenuous monarch 
for his old-fashioned ideas about wo- 
men's rights. 

The organization of the congress has 
been effected by the National Council 
of German Women, and the tremendous 
work it has involved has rested largely 
upon the shoulders of Frau Marie Stritt, 
of Dresden, president of the council, and 
Frau Dr. Eliza Ichenhaetser, secretar§& 
general of the congress. The programme 
of the congress covers practically every 
eubject comprehended by the ‘‘woman's 
movement.” 

About twenty-five countries will be 
represented at the congress. Japanese, 
Siamese and Indian women are already 
booked as delegates, and China and Ko- 
rea will be represented by native women 
resident in Europe. America will oc- 
cupy the chief place among the foreign 
delegations, because it has been the 
pioneer in woman's progress, and be- 
cause Susan B. Anthony, the “grand 
Old lady’’ of the movement all over the 
world, has promised to honor the con- 
clave with her presence. Mrs. May 
Wright Sewall, of Indiana, in her capac- 
ity of president of the International 
Council of Women, will wield the gavel 
at all genera] sessions of the congress. 
Another special honor will be paid to 
the United States when the congress de- 
votes an entire evening to. the discussion 
of the theories of Mrs. Charlotte Per- 
kins Stetson, of New York, while Dr. 
Anna Shaw, the famous American wom- 
an preacher, has been invited to intro- 
duce to Germany the innovation of a ser- 
mon frow a woman—the first of its 
kind that the fatherland wil] ever have 
listened ‘to. 

Because the woman’s movement has 
had such an uphill fight in Germany, 
where man is everything, and his better 
half almcst nothng. few ieaders have 
peen developed who enjoy reputations 
extending beyond the frontiers of their 
country. Yet such names as Frau Stritt, 
Frau Dr. Ichenhaeuser, Frau Hedwig 
Neyl, Fraulein Alice Salomon. Fraulein 
Helen Lange, Frau Anna Edinger and 
Fraulein Olga von Beschwitz,: who will 
all be active leaders of various depart- 
ments of the coming congress, are well 
known throughout most European coun- 
tries as vigorous and relentiess workers 
in their chosen field. That German wom- 
en have a. difficult struggle to ysain the 
headway women nave made elsewhere, 
may be comprehended from the fact that 
only a few years ugo were they able tu 
Secure the repeal of a law barring 
“women, children and lunatics from at- 
tending meetings where political sub- 
gects are under a@f{scussion’’ Since the 
smashing of that mediaeval barrier, the 
cause has prospered, but very slowly. 
Woman has, of course, no status polit- 
fcally, and may not hold public office 
of any kind. Some municipalities, how- 
ever, have made the experiment of hav- 
ing women factory inspectors and poor- 
iaw administrators, and they may pave 
the way for wider recognition in higher 
spheres of civic usefulness. The fight 
for suffrage has been altogether futile. 
‘Two years ago, however, when the great 
tariff contest was on, women took the 
stump in various parts of Germany in 
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Four Thousand Delegates Ey-

They hope and intend 
that the congress will be so eventful that 
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support of the socia] democratic and lib- 
eral parties and their battle against 
agrarian ‘“‘hunger tariffs.’’ The social 
democrats are the women's best polit- 
ical friends, being the only great party 
in Germany which has pledged itself to 
help them secure the ballot. , 

Owing to the opposition of Emperor 
William, which is fully shared by the 
Empress Augusta Victoria, no so-called 
society women have Identified tgeemselves 
prominently with the woman's movement 
in Germany. Court leaders and royalties 
are conspicucusly missing from all affairs 
connected with it. It is possible. how- 
ever, thate the wives of a few cabinet 
ministers, -perhaps even Countess von 
Buelow, the spouse of the imperial chan- 
cellor, will dare to brook imperial scowls 
by entertaining the delegates to the Ber- 
lin congress at garden parties or evening 
receptions. The most pretentioug sdcial 
function so far planned is a reception at 
the Berlin city hall, which will be ten- 
dered by the municipality.as a welcome 
to the congress. Frau Oberbuergerme!s- 
ter Kirschner, Berlin’s “lady mayoress,”’ 
and the wives of the city’s aldermen will 
do the honors on this occasion, Music 
will be furnished by a womiun’s orches- 
tra of seventy-five pieces, and a dedi- 
catory ode written by Fraulein =§ Isolde 
Kurz, the first German poetess, will be a 
feature of the programme. 

The sessions of the congress, which will 
be held morning, afternoon and evening 
for six days, will occur in the spacious 
halls of the famous Philharmonic -eoncert 
building, which has a total ‘seating ca- 
pacity of more than ten thowgsand. The 
sessions are divided, of ccurse, into sece 
tional programmes, that discussions 
upon various topics will proceed simulta- 
neously in various parts of the congress 
hall. Four houndred are ale 
ready scheduled for devilery. English, 
French and German will be the official] 
language of the conclave, that language 
being used upon each occasion which 
seems most appropriate. 

The great concluding feature of the 
congress will be a ‘“‘peace demonstra- 
tion,’’ at which the Countess of Aberdeen 
will speak in English; Frau Bertha von 
Suttner, the great Austrian peace ad- 
vocate, in German, and Madame Bogelot, 
of Paris, in French. There will also be 
a final symposium upon “‘International- 
ism,’’ led by Mrs. May Wright Sewall, of 
Indiana.

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| DARK HORSES AND THE PRESIDENCY 


The First Dark Horse and How He Came To Be Named. The Unexpected 
Nomination of General Garfield. Major McKinley Had Two Oppor- 
tunities To Become the Standard Bearer of His Party | 


By George Barton 
(ALL RIGHTS PRESERVED). 
Political conventions are rarely stam- 
in these prosaic systematic and 
ll-organized times. The most recent 


hotable instance of a dark horse being 
pwept into power by the sudden impulses 
pf a convention is as far back as 1896, 
wwhen the admirers of William Jennings 
Bryan swept al! barriers aside and 
placed him in nomination as a candidate 
for the position for which the Hills, the 
Gormans. the Carlisles and other veter- 
pns grown gray in the service of the party 
had for years striven in vain. It is 
Mifficult to account for those emotional 
mvaves that sometimes carry away the 
most deliberative bodies, and which have 
been known to affect political conven- 
tions with the same fervor and intens!- 


ty with which they occasionally act on 


religious gatherings. A veteran politi- 
rian has said that the republican party 

# a party of sentiment, but that it is 
# a party of emotion. This, by infer- 
ence, would indicate that large gather- 
Ings of democratic delegates are more 
Jiable to these waves of hysteria than 
their better balanced opponents; but the 

istory of national conclaves does not 

em to bear out this deduction. Cir- 
umstances surrounding the gathering of 
national political convention frequent- 

y have a great deal to do with its de- 
Wberations. Sometimes it is carried away 
Fvith the enthusiasm that encircles a 

ause. At other times it is the mag- 
ree associated with the name of a 

n who has been, or who suddenly 
ws to be the idol of his party; and 
equently it is brought about by the 
mause and the man combined, as was in- 
stanced in the double indorsement of 
Bryan and the doctrine of free sil- 
er at the ratio of 16 to I, by the two 
ast national democratic conventions. 
he auspices under which our great na- 
ional political conventions are held some- 
imes conduce to make them attractive 
the shrewd men who plan stampedes 
for after all most of the successful po- 
oe stampedes have been carefully ar- 
nged in advance, just as many over- 
coe impromptu speeches have been 
refully memorized and,then rehearsed 
fore the mirror. 

Some of the most fnteresting phases 
lof the subject of political dark horses 
farnd stampeded conventions may be ob- 
gperved in the more narrow sphere of state 
politics. Here the strategy of politics 
ican be observed with greater clearness, 
fand the clever manipulation of skilled or- 
manizers and executors is often seen to 
whe best advantage. For instance, not 
Many years ago, a combination of the 
Wistrict and county leaders in a northern 


gtate was perfected for the purpose of* 


nominating a certain man as the candi- 
date for an important state office. The 
tmen who proclaimed allegiance to his 
cause held a meeting in one of the large 
cities of the state and proceeded to make 
g@ count of noses. Each man was not only 
influential in his locality, but controlled 
@ certain number of delegates to the 
gtate convention. After a thorough and 
gareful canvass, it was found that the 
eandidate could be nominated and have 
just fourteen to spare. In the 
meantime the opposition had not been 
idle, but had been lining up their forces 
fn a thoroughly practical and business- 
like way. They knew from their own 
girength just how strong the favored 
candidate was, and they possessed cer- 
tain cards which they did not propose to 
Play until a specified stage of the game. 
Two weeks before the convention was 
held one of the leaders connected with 
mhat should have been the winning side 
came out in a public interview, in which 
he said that he doubted the wisdom of 
the original choice, and that for his part 
he would cast his vote and his strength 
with the opposition candidate. This an- 
nouncement was annoying, but not fatal; 
and the canvass continued: for several 
@ays more. Then a second leader came 


votes 


‘ut and said that the sentiment in hig 
ocality made it imperative that he 
hould follow the man who had first 
hoisted the white flag. This was more 
than annoying; it was alarming; and 
before the wéek was over, no less than 
six of the leaders who had taken part in 
the first caucus had declared themselves 
with the opposition. As a result of this, 
the first organization crumbled to pieces, 
and the candidate was overwhelmingly de- 
feated in the convention. At first blush 
it might appear as if this was brought 
about entirely by natural causes, and 
that the defections from the ranks of 
the first candidate were caused by influ- 
[ ences which they did not originally fore- 
see. But, as a matter of fact,*the® whole 
affair was carefully planned and ar- 
ranged from the beginning. The method 
of campaign was to get into the camp 
of the enemy, stay there long enough 
to find out its plans, and theh by de- 
serting at an opportune moment, to 
cause tne organization to fall apart like 
stale cake crumbs. ; 

Dark horses in national political con- 
ventions are always objects of peculiar 
interest; and in the public mind stam- 
pedes are usually associated with the 
names of unknown candidates and, meu 
of medioger ability. Probably the first 
instance of this king occurred in the 
democratic national convention of 1844, 
when Martin Van Buren, who was un- 
doubtedly the cleverest politician of his 
time, was. by the operation of the two- 
defeated for a third nomi- 
nation, The chief issue before’ the 
country was the annexation of Texas; 
and singular aa it may seem, Henry Clay, 
who represented the opposite political 
party, and Mr. Van Buren simultaneously 
destroyed their hopes for the presidency 
by writing letters in which they ex- 
pressed themselves as being opposed. to 
the then pending measure for the an- 
nexation of the Lone Star State. When 
the first ballot was taken in the demo- 
cratic nominating convention, Mr. Van 
Buren received 146 votes, which was 
less than the number necessary to win. 
One of the Ohio delegates offered a reso- 
lution that Martin Van Buren having 
received a majority of votes on the first 
ballot should be declared the candidate. 
The point was raised that he had not 
receiveq a two-thirds vote, and that In 
any event it would require a two-thirds 
vote to rescind the expressed two-thiri 
rule of the convention. There was an 
angry debate over the parliamentary law 
involved, and some of the delegates 
threatened to appeal from the decision 
of the chair; but afterwards reconsid- 
ered their action, and the balloting was 
proceeded with. When the eighth ballot 
was taken, Van Buren was still a strong 
factor, although General Cass, of Michi- 
gan, outnumbered him in the voting. It 
was on this ballot that James Knox 
Polk, of Tennessee, received 44 votes. On 
the following ballot occurwed what was 
the first stampede that ever 
occurred in a national political conven- 
tion. Representatives of half a dozen 
states clamored for recognition and asked 
that their votes be changed from their 
original choice t6 that of Mr. Polk. A 
chronicler of the convention says that 
“A scene of wild confusion ensued. A 
dispatch was sent by telegraph to Wash- 
ington—the first line built in the country 
had not long before been opened between 
the two cities—and a congratulatory re- 
ply was received from the democratic 
members of congress twenty minutes 
after the nomination.’ Next to the in- 
terest attaching to this convention the 
most singular feature of that campaign 
was the fact that Henry Clay, a states- 
man of the first rank and the idol of his 
party, should have been defeated for the 
man who had before

held in Baltimore the leaders on the first 
ballot were General Cass, James Buch- 
anan, WHllam L. Marcy and Stephen A. 
Douglass. Cass had 116 votes, and the 
number necessary to a choice was 188. 
In te succeeding ballots it looked as 
if Mr. Douglass might be the nominee, 
but he did not hold the strength that 
he had gained, and on the thirty-fifth 
ballot Virginia cast fifteen votes for 
Franklin Pierce. This did not attract 
much attention, and the balloting went 
on without indicating much prospect of 
an early nomination. On the forty-eighth 
trial, however, Pierce received 55 votes, 
and on the next ballot there was a stam- 
pede to his standard, and before the 
tellers had completed their task, he had 
received all but six votes in that con- 
vention. The fact that Franklin Pierce 
had been a United States senator and 
was a brigadier general in the Mexican 
war gave him considerable prominence 
throughout the country, but none of the 
delegates who journeyed to Baltimore on 
that occasion ever for a moment dreamed 
that he would be the nominee for presi- 
dent. The fiutroduction of ‘his name 
was a surprise in every sense of the word. 
His rival at the polls was General Win- 
field Scott, one of the best known men 
of his time, ang this election also stands 
out conspicuously as an instance of where 
a man with moderate ability @nd no 
Sreat fame was triumphantly elected 
over a successful soldier whose name 
was known and revered by the very chil- 
dren of the land. 

Sixteen years later the democrats nom- 
inated their third dark horse, in the per- 
Son of Horatio Seymour. He presided 
over ‘the convention ane had placed 
himself on record as declining a nqmina- 
tion for the office of president. At first 
his name only received an occasional 
vote. But when the first indications of 
& serious movement began, he uttered 
_those words which have since become 
famous in the political history of the 
country: ‘Your candidate Y cannot be.’’ 
The delegates, however, were in no himor 
for a refusal, and before he had an op- 
Portunity of saying anything more, ne 
was nominated with a rush and a 
hurrah. 

Probably the first republican to re- 
ceive a nomination in this manner was 
General James A. Garfield, who became 
the party candidate in 1880. President 
Grant was the principal candidate before 
that convention which met in Chicazo., 
Senator Conkling, who was in charge of 
the Grant canvass, dominated the early 
Stages of the gathering; and in order to 
head off any possible bolt, introduced a 
resolution declaring it the sense of the 
convention that every member should be 
bound in honor to support its nomince, 
whoever that nominee might be, and 
that no delegate present should retain 
his seat unless he was ready to agree 
to this proposition. The convention agreed 
to this, and then proceeded to-the reg- 
ular order of business, The first promi- 
nent appearance of General Garfield was 
on the fourth day of the convention, when 
he reported from the committee a series 
of proposed. rules. Later on he. attracted 
general and favorable attention by his 
speech placing John Sherman in nomina- 
tion. When the first ballot was taken, 
General Grant was in the lead with 304 
votes, and ‘Mr. Blaine was second with 
284 votes. It was truly a hattle of the 
giants; and 34 ballots were taken with- 
out result, On that ballot, however, 17 
votes were cast for General Garfield, and 
for the first time he sprang into prom.- 
inence as a possible candidate. On the 
following ballot a large number of Mr. 
Blaine’s supporters. transferred _ ticir 
votes to Garfield, giving him 50 votes 
in all. On the 36th and last ballot there 
was a stampede in his interest, and 
before the result had been officially 
announced it was seen that he had re- 
ceived 399 votes and was therefore the 
nominee of the convention. The claim was 
made at that time, and has been made 
since, that this stampede was prear-

Major William McKinley had two op- 
portunities for obtaining the repuplican 
nomination for president before he fi- 
rally echieved and accepte? the honor 
The first was in the Chicago convention 
of 1888, when Ohio sent a solid dele- 
gation in the interest of John Sherman 
Major McKinley and Senator Foraker 
were »)oth active in promoting the inter- 
efts of Mr. Sherman at that convention. 
Among those placed in nomination for 
the presidency were Sherman, Harrison, 
Gresham, Depew, Allison and Alger. The 
contest was prolonged and bitter, and i 
began to look as if a solution would be 
¢xtremely difficult. When the sixth ballo* 
was reached, some one voted for Major 
McKinley, and the act was received with 
cheers by the convention. This was fol- 
lower by seventeen additional votes, and 
the situation became a very trying one 
for Major McKinley, He was then in his 
45th year, full of vigor, and possessing 
a forc2 that was afterwards fully recog- 
rized by the nation. When the second 
delegation cast its vote in his favor, he 


mounted a chatr, and with flashing eycs 


snd earnest voice, made a protest that 


was heeced by the delegates. He said that 
he was present by resolution of the re- 
rublicar state convention, coinmanding 
him to cast his vote for John Sher- 


man for president and to use 
Sher- 


man’s nomination, Under the circum- 
sfanc2s, he could not consistently, Witt 
the wish of the state whose credentials he 
bere end which had trusted him, permit 
his name to be used in any way what- 
ever. He added that his own views 2f 
personal integrity made his consent, or 
seeming consent, as a candidate impos- 
sible before the convention. Conciuaing, 
he said: ‘I would not respect myself if 

I could find it in my htart to do, or 
rermit to be done, that which could even 
ce ground for anyone to suspect that I 
wavered in my loyalty to Ohio, or my 
devotion to the chief of her choice and 
the chief of mine. I do not request—I dc- 
mand—that no delegate who would not 
cast reflection upon me should cast a bal- 
lot for me.’’ McKinley received no more 
votes; but he made an impression upon 
the delegates of that convention which 
was never forgotten, 

At the Minneapolis c@ivention that 
nominated Harrison, Major McKinley 
was permanent chairman; and it is cu- 
rious to note that the same undercur- 
rent of feeling in favor of his nomina- 
tion which manifested itself at Chicago 
four years before, became apparent at 
Minneapolis. He was the permanent 
dnairman of_the convention, and before 
Ohio had been reached 74 votes had 
ibeen cast for him as the nominee of 
the convention. When his own state 
was called, the ohairman of the dele- 
gation arose and announced two Votes 
for Harrison and forty-four for McKin- 
ley. Governor McKinley, from his place 
on the stage, challenged the vote. He 
was told that he had no right to do «o. 
He then demanded the calling of the 
roll of Ohio’s delegates, and when this 
was conchuded it was found that Mc- 
Kinley had 45 votes and Harrison |, 
and the one vote for Harrison was cast 
by McKinley. When the excitement 
was at its heighth, and when it seemed 
as if he would be nominated against his 
will, he stood on a teble, and in answer 
to shouts of “MicKinley, McKinley” from 
different parts of the hall, cried out in 
clarion tones: “This is not McKinley's

This work by these mothers is en- 
tirely voluntary—it is a labor of love 
with them, and it surely deserves as high 
a rank as if they belonged to all the 
organizations known to the labor move- 
ment. and it preserves to the world those 
precious instincts and that sweet affec- 
tion which makes the word ‘‘mother’’ so 
dear to the hearts of men and so benign 
in its influence upon the world. 

One of women—and I mention 
her because she is the nearest and the 
merriest of them all, and has three little 
children that it is a delight fo look upon 
as they play under an apple tree while 
their mother hoes in the patch that juts 
up to the orchard. I call these trees un- 
der which these children play that moth- 
er’'s kindergarten, and | feel glad in my 
heart that she is the president, manager 
and all things else in that kindergerten, 
and that no third party’ comes in the 
matter to divide the affections or the 
confidence of those children in that 
mother. 

Happily. none of these people I mention 
are ‘‘poor folks; but if they were, and 
these children were doomed to pass alang 
through coming years in direst poverty, 
they would never cease to remember that 
mother and that play ground under them 
and carry along the love that is 
builded there down to the grave. It is 
no new thing for me to know many 
good women in Georgia who were pleased 
to take their children to the fields. There 
is not an old man in the south but what 
ean remember children brought up in this 
way, and they made @s good men and 
women as ever this country knew. The 
truth is that it is a happy thing now to 
remember the simple ways of the past—
